Eight  agreements  of  consolidation  between  railroad  and  bridge 
companies  have  been  filed  during  the  year;  the  authorized  capital  of 
the  eight  new  consolidated  companies  aggregating  $59,615,000,  as  com- 
pared with  the  $48  547,000  capital  of  seven  companies  formed  by  con- 
solidation in  1886.  One  hundred  and  thirteen  companies  have  increased 
their  aggregate  capital  stock  from  $61,072,776  to  $158,376,750,  as  com- 
pared with  an  increase  from  $20,792,375  to  $57,576,000  by  58  companies 
in  1886.  Eight  companies,  as  compared  with  12  in  1886,  have  reduced 
their  capital  stock.  The  names  of  24  corporations  have  been  changed 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  14  in  1886.  Forty  miscellaneous 
certificates  have  been  filed,  as  compared  with  15  in  1886.    Five  hundred 
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and  eighty  seven  certificates  of  subscription  have  been  filed,  as  com- 
pared with  385  in  18S6.     Fourteen  railway  equipment  contracts  have 
been  filed,  as  compared  with  II  in   1886.    In  short,  the  corporation 
bosiness  of  the  office  has  been  fully  one-third  larger  than  ever  before, 
and  may  be  taken  as  a  clear  indication  of  the  earnest  business  effort  of 
our  people  during  the  past  year.    The  popularity  of  corporate  enter- 
prises in  Ohio  is  also  shown,  almost  every  class  of  corporations  being 
represented  in  the  list  for  1887.     While  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  almost  every  kind  of  corporation,  the  most  noticeable 
increase  has  been  in  the  number  of  gas  companies,  most  of  them  natural 
gas  companies.    In  1883  but  8  of  these  companies  were  formed ;  in  1884 
bat  10,  among  them  the  Findlay  Natural  Gas  Company.     This  company 
was  the  pioneer  company  tin  the  discovery  of  natural  gas  in  North- 
western Ohio.     It  drilled  in  its  first  well  in  December,  1884,  and  the 
discovery  was  followed  by  the  incorporation  of  a  large  number  of  gas 
companies  throughout  the  state.    In  1885,  37  were  formed,  as  compared 
with  10  during  the  previous  year;  89  such  companies  were  organized  in 
1886;  whilst  during  1887,  183  gas  companies,  with  an  aggregate  capital 
of  $12,788,575,  have  been  incorporated.     The  increase  in  building  and 
loan  associations  is  also  noteworthy,  the  number  incorporated  in  1887 
being  84,  with  an  aggregate  capital  of  $53,731,000,  as  compared  with  62 
companies  with  an  aggregate  capital  of  $35,292,000  incorporated  in  1886. 
Two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  manufacturing  corporations  have  been 
organized  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  205  in  1886.     But  these 
manufacturing  corporations  have  as  a  rule  been   small  as  compared 
with  those  formed  in  1886,  the  aggregate  capital  stock  of  the  205  cor- 
poratioiis  organized  during  the  latter  year  exceeding  that  of  the  257 
incorporated  during  the  past  year  by  $8,249,000.     The  increase  in  the 
number  of  colleges,  literary  societies,  churches,  political,  benevolent, 
social  and  mutual  societies,  and  corporations  of  a  miscellaneous  character 
incorporated,  is  likewise  remarkable,  and  evidences  the  popular  appre- 
ciation of  corporate  privileges  in  Ohio.     For  a  wealthy  commercial  state 
like  Ohio  the  number  of  banks  and  savings  institutions  organized  each 
year  is  small,  the  number  in  1883,  1884,  1885,  J886  and  18S7  being  but 
11, 10«  2,  6  and  11  respectively.    This  is  due  to  no  lack  of  riches  or  want 
of  business  enterprise  among  our  people,  but  is  owing  solely  to  the 
need  of  a  proper  law,  conferring  corporate  banking  privileges  free  from 
harsh  restrictions. 

FORMATION  OF  BANKING  CORPORATIONS. 

Articles  of  incorporation  are  constantly  being  presented  at  tbis 
department,  of  banking  corporations,  which  parties  propose  to  form 
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under  sections  3235  and  3236  of  the  Revised  Statutes.    These  sectioDS 
permit  the  formation  of  corporations  for  any  lawful  purpose,  except 
dealing  in  real  estate  and  carrying  on  pro!e88ional  business,  and   if 
banking  corporations  can  be  organized  thereunder,  such  corporations 
would  be  practically  free  from  all  governmental  inspection  or  other 
restriction,  being  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  manufacturing  and 
other  corporations.    Whilst  the  language  of  these  sections  is  undoubt- 
edly broad  enough  to  allow  of  the  creation  of  almost  any  kind  of  cor- 
po ration  under  the  same,  I  have  nevertheless  had  doubts  as  to  whether 
banking  corporations  could  be  organized  under  their  provisions,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  General  AssemUy  has  made  special  provision  for 
the  creation  of  corporations  authorized  to  carry  on  the  business  of  free 
banking,  taken  in  connection  with  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  The  State  vs.  Stock  Company,  38  Ohio  State,  347.     These  doubts 
have  been  strengthened  by  a  recent  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General^ 
in  which  he  declines  to  approve  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  a  bank 
proposed  to  be  formed  under  sections  3235  and  3236  aforesaid.    In  this 
opinion  he  says: 

*'It  is  well  vnderBUrd  that  the  business  of  baDking,  in  a  eominercial  sense, 
antboriaes  the  exercise  of  aod  inclndes  other  powers  than  that  of  issuiDK  notes  to 
circulate  as  money,  such  as  receiving  deposits,  loaning  money,  etc.  And  while  the 
phrase  'banking  powers'  has  been  held  to  have  the  restricted  meaning,  namely,  the 
power  to  issae  notes  to  circalate  as  money,  or  in  other  words,  a  bank  of  issne,  never- 
theless the  basinessof  banking  in  the  commercial  sense  referred  to,  each  as  the  right 
to  receive  deposits,  discount  paper,  make  loans,  deal  in  exchange,  etc.,  has  been 
specially  provided  for  by  legislation  in  this  state.  In  short,  the  formation  of  bank- 
iDg  companies,  exercising  the  powers  and  transacting  the  business  which  this  com- 
pany proposes  to  exercise  and  engage  in,  is  provided  for  by  special  statutes,  to  wit : 
the  act  of  1851,  entitled  '  An  act  to  authorize  free  banking.'  Section  1  of  that  act 
provides  '  that  any  number  of  natural  persons,  not  less  than  three,  may  eni^age  in 
the  business  of  banking,  with  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  powers  conferred  by  and 
subject  to  the  restrictions  of  this  act'  The  certificate  to  be  made  in  such  cases, 
where  to  be  deposited,  capital  stock,  per  cent,  to  be  paid  in,  who  may  vote  at  elec- 
tions, eligibility  of  oiBcers,  and  liability  of  stockholders,  are  matters  carefully  and 
minutely  set  forth  in  that  act,  as  well  as  the  prohibition  not  to  circulate  evidences 
of  debt  as  money.  Another  act  found  upon  the  subject  of  banking  is  that  relating 
to  savings  and  loan  associations  (sections  8797-3821,  Revisc'd  Statutes),  in  which  the 
organization  of  such  banks,  their  powers  and  duties  are  minutely  and  carefully  set 
foith.  The  nature  of  the  business  of  banking,  the  large  amount  of  capital  frequently 
employed,  and  the  trusts  necessarily  imposed  are  such,  that  it  seems  to  have  been 
the  settled  policy  of  the  state,  from  an  early  period,  not  to  permit  the  formation  of 
bunking  corporations  to  be  carried  on  under  general  laws,  but  to  make  special  pro- 
vision for  banking  corporations  dealing  in  mone>,  making  loans,  and  having  the 
custody  in  the  aggregate  of  large  sums  of  money.  To  disregard  the  special  statutes 
relating  to  the  organization  and  incorporation  of  banking  companiee,  and  allow  such 
associations  to  organize  under  the  general  provisions  of  section  3235,  Revised  Stat- 
utes, ip,  in  my  judgment,  wholly  inadmissible.  In  the  case  of  an  insurance  com- 
pany in  this  state,  organized  under  this  last  section,  an  action  in  quo  warranto  was 
instituted,  and  in  the  decision  of  the  case  the  court  (Judge  Mclivaine)  held:  'That 
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intSDnch  as  the  sabject  of  insurance  was  regulated  in  this  state  by  special  laws  on 
that  subject,  no  insurance  company  conld  be  incorporated  under  the  general  pro- 
Tisions  of  section  8235.'  I  think,  therefore,  that  the  application  should  be,  for  the 
reasons  stated,  rejected.  If  the  persons  named  in  this  certificate  desire  to  engage 
in  the  business  set  forth,  ample  provision  is  made  on  that  subject,  and  they  have' 
only  to  follow  the  steps  marked  oat." 

There  has  been  much  inquiry  made  at  this  department  during  the 
year  as  to  the  means  provided  by  law  for  the  formation  of  banking 
corporations.    This  has  been  caused,  to  some  extent,  by  the  rapid  de- 
crease in  the  National  debt,  and  the  conseqc^ent  taking  away  from  the 
National  banks  of  the  bonds  which  they  have  owned  and  the  Govern- 
ment has  held  as  security  for  their  circulation.    As  these  bonds  are 
gradually  taken  up  and  paid,  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult 
for  National  banks  to  provide  the  necessary  security  for  their  circula- 
tion.   As  a  result  many  of  them  desire  to  surrender  their  charters  and 
incorporate  under  state  laws.    And  again,  there  are  private  bankers  in 
Ohio,  not  desiring  a  circulation,  to  whom  articles  of  incorporation  would 
secure  many  advantages,  but  who  have  not  incorporated  under  state 
laws  for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  law  on  the  statute  books  providing 
satisfactorily  for  the  incorporation  of  banks  of  loan,  discount,  deposit 
and  exchange.    Under  the  constitution  of  1802  the  Ohio  banks  were 
organized  under  special  acts  of  the  Legislature.     The  last  General 
Assembly,  under  that  constitution,  on  the  2l6t  day  of  March,  1851,  passed 
the  general  act  authorizing  free  banking.    Following  this  in  September 
came  the  constitution  of  1851,  section  1  of  the  schedule,  and  section  7  of 
article  XIII,  of  which  provided,  respectively,  that  "all  laws  of  this  State 
in  force  on  the  first  day  of  September,  1851,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
constitution,  shall  continue  in  force  until  amended  or  repealed*';  and 
"No  act  of  the  General  Assembly  authorizing  associations  with  banking 
powers  shall  take  effect  until  it  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people,  at  the 
general  election  next  succeeding  the  passage  thereof,  and  be  approved 
by  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  voting  at  such  election."    Said  act  of 
March  21,  1851,  was  thought  by  many  to  be  in  conflict  with  said  section 
7  of  article  XIII,  and  therefore  void  under  section  1  of  the  schedule 
above  referred  iz.    However,  this  question  was  settled  to  the  contrary 
in  1856  by  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Judges  holding  in  the  case  of  Citizens' 
Bank  of  Steubenville  v.  Wright,  Auditor,  6  Ohio  State,  319,  that  "the 
act  of  March  21, 1851,  'to  regulate  free  banking,'  is  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  of  1851,  and  is  not  therefore  by  implication  repealed  by 
it."    Supported  by  this  decision,  the  act  authorizing  free  banking,  with 
important  amendments  in  1873  and  1879,  has  remained  in  force  to  the 
present  day.    This  act,  however,  is  not  in  harmony  with  chapter  1,  title 
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2,  part  2  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  ''Creation  (rf  Corporations."    The 
methods  provided  therein  for  the  creation  of  banking  companies  are 
complex  and  difficult.    Many  of  its  provisions  are  unreasonable  and 
inapplicable  to  the  business  of  banking;  as  now  carried  on.    Yet  this 
law,  the  statute  authorizing  the  formation  of  savings  and  loan  associa- 
tions, and  the  obsolete  act  to  incorporate  the  State  Bank  of  Ohio  and 
other  banking  companies,  are  the  only  three  laws  under  which  a  banking 
corporation  can  be  formed  in  Ohio.    Until  the  year  1885,  it  was  a  mooted 
question  in  Ohio,  whether  or  not  the  words  ''associations  with  banking 
powers,"  above  quoted,  included  banks  of  loan,  disccunt,  deposit  and 
exchange,  as  well  as  banks  of  issue.    February  26th,  1873,  the  General 
Assembly  passed  the  act  to  incorporate  savings  and  loan  associations. 
In  1880  this  statute  was  revised  and  consolidated  with  other  general 
corporation  laws  of  Ohio,  and  became  Chapter  16  of  Title  2,  Part  2  of  the 
Revised  Statutes.    The  unconstitutionality  of  this  statute  was  affirmed 
from  its  passage,  the  same  having  never  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the 
people.     In  1885  the  question  of  its  constitutionality  came  before  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Dearborn  v.  Northwestern  Savings  Bank, 
reported  in  42  Ohio  State,  page  G17,  and  the  court  held,  that  the  "phrase 
'associations  with  banking  powers,'  as  used  in  section  7,  article  XIII  of 
the  constitution,  relates  only  to  banks  of  issue."    This  decision  disposed 
of  any  question  which  may  have  previously  existed  as  to  the  power  of 
the  General  Ass<>mbly  absolutely  to  provide  for  the  creation  of  banks  of 
loan,  discount,  deposit  and  exchange;  and  in  view  of  the  defects  con- 
tained in  existing  legislation  upon  the  subject  of  banks,  it  is  important 
that  some  proper  provision  should  be  made  for  their  creation  and  reguia* 
tion,  and  that  the  free  banking  law  of  1851  and  the  other  unrepealed 
and  obsolete  banking  laws  of  Ohio,  should  be  revised  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  was  done  with  the  act  authorizing  the  incorporation  of  savings 
and  loan  associations.    This  free  banking  law  is  the  only  law  under 
which  corporations  can  be  formed  to  do  general  banking.    It  does  not 
provide  convenient,  popular,  or  reasonable  methods  for  banking.    Private 
individuals  desiring  to  do  a  general  banking  business,  and  National 
banks  surrendering  their  National  franchises  will  not  incorporate  under 
it.    As  a  rule,  they  choose  rather  to  do  business  as  individuals  or  as 
partnerships,  in  preference  to  being  governed  by  a  law  whose  provisioi.s 
are  largely  unreasonable,  in  part  inapplicable  to  their  business,  and 
which  would  subject  them  to  unfair  exactions.    As  a  result  of  this,  in 
some   instances,  savings   and   loan   associations  are  stretching   their 
franchises  to  do  a  general  banking  1  usiness,  whilst  in  many  other  cases 
individuals  and  partnerships  are  a«  ling  as  general  bankers,  subject  to 
no  state  inspection,  and  to  no  restrictions  whatever.    In  my  judgment, 
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ibis  Btate  of  affairs  is  not  nearly  so  desirable  to  the  public  or  to  the  banks 
as  that  there  should  be  a  reasonable  and  just  revision  and  consolidation 
of  the  act  to  incorporate  the  State  Bank  of  Ohio,  and  other  banking 
companies,  the  act  to  authorize  free  banking,  the  act  to  incorporate 
sayiD^  and  loan  associations,  and  the  other  unrepealed  banking  laws 
of  Ohio,  all  into  one  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled,  '*  Chapter 
16,Title2,Part2, 'Banks.'" 

CORPORATIONS  SHOULD  BE  REQUIRED  TO  REPORT. 

By  section  3268  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  every  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  state  is  required  to  make  an  annual  statement  of 
its  financial  condition,  setting  forth  its  assets  and  liabilities,  and  to  fur- 
nish to  each  stockholder  a  true  copy  of  the  same,  together  with  a  list  of 
shareholders  and  their  places  of  residence.  The  legislation  of  other 
states  goes  farther,  and  looking  to  the  interests  of  creditors,  and  persons 
dealing  with  the  corporation  or  its  stockholders,  requires  such  statement 
to  be  made  a  matter  of  public  record  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
where  the  same  may  be  subject  to  inspection  by  any  person  interested. 
The  Secretary  of  State  is  continually  applied  to  for  statements  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  various  corporations  doing  business  in  Ohio, 
as  to  the  amount  of  their  capital  stock  authorized,  paid  up  and  issued, 
the  names  of  their  shareholders,  the  number  of  shares  standing  in  each 
stockholder's  name,  the  names  of  officers,  etc. ;  all  of  which  questions  he 
is  unable  to  answer,  for  the  reason  that  these  facts  do  not  appear  of  record 
in  his  office.  Where  suits  are  brought  against  insolvent  corporations 
or  their  stockholders,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  creditors  and 
others,  that  feome  one  or  all  of  these  facts  should  be  known,  and  it  is 
always  a  matter  of  embarrassment  when  they  are  unknown.  For 
example,  attorneys  have  found  it  almost  impossible  to  successfully  carry 
on  suits  against  the  stockholders  of  the  fraudulent  and  insolvent 
Bohemian  oats  companies  formed  in  Ohio  a  year  or  two  ago,  because  in 
many  cases  the  companies'  records  have  been  spirited  away,  and  the 
information  contained  in  them  is  not  elsewhere  to  be  had.  It  is  also  a 
question  often  asked  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  how  many  corporations 
are  doing  business  in  Ohio  at  the  present  time.  Persons  desiring  to 
reach  all  the  corporations  engaged  In  any  particular  line  of  business 
frequently  apply  for  lists  of  such  corporations.  Information  like  this 
cannot  be  given,  for  the  reason  that  corporations  doing  business  in  Ohio 
are  not  required  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  to  any  one  else, 
excepting,  of  course,  railroad  and  insurance  companies.  This  seems  to 
me  to  be  a  defect  in  our  corporate  legislation,  and  one  which  it  would 
be  well  for  us  to  remedy  by  borrowing  a  leaf  or  two  from  the  statute 
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books  of  other  states.  Some  of  these  states  not  only  require  such  reports 
to  be  filed,  but  even  derive  considerable  revenue  from  this  source.  The 
statutes  of  Massachusetts,  from  which  Ohio  has  already  borrowed  bo 
much,  are  also  admirable  upon  this  subject.  They  provide  in  sub- 
stance as  follows : 

Every  corporation  formed  for  parposes  of  profit,  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  aod 
doing  business  in  this  state,  save  and  except  railroad  companies,  insurance  com- 
panies,  banking  companies  and  building  and  loan  associations,  shall  annually  make 
and  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  within  thirty  d^ys  after  the  date  fixe<l 
in  its  regulations  for  its  annual  meeting,  and  if  the  date  of  its  annual  meeting  be  not 
fixed  in  the  regulations  of  the  corporation,  then  within  thirty  days  after  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  a  certificate  signed  and  sworn  to  by  its  president,  treasurer  and 
a  majority  of  its  directors,  stating  the  time  of  the  annual  corporate  meeting,  tlie 
amount  of  its  capital  stock  as  it  then  stands  fixed  by  the  corporation,  the  amount 
then  paid  up,  the  amount  then  issued,  the  name  of  each  shareholder  and  the  num- 
ber of  shares  then  standing  in  his  name,  the  assets  aqd  liabilities  of  the  corporation, 
and  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  all  of  its  officers,  in  such  form  and  witli 
such  detail  as  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  require' or  approve. 

When  a  corporation  fails  for  two  successive  years  to  make  such  annual  statement, 
the  Secretary  of  State  may  apply  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  dissolution  of  sncli 
corporation,  and  the  court,  after  due  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  and  a  hearings, 
may  ior  reasonable  cause  decree  a  dissolution  of  the  corporation. 

REGULATION  OF  FOREIGN  CORI  ORATIONS. 

Foreign  corporations  are  not  protected  by  that  provision  in  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  which  guarantees  to  the  citizens  of  each 
state  all  the  privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  several  states. 
The  state  has  power  to  prohibit  foreign  corporations  from  doing  any- 
business  in  the  state,  or  of  regulating  the  business,  or  of  prohibiting  it 
from  suing  in  its  courts.  The  state  of  Ohio,  however,  has  never  exer- 
cised its  undoubted  powers  to  restrict  or  regulate  the  privileges  of  foreign 
corporations  doing*  business  within  its  limits.  On  the  contrary  our 
statutes  are  free  from  everything  looking  like  a  restriction  or  regulation 
of  the  powers  of  such  corporations,  saving  the  just  regulations  imposed 
on  foreign  insurance  companies.  Our  courts  have  declared  it  to  be  the 
policy  of  the  state  not  only  to  permit,  but  to  invite  the  operation  of 
foreign  corporations  in  this  state  on  a  perfectly  equal  footing  with  do- 
mestic corporations.  They  have  said,  it  would  be  strange  were  it  other- 
wise. To  invite  their  co-operation  in  works  of  great  public  concern  and 
then  discriminate  against  them  in  point  of  right  to  use  and  enjoy  their 
property  in  this  state,  would  not  only  be  unjust  to  them,  but  unwise  for 
the  state.  The  policy  of  Ohio  in  matters  of  this  kind  is  founded  upon 
that  spirit  of  comity  which  ought  to  exist  in  all  of  the  states.  But,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  this  policy  is  not  reciprocated  fully  by  some  of  the  other 
states,  and  perhaps  ought  not  to  be,  for  our  laws  are  liberal  almost  to  a 
fault  towards  corporations  of  all  kinds.    Some  of  the  states  have  adopted 
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regulations  for  foreign  corporations  which  have  been  thought  by  some 
to  bear  particularly  hard  upon  fome  of  our  large  manufacturing  corpora- 
tions which  do  business  in  other  states,  and  the  question  is  not  infre- 
quently asked,  why  Ohio  does  not  retaliate  with  legislation  of  the  same 
general  character.  An  examination  of  this  matter  has  brought  to  light 
the  fact,  that  whilst  the  legislation  of  some  of  the  states  places  foreign 
corporations  under  certain  restrictions,  yet  in  the  same  states  the  laws 
governing  their  domestic  corporations  are  equally  of  the  same  restrictive 
character.  There  is  really  no  discrimination,  but  merely  a  tendency  to 
deal  unkindly  with  all  corporations,  domestic  as  well  as  foreign.  Indeed 
in  the  methods  adopted  elsewhere  to  regulate  the  operations  of  foreign 
corporations,  there  are  some  things  which  Ohio  can  imitate  with  profit. 
For  example,  Massachusetts  and  Colorado  have  statutes  providing  a. 
ready  and  convenient  means  for  obtaining  service  upon  foreign  corpora- 
tions in  all  suits,  the  Secretary  of  State  being  by  law  made  the  lawful 
attorney  of  all  foreign  corporations  doing  business  within  the  state,  upon 
whom  process  may  be  legally  served  in  all  actions  and  proceedings. 
Again,  convenient  methods  are  provided  for  obtaining  proof  of  the  cor- 
porate character  of  foreign  corporations,  as  well  as  of  their  powers  and 
duties,  they  being  compelled  to  file  a  copy  of  their  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion and  laws  under  which  they  are  organized  with  the  Secretary  of 
State.  They  are  also  compelled  to  file  a  sworn  statement  of  their  finan- 
cial condition,  and  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  their  stockholders 
and  oflScers.  In  all  suits  brought  against  foreign  corporations  or  their 
stockholders,  it  is  indispensable  that  some  one  or  all  of  these  facts  should 
be  known.  The  following  is  in  substance  the  law  of  Massachusetts  and 
Colorado  upon  this  subject : 

Skc.  1.  Every  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other  state  or  territory, 
and  now  or  hereafter  doing  business  or  having  a  nsnal  place  of  business  within  this 
state,  shall)  before  commencing  or  doing  any  farther  basiness  within  this  state,  ap- 
point in  writing  the  secretary  of  state,  and  his  successor  in  office,  to  be  its  true  and 
lawfal  attorney,  upon  whom  all  lawful  processes  in  any  action  or  proceeding  against 
it  may  be  served,  and  in  such  writing  shall  agree  that  any  lawfal  process  against  it 
which  is  served  on  said  attorney  shall  be  of  the  same  legal  force  and  validity  as  if 
served  on  the  company,  and  that  the  authority  shall  continue  in  force  so  long  as  any 
liabiiity  remains  outstanding  against  thefcompany  in  this  state.  Said  writing,  appoint- 
ing the  secretary  of  state  attorney  as  aforesaid,  duly  executed  and  acknowledged  as 
required  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
tod  copies  certified  by  him  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  thereof.  Service 
upon  such  attorney  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  service  upon  the  principal. 

Sec.  2.  When  legal  process  ag&inst  any  such  company  is  served  upon  said  sec- 
retary of  state,  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  company  of  such  service  by  letter, 
with  postage  prepaid,  directed  in  the  case  of  a  company  of  a  foreign  country  to  the 
resident  manager,  if  any,  in  this  country;  and  shall,  within  two  days  after  such  ser- 
vice, forward  in  the  same  manner  a  copy  of  the  process  served  on  him  to  such  corpo- 
ration or  manager,  or  to  any  person  designated  by  the  company  in  writing.    The

plaintiff  in  each  process  so  served  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  state  at  the  time  of  each 
service  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  which  shall  be  recovered  by  him  as  part  of  the  taxable 
oosta,  if  he  prevails  in  the  snit.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  pro- 
cesses served  npon  him,  which  record  shall  show  the  day  and  hoar  when  sach 
service  was  so  made. 

Sec.  3.  Every  snch  company  hereafter  doing  business  in  this  state,  before  trans- 
acting basiness  in  this  state,  and  on  the  last  secular  day  of  each  year,  shall  file  with 
the  secretary  of  state  a  certified  statement,  signed  and  sworn  to  by  its  president  and 
treasurer  and  at  least  a  majority  of  its  directors,  or  officers  having  the  powers  usaally 
exercised  by  directors,  of  the  amount  of  its  authorized  capital  stock,  the  amount  of 
same  then  paid  up  and  iwued,  and  if  any  part  of  such  payment  has  been  made  other- 
wise than  in  money,  the  statement  shall  set  forth  the  particulars  thereof;  of  the 
amount  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  said  company  itemized ;  of  the  names  and 
places  of  residence  of  each  shareholder  and  the  number  of  shares  then  standini^  in 
his  name ;  and  of  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  all  its  officers,  in  such  detail 
as  the  secretary  of  state  shall  require  or  approve.  All  such  companies  now  during 
business  in  this  state  shall  file  such  statement  on  or  before  the  dlst  day  of  December 
of  the  present  year,  and  annually  thereafter  on  the  Slst  day  of  December  of  each 
year,  or  30th  when  the  31st  falls  on  Sunday,  provided  such  business  is  thereafter 
continued.  Every  officer  of  a  corporation  which  fails  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  and  the  two  preceding  sections,  and  every  agent  of  such  corporation 
who  transacts  business  as  such  in  thU  state,  shall,  for  such  failure,  be  liable  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  Ave  hundred  dollars ;  but  such  failure  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
any  contract  by  or  with  such  corporation.  Every  snch  company  shall  pay  to  the 
secretary  of  state  ten  dollars  for  filing  the  statement  required  by  this  section. 

Sic.  4.  Every  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  any  foreign  state  or 
kingdom,  or  of  any  state  or  territory  of  the  United  States,  beyond  the  limits  of  this 
state,  and  now  or  hereafter  doing  business  in  this  state,  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state  a  duly  authenticated  copy  of  its  charter  or  articles  or  certificate  of 
incorporation ;  and  in  case  such  corporation  is  incorporated  by  articles  or  certificate  of 
incorporation  under  any  general  corporation  law,  a  copy  of  such  articles  or  certificate 
and  of  such  general  corporation  law,  duly  certified  and  authenticated  by  the  proper 
authority  of  such  foreign  state,  kingdom  or  territory. 

A  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  render  each  and 
every  officer,  agent  and  stockholder  of  any  such  corporation,  so  failing  herein,  jointly 
and  severally  personally  liable  on  any  and  all  contracts  of  such  corporation  made 
within  this  state  during  the  time  such  corporation  is  so  in  default 

The  several  articles,  certificates,  charters  and  laws  mentioned  in  this  section  shall 
be  by  the  secretary  of  state  fiied  and  preserved  in  bis  office  as  a  part  of  the  records 
thereof,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  receiving  and  filing 
every  such  certificate  and  statute.  Copies  of  such  articles,  certificates,  charters  and 
laws,  duly  certified  by  tbo  secretary  of  state  under  his  seal  of  office,  shall  be  received 
in  all  courts  of  this  state  as  sufficient  evidence  of  the  corporate  character  of  such  cor- 
porations and  of  all  their  powers,  duties  and  liabilities,  and  the  originals  thereof  may 
in  like  manner  be  used  in  evidence  of  these  matters  with  like  effect. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  foreign  insurance,  banking  or  railroad  com- 
panies. 

PREVENTION  OF  SIMILARITY  IN  CORPORATE  NAMES. 

The  name  of  a  corporation  is  often  to  it  a  valuable  property.  Such 
name  is  not  infrequently  applied  in  connection  with  the  products  of 
the  corporation,  and  becomes  to  it  like  unto  a  common  law  trade-mark. 
The  name  of  a  well-known,  long  established  corporation,  noted  for  the 
honesty  of  its  dealings  or  for  the  excellence  of  its  products,  thus  applied 
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to  a  manufactured  article,  will  often  promote  bales  where  otherwise 
they  could  not  be  made.  For  this  very  reason  a  constant  effort  is  being 
made  on  the  part  of  corporations  newly  organizing  to  appropriate  the 
names  already  rendered  valuable  by  the  expenditure  of  time,  money, 
enterprise,  etc.,  on  the  part  of  older  corporations.  Sometimes  the  name 
desired  to  be  used  is  not  identical  with  that  of  the  established  corporation, 
but  still  is  60  nearly  like  unto  it  as  to  tend  to  deceive  and  mislead  the 
public  into  dealing  with,  or  purchasing  the  products  of  the  new  corpo- 
ration, under  the  mistaken  idea  that  they  are  dealing  with  or  purchasing 
the  products  of  the  old.  Not  only  is  the  old  corporation  deprived  by  this 
appropriation  or  imitation  of  its  name,  of  valuable  advantages  and 
rights  which  ought  in  justice  to  belong  to  it  alone,  but  it  is  also  some- 
times subjected  to  niany  petty  annoyances  at  the  post-office,  and  else- 
where, by  this  similarity  in  corporate  name,  which  it  does  not  deserve. 
The  secretaries  of  state  of  Ohio  have  resisted  to  the  utmost  this  appro- 
priation of  corporate  names  already  rendered  valuable  by  the  industry, 
integrity  and  means  of  older  corporations;  but  unfortunately  our  statutes 
give  the  Secretary  of  State  no  express  power  to  prevent  such  appropria- 
tion, the  exercise  of  sucii  power  by  him  being  justified  merely  and  solely 
by  an  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General,  that  such  appropriation  is  un- 
lawful, and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  as  agent  of  the 
state,  on  the  ground  of  public  policy  and  independent  of  statute,  to  re- 
fuse to  consent  to  and  approve  of  the  same  by  filing  the  articles  of  incor- 
poration of  such  new  corporations.  Corporations  are  multiplying  rapidly' 
in  Ohio.  Enterprise,  advertising,  industry,  excellence  of  product,  etc., 
are  all  or  some  of  them  in  many  cases  uniting  in  rendering  the  name  of 
established  business  corporations  valuable.  It  is  therefore  every  day 
becoming  more  and  more  important  that  the  Secretary  of  State  be  given 
unquestioned  powers,  if  he,  as  is  often  claimed,  has  not  got  them  already, 
to  prevent  what  in  point  of  justice  and  sound  morality  amounts  to  little 
less,  if  anything,  than  the  wrongful  appropriation  of  property  belonging 
to  some  one  else.  Established  corporations  should  not  be  compelled  to 
look  to  the  courts  for  redress  against  a  wrong  committed,  whilst  more 
easily  in  the  very  beginning  the  commission  itself  of  the  wrong  may  be 
prevented. 

SOCIAL  CLUBS. 

In  my  last  annual  report,  the  advisability  of  investing  the  Secretary 
of  State  with  discretionary  powers  as  to  permitting  the  filing  of  articles 
of  incorporation  in  cases  where  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  real 
purpose  is  not  stated,  and  that  if  stated  the  same  would  be  unlawful, 
was  spoken  of.  Following  this  suggestion,  a  bill  was  introduced  last 
winter,  giving  the  Secretary  of  State  power  to  decline  to  file' articles  of 
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incorporation,  where  he  has  reason  to  think  the  real  purpose  intended 
to  be  unlawful.    This  bill  passed  the  Senate,  but  failed  for  want  of  tinue 
to  be  brought  before  the  House.     The  need  of  such  discretionary  powers 
was  felt  a  year  or  two  ago,  in  the  case  of  the  Bohemian  oats  companies, 
whose  ostensible  purpose  was  "to  buy  and  sell  seed  and  grain,"  but 
whose  real  purpose  was  to  defraud.    During  the  past  year,  the  need  of 
such  discretionary  powers  has  again  been  felt,  in  the  case  of  social  clubs, 
proposed  to  be  incorporated  in  municipalities  which  have  voted  iu  favor 
of  local  option  under  the  Dow  law.    In  many  of  the  incorporated  villa- 
ges which  have  thus  adopted  local  option,  social  clubs  have  been  formed, 
which   present  articles  of  incorporation   to  the   Secretary  of  State    for 
filing,  wherein  their  purpose  is  stated  as  being  literary,  benevolent, 
charitable,  just  as  they  think  best,  whilst  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
every  body  else  knows  that  their  real  purpose  is  to  evade  the  Dow  law 
in  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors.    Many  of  the  saloons  in  Delaware 
are   incorporated  for   the  purpose  of  "preserving,   perpetuating   and 
advancing  among  themselves  and  the  members  thereof,  literary  and 
social  interests,  and  for  the  other  purposes  and  objects  usually  subserved 
by  a  fraternity  and  a  club  not  organized  for  profit  and  having  no  capital 
stock."    Prior  to  the  incorporation  of  any  of  these  clubs,  protests  were 
filed  against  the  filing  of  their  articles  of  incorporation  by  some  of  the 
best  citizens  of  Ohio.    Acting  at  the  request  of  these  citizens,  and  being 
assured  by  them  that  the  real  purpose  of  these  clubs  was  the  evasion  of 
the  local  option  feature  of  the  Dow  law,  I  referred  the  articles  of  incor- 
poration of  six  of  them  to  the  Attorney-General,  for  his  opinion  as  to 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  the  premises.    On  the  12th  day  of 
July  last,  he  gave  the  following  opinion : 

July  12,  1887. 
Hon.  J,  S,  Robinson,  Secretary  of  State : 

Dbab  Sir  :  Your  letter  of  Jane  24,  relating  to  articles  of  incorporatioQ  of  the 
proposed  "Delaware  Club,"  and  also  similar  articles  of  a  number  of  other  clubs,  re- 
ceived. 

I  have  given  the  matter  careful  attention,  especially  in  view  of  the  supposition 
that  the  real  object  of  these  clubs  is  for  the  avoidance  of  the  provieions  of  the  ordi- 
nance recently  adopted  by  the  Councils  of  the  city  of  Delaware  and  other  places 
where  such  clubs  are  being  formed,  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor. 

Section  3235  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provides  that "  CJorporalions  may  be  formed 
in  the  manner  provided  in  this  chapter  for  any  purpose  for  which  individuals  mav 
lawfully  associate  themselves,  except  for  dealing  in  real  estate,  or  carrying  on  pro- 
fessional business ;  and  if  the  organixation  ia  for  profit,  it  must  have  a  capital  stock." 

£o  far  as  the  articles  before  me  are  concerned,  nothing  appears  to  indicate  that 
the  association  has  any  unlawful  purpose  or  design  in  view.  Individuals  m^y  law- 
fully associate  themselves  for  the  purpose  stated  in  these  articles,  and  it  cannot  be 
assumed  that  the  individuals  entering  into  this  organixation  will  do  any  unlawful 
act  or  abuse  the  franchise  granted. 
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I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  bo  far  as  these  articles  of  incorporation  are 
ooQcemed  (the  proper  fee  being  tendered),  that  it  is  the  daty  of  the  Secretai^  of 
Slate  to  file  the  articles. 

Sach  incorporation  wonld  not,  in  my  jadgment,  give  any  warrant  to  such  clnb  or 
a  member  thereof  to  violate  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  prohibiting  the  sale  of  or 
givLog  away  intoxicating  liqnors.  It  will  be  sufficient  to  act  when  it  is  shown  as  a 
fact  that  any  unlawful  or  improper  use  is  made  of  the  act  of  incorporation,  or  thpt 
the  law  of  the  state  or  municipality  is  being  violated.  Until  such  acts  are  shown,  it 
most  be  presumed  that  the  laws  of  the  state,  as  well  as  any  duly  adopted  ordinance 
of  any  municipality,  will  be  carefully  observed.

These  clubs  are  still  incorporating  in  villages  which  have  adopted 
local  option.  Under  the  opinion  above  set  forth,  they  will  necessarily 
continue  to  be  incorporated,  until  the  legislature  sees  fit  to  forbid  it, 
or  invests  the  Secretary  of  State  with  the  discretionary  powers  which 
he  has  hitherto  suggested  be  given  him. 

KECOHDINQ  OF  RAILWAY  CONTRACTS. 

Inquiries  are  frequently  made  at  this  office  for  copies  of  leases  from 
some  one  railroad  company  to  another ;  for  copies  of  traffic  agreements 
between  railroad  companies ;  and  for  copies  of  the  agreements  between 
railroad  companies  forming  joint  through  freight  lines.  Railway  con* 
tracts  such  as  these,  though  often  of  the  greatest  interest  to  the  public,  are 
seldom  if  ever  recorded  with  the  county  recorders  and  never  in  the  office 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads  or  in  this  office.  The  law  requires 
railway  equipment  contracts  to  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
it  seems  to  me,  that  with  equal  or  greater  propriety,  though  for  difierent 
reasons,  railway  companies  should  be  compelled  to  file  or  record  the 
contracts  above  named,  either  in  this  office  or  in  that  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Railroads,  where  the  same  will  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
any  person  interested  therein. 

FEES. 

The  large  increase  during  the  year  in  the  number  of  corporatiors 
formed  has  been  followed  by  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  amount  of 
fees  collected,  the  same  haying  amounted  as  follows :

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The  fee  law  for  this  office  was  enacted  in  March,  1884.  It  was  in 
operation  for  but  eight  months  of  the  fiscal  year,  ending  November  15, 
1884.  Beginning  with  1884,  the  amount  of  fees  each  year  has  been 
as  follows :

These  figures  and  the  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  corporate 
business  of  the  office  emphasize  the  remark  made  in  my  report  of  last 
year,  that  as  a  revenue  measure  the  act  of  March  18,  1884,  is  a  success, 
whilst  the  main  object  proposed  by  it,  the  diminution  in  the  number 
of  corporations  formed,  is,  and  since  the  passage  of  the  act  has  been,  a 
failure.     The  fees  fixed  by  this  act  are  large,  but  they  are  not  large 
enough,  and  can  hardly  be  made  so,  to  keep  down  the  number  of  cor- 
porate enterprises,  good  or  bad,  which  the  people  of  Ohio  desire  to 
organize.     As  long  as  there  is  profit  in  them,  corporations  will  be  formed 
by  men  of  capital,  regardless  of  the  amount  of  fees  to  be  paid  to  the 
state  for  the  franchises.    Heavy  taxes  upon  the  granting  of  corporate 
franchises  tend  only  to  monopoly  and  not  to  prohibition.    It  is  only 
men  of  moderate  means,  promoters  of  small  ventures,  who  are  pinched 
by  such  a  law.     Most  of  our  Ohio  corpoi^ations  are  of  this  class.    To 
them  a  dollar  is  every  inch  a  dollar,  and  upon  them  this  law  is  to  some 
degree  oppressive.     It  were  better,  it  seems  to  me,  to  encourage  this 
class  by  incorporating  companies  having  a  capital  cf  less  than  $25,000.00 
free,  or  for  at  least  a  nominal  fee,  and  doubling  the  amount  of  fees  to  be 
paid  by  corporations  having  a  capital  of  over  that  amount,  than  to  levy 
a  burdensome  tax  on  the  smaLer  corporate  enterprises  of  the  state, 
which  are  less  able  to  bear  it.    As  a  revenue  measure  the  fee  law  of 
1884  is  a  success,  as  compared  with  the  law  it  supplanted ;  but  regarded 
even  as  a  revenue  measure  pure  and  simple,  as  it  must  properly  be,  for, 
for  all  other  purposes  it  amounts  to  nothing,  it  will  hardly  compare 
with  the  laws  of  some  of  the  other  states  upon  the  same  subject.    In 
Alabama,  Arizona,  Dakota,  Connecticut  (a  heavy  tax  is  also  laid  in  this 
state  upon  the  grant  of  corporate  franchises),  Delaware,  Florida,  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Maryland,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Nebraska, 
Nevadu,  New  Hampshire,  New  Mexico,  Oregon,  South  Carolina,  Utah, 
Vermont,  Wisconsin,  Wyoming,  and  in  perhaps  some  of  the  other  states 
and  territories,  the  fees  charged  in  the  creation  of  corporations  are 
merely  nominal,  varying  from  the  actual  expense  of  recording  and 
copying  the  papers  to  $5.00  or  $10.00  for  each  corporation  formed ;  whilst 
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Ibe  total  receipts  range  from  $150.00  per  year  in  Nevada,  and  $200.00  in 
Alabama  to  $5,000.00  in  Wisconsin,  and  «6,000.00  in  Illinois.  But  in 
Arkansas,  California,  Colorado,  Iowa,  Massachusetts,  Maine,  Missouri, 
New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Texas  and 
West  Virginia,  the  policy  exists  of  making  the  organization  of  new 
corporations  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  state.  In  Arkansas  a  fee  of 
925.00  is  charged  for  incorporating  all  manufacturing  and  commercial 
corporations  without  reference  to  capital;  $2.50  for  educational  and 
benevolent  corporations,  whilst  for  the  incorporation  of  railroad  com- 
panies fees  are  charged  varying  from  $50.00  to  $200.00,  according  to  the 
Qomber  of  miles  of  railroad  to  be  constructed.  Arkansas  derives  a 
revenue  of  $5,000.00  per  annum  from  this  source.  In  California  the 
sum  of  $2,000.00  per  month,  or  $24,000  00  per  annum,  is  raised  from  the 
granting  of  corporate  franchises;  all  of  which  goes  to  the  state  library. 
Colorado  collects  $20,000.00  per  annum,  and  Iowa  $28,000.00  from  the 
same  source.  The  laws  of  Masf^achusetts  are  substantially  the  same  as 
our  own,  a  maximum  fee  of  $200.00  being  charged.  In  that  state  over 
$10,000.00  are  collected  annually  in.fees  for  the  creation  of  corporations. 
In  Maine  the  maximum  fee  is  placed  at  $55.00,  whilst  the  receipts  are 
about  the  same  as  in  Massachusetts.  The  constitution  and  laws  of 
Missouri  provide  that  no  corporation,  company  or  association,  other 
than  those  formed  for  benevolent,  religious,  scientific  or  educational 
purposes,  shall  be  created  or  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state, 
unless  the  persons  named  as  corporators  shall,  at  or  before  the  filing 
of  the  articles  of  association  or  incorporation,  pay  into  the  state 
treasury  fifty  dollars  for  the  first  fifty  thousand  dollars  or  less  of  capital 
stock,  and  a  further  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  additional  ten 
thousand  dollars  of  its  capital  stock.  And  no  such  corporation,  com- 
pany or  association  shall  increase  its  capital  stock  without  first  pay- 
ing into  the  treasury  five  dollars  for  every  ten  thousand  dollars  of  in- 
crease. Under  this  law,  the  (etB  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  for  the  filing 
of  articles  of  incorporation,  amounted  in  188G  to  $51,901.25,  and  from 
January  1,  1887,  to  September  20,  to  about  $^5,000.  In  New  Jersey,  the 
fees  collected  in  1887  for  the  granting  of  corporate  franchises,  will 
amount  to  about  $35,000.  Rbode  Island  collects  a  revenue  from  this 
source  by  levying  a  heavy  tax  on  new  corporations  prior  to  organization. 
In  Texas  the  fees  charged  are  limited  in  amount  only  by  the  amount  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  new  corporation.  They  range  from  $10  for 
incorporating  a  church  or  miteionary  society  to  $100  for  incorporating  a 
railroad  company  with  a  capital  stock  of  $100,000  or  less,  and  for  each 
additional  $100,000  of  capital  the  sum  of  $25  is  charged.     West  Virginia 
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raises  a  revenue  of  $15,000  per  annum  from  this  source.    Their  unifornEi 
charge  for  issuing  a  certificate  of  incorporation  is  $6,  without  regard  to 

the  amount  of  the  capital  stock.  In  addition  to  this  fee  their  laws 
impose  a  license  tax  on  all  corporations,  save  religious,  benevolent  and 
educational  corporations  of  810,  on  such  as  do  business  within  the  state, 
and  $50  on  such  as  do  business  without.  In  Pennsylvania  the  maximum 
fee  is  $75.  Under  the  laws  of  that  state  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
of  a  corporation  is  not  taken  into  consideration  in  determining  the 
amount  of  fees,  and  all  corporations  newly  forming,  except  railroad  com- 
panies, building  and  loan  associations,  bridge  and  insurance  companies, 
are  required,  by  law,  to  pay  a  bonus  of  one- fourth  of  one  per  cent,  upon 
the  whole  amount  of  their  capital  stock  to  the  state,  one-half  of  which 
is  payable  before  the  charter  is  granted,  and  the  balance  in  one  year 
thereafter.  The  fees  received  from  the  filing  of  articles  of  incorporation 
amount  in  Pennsylvania  to  about  $25,000  each  year,  whilst  the  bonus 
for  1887  is  estimated  at  8140,000.  In  other  words,  Pennsylvania  will 
receive  about  $165,000  from  the  creation  of  new  corporations  in  the  year 
1887.  Under  the  legislation  of  New  York,  to  which  particular  attention 
is  invited,  a  moderate  fee  is  charged  for  filing  articles  of  incorporation; 
but  a  heavy  tax  is  levied  on  stock  companies  for  the  privilege  of  organiz- 
ing. This  tax  is  levied  under  a  law,  which,  in  substance,  is  also  in 
force  in  a  number  of  other  states.  The  same  will  be  of  interest  as 
indicating  a  way  in  which  Ohio  will  be  able  to  collect  a  revenue  of 
8200,000  per  annum,  should  it  ever  become  necessary  or  desirable.  I 
am  free  to  say,  however,  that  I  hope  such  necessity  will  never  arise,  for 
under  our  laws,  corporate  enterprise  is,  in  my  judgment,  largely  synony- 
mous with  business,  and  whilst  just  and  proper  regulation  is  needful, 
the  great  majority  of  corporations  formed  in  Ohio  deserve  encourage- 
ment rather  than  repression.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  New  York 
law  referred  to  : 

CHAPTER  143. 

AN  ACT 

To  tax  stock  corporatioDs  for  the  privilege  of  organization. 
[Passed  April  16,  18S6;  tbree-fifth»  being  prevent  ] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and  Aste/nblyj  do  enact  a$  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association  incorporated 
by  or  under  any  general  or  special  Jaw  of  this  state,  haying  capital  stock  divided  into 
shares,  shall  pay  to  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  state,  a  tax  of  one-eighth 
of  one  per  centnm  upon  the  amount  of  capital  stock  which  said  corporation,  joint- 
istock  company  or  association  is  authorized  to  have,  and  a  like  tax  upon  any  subse- 
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qnent  iDcrease  thereof.  The  said  tax  shail  be  due  and  payable  apon  the  incorpora- 
tioQ  of  said  corporaiioD,  joint-Btock  compaoy  or  associatioD,  or  upon  the  increase  of 
the  capital  thereof;  and  no  such  corporation,  jointrstock  company  or  association  shall 
have  or  exercise  any  corporate  powers  nutil  the  said  tax  shall  have  been  paid.  And 
the  Secretary  of  State,  and  any  county  clerk,  shall  not  file  any  certificate  of  incorpo- 
ration or  articles  of  association,  or  certify  or  give  any  certificate  to  any  such  corpora- 
tion, join^stock  company  or  association,  until  he  is  satisfied  that  the  said  tax  has  been 
paid  to  the  State  Treasurer.  And  no  such  company  incorporated  by  any  special  act  of 
the  legislature  shall  go  into  operation,  or  exercise  any  corporate  powers  or  privileges 
until  said  tax  has  been  paid  as  afore8ai<i.  But  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  literary, 
sdentifiq,  medical  and  religious  corporations,  or  corporations  organized  under  the 
banking  laws  of  this  state. 

Sac.  2.  The  taxes  imposed  by  this  act,  and  the  revenue  derived  therefrom,  shall 
be  applicable  to  the  general  fund,  and  for  the  payment  of  those  claims  and  demands 
which  fihali  constitute  a  lawful  charge  upon  that  fund. 

Sec.  3     This  act  shall  take  efiect  immediately. 

Under  thia  law  New  York,  for  the  year  ending  Sf'ptennber  30,  1887, 
collected  8201,663.99.  For  the  panoe  period  the  sum  of  818  995.70  was  also 
charged  and  collected  as  fees  for  filing  articles  of  incorporation,  etc.  In 
short,  the  state  of  New  York,  during  its  last  fiscal  year,  has  derived  a 
revenue  of  8220,659.69  from  the  creation  of  new  corporations,  under  laws 
which  make  the  granting  of  corporate  franchises  a  substantial  source  of 
revenue  to  the  state.  If  O^io  should  so  desire,  she  could,  under  similar 
laws,  do  nearly,  if  not  quite,  as  well  as  New  York  in  the  amount  of 
revenue  to  be  collected  from  this  source.  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
Missouri,  Texas,  and  other  states,  by  their  legislation,  seem  to  have 
declared  corporate  enterprises  as  fit  subjects  for  the  raising  of  revenue 
only,  and  as  in  nowise  synonymous  with  business  enterprise.  Whether 
or  not  this  be  the  correct  view,  ib  a  subject-matter  for  our  lawmakers  to 
consider  hereafter. 

WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

At  the  close  of  last  year,  five  sets  of  weights  and  measures  remained 
on  hand  unsold.  One  set  of  these  has  been  sold  during  the  year  to  the 
city  of  Elyria.  For  this  set  8115  has  been  received.  The  remaining 
four  sets  are  yet  in  my  possession. 

GEOLOGICAL  REPORTS. 

Of  the  78  copies  of  volume  V.  of  the  Geological  report  remaining  in 
my  hands  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  30  have  been  sold  at  81  per 
volume ;  48  copies  yet  remain  in  my  hands  unsold. 

RECEIPTS. 

The  receipts  of  this  oflBce  are  derived  from  fees  and  from  the  sale  of 
weights  and  measures  and  geological   reports  above-named.     Thirty 
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dollars  also  were  received  during  the  year  from  the  auditor  of  Licking 
Mint  <rf  sales  (tf  Revised  Sutates  of  18S0.  The  receipts 
iQDted  to  122^2.89.

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On  the  8th  day  of  July  last,  in  accordance  with  a  joint  resolution  •  < 
the  General  Assembly  (84  O.  L.,  444),  I  entered  into  a  contract  in  behalf 
of  the  state  with  Robert  Clarke  &  Company,  of  Cincinnati,  for  the 
printing  of  volumes  45  and  46  of  the  Ohio  State  Reports.  Under  this 
contract  the  state  will  be  furnished  with  350  bound  copies,  and  225  copies 
of  the  advance  sheets  of  each  of  said  volumes  free,  whilst  they  will  be 
sold  to  purchasers  at  $1.25  per  volume,  delivered.  This  is  by  far  the 
best  contract  the  state  of  Ohio  has  ever  been  able  to  make  for  the  print- 

of  its  Supreme  Court  Reports.    Under  section  437  of  the  Revised 
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Statutes,  the  Secretary  of  State  is  only  authorized  to  contract  for  the 
printing  of  such  reports  when  authorized  by  resolution  of  the  General 
Assembly.  The  diflSculty  which  will  now  arise  will  be  this :  Volume 
46  will  probably  be  completed  whilst  the  sessions  of  the  General  As- 
sembly are  adjourned.  The  Secretary  of  State  will  then  have  to  wait 
for  authority  to  make  a  new  contract,  until  the  General  Assembly  again 
convenes,  and  this  will  cause  an  undesirable  delay  in  the  printing  of 
the  reports.  For  this  reason,  section  437  of  the  Revised  Statutes  should 
be  amended,  so  as  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  State  to  contract  for  the 
publication  of  not  exceeding  two  reports  at  any  time,  when  the  publica- 
tion of  reports  before  contracted  for  shall  have  been  completed.  For- 
merly it  was  customary  to  let  a  contract  for  such  publication  for  the 
period  of  two  years.  But  as  the  end  of  the  two  years  seldom  fell  upon 
the  same  date  with  the  completion  of  a  volume,  it  led  to  trouble  with 
the  publishers,  and  afterward  to  the  plan  of  contracting  for  the  publica- 
tion of  certain  volumes,  instead  of  letting  the  publishing  for  a  definite 
period.  This  last  plan  is  as  certain  to  lead  to  delays  as  the  one  it  su- 
perseded led  to  difficulties,  and  for  this  reason  the  resolution  referred 
to  in  the  statute  should  be  dispensed  with,  and  the  Secretary  of  State 
authorized  to  make  a  new  contract  whenever  and  just  as  often  as  a  new 
contract  is  needed. 

BEVISED  STATUTES. 

On  November  15, 1886,  there  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  600  copies  complete  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1883,  including 
therein  eighteen  sets  returned  by  members  of  the  Senate  at  the  close  of 
the  regular  session  of  the  67th  General  Assembly,  and  which  they  called 
for  again  at  the  beginning  of  the  adjourned  session;  also,  forty-eight 
sets,  original  edition,  which  are  imperfect.  These  last  are  still  in  the 
book-room.  Of  the  600  copies  of  the  edition  of  1883,  110  copies  were 
issued  to  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  at  the  beginning 
of  the  adjourn'^d  session  of  the  67th  General  Assembly;  fifty-five  copies 
were  issued  to  the  members  of  the  Senate,  the  eighteen  sets  above-men- 
tioned being  included,  and  five  sets  to  the  standing  committees  of  the 
two  houses.  This  leaves  432  sets  on  hand  on  November  15,  1887,  of  the 
edition  of  1883,  as  well  as  the  forty-eight  imperfect  sets  above  referred  to. 

PRINTING  PAPER. 

On  Monday,  September  5,  1887.  the  contracts  were  awarded  for  furn- 
ishing paper  to  the  state  for  the  yeur  beginning  November  1,  1887. 

These  contracts  were  awarded  at  the  lowest  rate  ever  yet  secured  by 
the  state.    The  following  is  a  tabulated  statement  of  rates,  compared 
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with  those  of  former  years,  beginning  with  1880,  the  figures  given  being 
the  namber  of  cents  per  pound  to  be  paid  for  each  kind  of  paper :

More  paper  has  been  issued  this  year  than  last,  yet  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  paper  has  been  less«  This  is  due  to  the  reduced  rate  at  which 
the  paper  was  contracted  for.  Last  year  the  sum  of  $39,146.05  was  ex- 
pended and  contracted  to  be  paid  for  paper.  This  included  $0,854.48 
for  paper  ordered  and  delivered  prior  to  November  16, 1886  but  not  paid 
for  or  accepted,  and  consequently  not  issued  daring  the  year  ending 
November  16,  1886.  Deducting  $6,351.48,  there  remained  $32,79L51,  the 
amount  properly  chargeable  to  expenditures  for  paper  in  1886.  This 
year,  $32,371.73  has  been  paid  out  for  this  purpose,  a,  decrease  of  $419.78. 
The  amount  of  paper  used  in  the  publication  of  public  <locuments  ie 
enormous.  The  drop  in  book  paper,  the  principal  paper  used,  from  13 
cents  a  pound  in  1880  to  6.36  cents  in  1887,  is  all  that  prevents  the  ex- 
penditure for  printing  paper  from  being  a  burden  seriously  felt  by  the 
atate. 


PUBUOATION  OF  REPORTS  IN  GERMAN. 

The  state  of  Ohio  prints  in  the  German  language  the  reports  of  the 
commissioner  of  labor  statistics,  of  tho  inspector  of  shops  and  factories, 
of  the  fitate  board  of  agriculture  and  of  the  secretary  of  state.  By  the 
census  of  1880,  Ohio  had  a  population  of  3,198,062  people,  of  which 
192,6979  ^^  nearly  one-sixteenth,  were  German.    This  German  popula- 
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tioQ  was  not  only  large,  but  it  was  and  is  an  intelligent,  reading  classv 
and  wishing  to  place  at  least  some  of  our  state  reports  before  them  in  a. 
convenient  form,  our  General  Assembly  provided  that  the  four  reports 
above  named  should  be  printed  in  the  German,  as  well  as  in  the  Englisb 
language.    It  is  made  by  law  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  de* 
termine  by  inquiry  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  the  nana- 
ber  of  German  reports  desired  by  each,  and  the  aggregate  of  those  de- 
sired by  them  constitutes  the  number  to  be  printed  in  German.    This 
duty  I  have  performed  for  two  years,  and  it  is  but  proper  to  state,  as  the* 
result  of  my  observations  upon  the  subject,  that  there  is  very  little  de- 
mand among  the  members  ot  the  General  Assembly,  or  asoong  the  Ger- 
man citizens  of  the  state  for  any  of  the  German  reports.    And  not  only^ 
that,   but  the  printing  and   translation  of  the  German  reports,   few 
though  they  be,  together  cost  the  state  more  than  the  large  number  of 
English  reports  printed  of  the  same  kind.    Not  that  there  is  no  demand 
among  Germans  for  the  state  reports,  but  simply  because,  as  it  seems  to 
me,  in  almost  every  instance,  the  German  who  can  read  German   eao 
read  English  also,  or  desires  the   report  for  his  children  who  can  read 
English.    Germans  are  as  proud  of  their  race  and  of  their  langna^^e  as 
the  representatives  of  any  other  nationality  can  be.    They  rather  take 
a  pride  in  knowing  that  the  reports  of  their  adopted  state  are  printed 
in  no  foreign  language  save  their  own.    Yet,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  when 
one  of  them  calls  for  a  state  report,  in  ninety-nine  eases  out  of  a  hun- 
dred he  will  ask  for  an  English  report  in  preference  to  one  in  German. 
There  have  not  been  100  calls  for  German  reports  in  this  department 
during  the  last  three  years.    Nor,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection,  has  a 
single  citiaen  of  this  state  sent  in  a  request  by  mail  for  any  German 
report  during  all  that  time.    The  Germans  who  will  take  them  at  all 
will,  as  a  rule,  ask  ior  an  English  copy  also.     Why  this  is,  I  do  not 
attempt  to  say,  farther  than  as  already  stated.    The  facts  only  in  refer- 
ence to  the  matter  are  here  set  forth.    In  many  of  the  counties,  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  desire  no  German  reports  at  all.    In  none 
of  them  are  more  than  a  few  asked  for.    This  applies  to  all  of  the 
reports  printed  in  German,  so  far  as  the  General  Assembly  is  concerned. 
In  regard  to  my  own  office,  as  stated  above,  there  is  very  little  demand 
for  the  Secretary  of  Staters  report  in  German,  and  that  the  same  is  true 
of  the  German  reports  of  the   inspector  of  shops  and  factories,  of  the 
commissioner  of  labor  statistics  and  of  the  state  board  of  agriculture, 
the  following  letters  addressed  to  me  by  the  representatives  of  those  de- 
partments in  answer  to  my  inquiries  upon  the  subject,  conclusively 
show  :

Dkab  Sir  :  In  reply  to  yoar  note  of  this  date,  inqairing  as  to  the  demand  for 
Germin  copies  of  oar  report,  the  valae  of  the  translation,  etc.,  etc.,  I  will  state,  that 
there  is  very  little  demand  for  German  copies.  The  demand  for  the  English  report 
18  far  in  excess  of  the  nnmher  allowed  by  law.  Last  year,  by  what  authority  I  do 
not  know,  five  bandred  (500)  copies  were  dedacted  from  the  limited  number  the  law 
nys  Bhall  be  printed  for  me  in  English,  and  the  number  thus  deducted  printed  in 
German.  The  same  thing  may  be  done  this  year,  if  those  having  authority  to  act  in 
this  matter  do  not  see  to  it  in  time.  As  io  the  value  of  the  translation,  I  underfitand 
yoa  to  refer  in  this  inquiry  to  the  correctness  of  the  translation.  This  I  know  has 
been,  at  times,  very  imperfect  and  unsatisfactory.  A  much  better  way,  I  am  satis- 
fied, would  be  for  the  state  to  employ  a  translator  by  the  year.  Money  would  be 
saved  by  this  plan,  and  the  work  would  be  much  better  performed.

In  reply  to  yours  of  the  25th,  I  will  say,  that  as  yet  there  have  been  no  inquiries 
at  this  department  for  German  reports,  and  in  my  judgment  it  is  a  useless  expendi- 
ture. 

While  there  is  no  demand  for  the  German,  the  demand  for  the  English  reports 
can  not  be  satisfied,  as  the  supply  is  not  sufficient  I  would  recommend  discontinu- 
ing the  German  and  increasing  the  number  of  English  reports.  I  am,  very  respect-

Mt  Dear  Sir:  The  demand  for  the  German  agricultural  reports  is  very  light, 
compared  with  that  for  the  English.  We  never  have  applications  for  it  by  mail,  and 
rarely  does  a  German  call  at  the  office  for  one.  Formerly,  about  a  thousand  were 
used  for  foreign  exchange,  but  that  has  long  since  been  abandoned,  because  of  the 
great  expense  and  light  returns.  The  German  farmers,  who  are  inclined  to  read  such 
reports,  will,  I  think,  be  found  able  to  read  Englifih.

Appended  hereto  is  a  statement,  also,  of  the  relative  cost  of  printing 
the  German  and  English  reports  afore8aid,  furnished  me  by  the  Super- 
visor of  Public  Printing.  In  the  cost  of  printing  the  German  reports 
the  cost  of  translation  is  included.  In  regard  to  this  matter  of  transia- 
tion,  I  desire  to  c-iU  attention  to  the  suggestion  made  by  the  chief 
inspector  of  shops  and  factories  in  his  letter  set  forth  above,  that  the 
fttate  can  save  money  and  insure  a  better  translation  by  providing  for 
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the  appointment  of  a  state  translator.  In  regard  to  the  cost,  it  will  b 
seen  from  the  appended  statement  that  under  the  present  system  of 
printing,  it  costs  the  state  more  for  the  printing  of  2,800  German  agri- 
cultuaal  reports  than  it  does  fer  24,000  English;  more  for  printiqg  1,600 
reports  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics  than  it  does  for  8,300  English  ; 
more  for  500  German  reports  of  the  inspector  of  shops  and  factories  than 
it  does  for  5,000  English;  more  to  print  2,800  Secretary  of  State's  reports 
in  German  than  it  does  19,760  English.

STATIONERY. 

The  amount  expended  for  stationery  during  the  year  has  been 
$8,157.90,  as  compared  with  $8,672.75  in  1886,  a  decrease  of  $514.85.  The 
value  of  the  stationery  issued  during  the  year  has  been  $7,860.02,  as 
compared  with  $8,807.47  in.  1886,  a  decrease  of  $947.45.  The  compara- 
tive  statement  of  amounts  of  stationery  used  by  the  different  depart- 
ments, printed  in  the  reports  for  1885  and  1886,  is  omitted  from  this  report, 
as  it  has  been  thought  that  these  statements  did  injustice  to  some  of  the 
departments,  owing  to  the  fact  that  included  in  the  expenditures  of  such 
departments,  there  are  in  some  years  unusual  items  of  account,  ^hich 
more  properly  should  be  chargeable  to  the  printing  fund;  or  at  least, 
when  they  do  occur,  should  be  chargeable  to  some  other  than  the 
stationery  fund.  Thus,  in  1886,  the  executive  department  was  charged 
with  $309  expended  for  commission  heads;  in  1887,  $386  are  charged 
against  the  same  department  as  expended  for  the  same  cause,  which 
items  of  expense  had  not  heretofore  been  charged  to  this  department. 
These  commission  heads  are  not  stationery,  more  than  are  the  different 
blanks  printed  by  the  state  printers.  They  are  lithographed,  however, 
and  as  the  state  printers  are  unable  to  do  lithographing  work,  the 
expense  of  the  same  has  come,  by  custom,  to  be  charged  to  stationery 
account.    There  is  an  item  of  $120  for  lithographing  blank  articles  of 
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incorporation,  and  $70  for  a  blank  index  of  incorporations  in  the 
stationery  account  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  present  year, 
which  may  not  occur  again  in  five  years.  And  in  the  accounts  of  some, 
if  not  all,  of  the  other  departments,  items  for  lithographing  aleo  appear, 
which  tend  to  vary  the  accounts  of  these  departments  in  a  seem- 
ingly unaccountable  manner  from  year  to  year.  In  my  view  of  the 
matter,  expenditures  for  lithographing  are  more  properly  chargeable  to 
the  printing  than  to  the  stationery  fund.  But  in  this  view,  the  Auditor 
of  State  fails  to  coincide,  and  as  a  result  the  stationery  accounts  of  some 
of  the  departments  show  a  large  increase  in  amount,  where  the  increase, 
as  in  the  instances  above-named,  is  more  properly  chargeable  to  other 
funds  than  that  of  stationery,  and  where  the  real  amount  of  stationery 
used  is  about  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  The  stationery  fund,  in 
my  judgment,  should  be  used  only  for  the  purchase  of  stationery  and 
not  for  the  miscellaneous  assortment  of  things  which,  by  the  bad 
custom  and  usage  of  years,  has  come  to  be  included  under  the  head  of 
^stationery."  But  should  this  fund  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  sta- 
tionery proper,  it  would  be  necessary  that  the  printing  fund  be  made 
the  *'  printing  and  lithographing  fund,"  and  also  that  a  **  sundries  fund" 
be  created,  from  which  the  Secretary  of  State  might  purchase  the  various 
articles  needed  for  the  use  of  the  several  departments,  or  more  properly 
that  such  purchase  be  made,  when  necessary,  from  the  contingent  funds 
of  the  different  departments. 

APPROPRIATIONS.

[Afl  the  year'  1887  is  the  centeniiial  anniyersary  of  the  framiDK  of  the  Constitation 
of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance  of  1787,  it  has  been 
thought  appropriate  to  herein  print  those  two  great  instraments.] 
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We  THE  People  of  the  United  States,  in  Order  to  form  a  more  perfect 
Union,  establish  Justice,  insure  domestic  Tranquility,  provide  lor 
the  common  defence,  promote  the  general  Welfare,  and  secure  the 
Blessings  of  Liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  Posterity,  do  ordain  and 
establish  this  Constitution  for  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  All  legislative  Powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives. 

Section  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of 
Members  chosen  every  second  Year  by  the  People  of  the  several  Stales, 
and  the  Electors  in  each  State  shall  have  the  Qualifications  requisite 
for  Electors  of  the  most  numerous  Branch  of  the  State  Legislature. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have  attained  to 
the  Age  of  twenty  five  Years,  and  been  seven  Years  a  Citizen  of  the 
United  States  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  Inhabitant  of 
that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

*[Representatives  and  direct  Taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  States  which  may  be  included  within  this  Union,  according  to 
their  respective  Numbers,  which  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to  the 
whole  Number  of  free  Persons,  including  those  bound  to  Service  for  a 
Term  of  Years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all 
other  Persons.]  The  actual  Enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three 
Years  after  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and 
within  every  subsequent  Term  of  ten  Years,  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  by  Law  direct.*  The  Number  of  Representatives  shall  not  exceed 
one  for  every  thirty  Thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  Least  one 
Representative;  and  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  shall  be  entitled  to  chuse  three,  Mas?achupetts  eight, 
Rhode-Island  and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five,  New- 
York  six.  New  Jersey  four,  Pennsylvania  eight,  Delaware  one,  Mary- 
land six,  Virginia  ten,  North  Carolina  five.  South  Carolina  five,  and 
Georgia  three. 
■  ■ 

*  The  clause  included  in  brackets  is  amended  by  the  14th  amendmeLt,  Cd  section. 
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When  vacancies  happen  in  the  Representation  from  any  State,  the 
Executive  Authority  thereof  shall  issue  Writs  of  Election  to  till  such 
Vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker  and  other 
Officers;  and  shall  have  the  sole  Power  of  Impeachment. 

Section  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of 
two  Senators  from  each  State,  chosen  by  the  Legislature  thereof,  for  six 
Years ;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one  Vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  Consequence  of  the 
first  Election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three 
Classes.  The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  Class  shall  be  vacated  at 
the  Expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  second  Class  at  the  Expiration 
of  the  fourth  Year,  and  of  ihe  third  Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  sixth 
Year,  so  that  one  third  may  be  chosen  every  second  Year  ;  and  if  Va- 
cancies happen  by  Resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  Recess  of  the 
Legislature  of  any  State,  the  Executive  thereof  may  make  temporary 
Appointments  until  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Legislature,  which  shall 
then  fill  such  Vacancies. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the 
Age  of  thirty  Years,  and  been  nine  Years  a  Citizen  of  the  United  States, 
and  who  fhall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  Inhabitant  of  that  State  for 
which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President  of  the 
Senate,  but  shall  have  no  Vote,  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

The  Senate  fhall  chuse  their  other  Officers,  and  also  a  President  pro 
tempore,  in  the  Absence  of  the  Vice-President,  or  when  he  shall  exer- 
cise the  Office  of  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  Power  to  try  all  Impeachments. 
When  sitting  for  that  Purpose,  they  shall  be  on  Oath  or  Affirmation. 
When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall 
preside :  And  no  Person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  Concurrence  of 
two  thirds  of  the  Members  present. 

Judgment  in  Cases  of  Impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than 
to  removal  from  Office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office 
of  honor,  Trust  or  Profit  umder  the  United  States:  but  the  Party  con- 
victed shall  nevertheless  be  liable  and  subject  to  Indictment,  Trial, 
Judgment  and  Punishment,  according  to  Law. 

Section.  4.  The  Times,  Places  and  Manner  of  holding  Elections  for 
Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the 
Legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  may  at  any  time  by  Law  make  or 
alter  such  Regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  chusing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  Year,  and  such 
Meeting  sjiall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they  shall  by 
Law  appoint  a  different  Day. 

Section.  5.  Each  House  ^hall  be  the  Judge  of  the  Elections,  Returns 
and  Qualifications  of  its  own  Members,  and  a  Majority  of  each  shall 
constitute  a  Quorum  to  do  Business ;  but  a  smaller  Number  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the  Attendance  of 
absent  Members,  in  such  Manner,  and  under  such  Penalties  as  each 
House  may  provide. 

Each  House  may  determine  the  Rules  of  its  Proceedings,  punish  its

Members  for  disorderly  Behavior,  and,  with  the  Concurrenee  of  two 
thirds,  expel  a  Member. 

Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  Proceedings,  and  from  time 
to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  Parts  as  may  in  their  Judg- 
ment require  Secrecy;  and  the  Yeas  and  Nays  of  the  Memhers  of  either 
House  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  Desire  of  one  fifth  of  those  present, 
be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

Neither  House,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  without  the 
Consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other 
Place  than  that  in  whicb  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Section.  6.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  a  Com- 
pensation for  their  Services,  lo  be  ascertained  by  Law,  and  paid  out  of 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  They  shall  in  till  Cases,  except  Trea- 
son, Felony  and  Breach  of  the  Peace,  be  privileged  from  Arrest  during 
their  Attendanca  at  th'^  Session  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in  going 
to  and  returning  from  the  same ;  and  for  any  Speech  or  Debate  in  either 
House,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  Place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  Time  for  which  he 
was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  Ofiice  under  the  Authority  of  the 
United  States,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  Emoluments  whereof 
shall  have  been  encreased  during  such  time;  and  no  Person  holding  any 
Office  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  a  Member  of  either  House  during 
his  Continuance  in  Office. 

Section.  7.  All  Bills  for  raising  Revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
House  of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with 
Amendments  as  on  other  Bills. 

Every  Bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  Law,  be  presented  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States;  If  he  approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he 
ehall  return  it,  with  his  Objections  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have 
originated,  who  shall  enter  the  Objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and 
proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  Reconsideration  two  thirds  of 
that  House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  Bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with 
the  Objections,  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  recon- 
sidered, and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  House,  it  shall  become  a 
Law.  But  in  all  such  Cases  the  Votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined 
by  Yeas  and  Nays,  and  the  Names  of  the  Persons  voting  for  and  against 
the  Bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  House  respectively.  If 
any  Bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  Days  (Sun- 
days excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  Same  shall 
he  a  Law,  in  like  Manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it  unless  the  Congress 
by  their  Adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  Case  it  shall  not  be 
a  Law. 

Every  Order,  Resolution,  or  Vote  to  which  the  Concurrence  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a 

Suestion  of  Adjournment)  shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States;  and  before  the  Same  shall  take  Effect,  shall  be  approved 
by  him,  or  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two  thirds  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  accoraing  to  the  Rules  and 
Limitations  prescribed  in  the  Case  of  a  Bill. 

SficrroN.  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  Power  To  lay  and  collect 
Taxes,  Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises,  to  pay  the  Debts  and  provide  for 
the  common  Defence  and  general  Welfare  of  the  United  States;  but  all 
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Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United 
States ; 

To  borrow  Money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States ; 

To  regulate  Commerce  with  foreign  Nations,  and  among  the  several 
States,  and  with  the  Indian  Tribes ; 

To  establish  an  uniform  Rule  of  Naturalization,  and  uniform  Laws 
on  the  subject  of  Bankruptcies  throughout  the  United  States; 

To  coin  Money,  regulate  the  Value  thereof,  and  of  foreign  Coin,  and 
fix  the  Standard  of  Weights  and  Measures ; 

To  provide  for  thw  Punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  Securities  and 
current  Coin  of  the  United  States ; 

To  establish  Post  Offices  and  post  Roads ; 

To  promote  the  Progress  of  Science  and  useful  Arts,  by  securing  for 
limited  Times  to  Authors  and  Inventors  the  exclusive  Right  to  their 
respective  Writings  and  Discoveries; 

To  constitute  Tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  Court; 

To  define  and  punish  Piracies  and  Felonies  committed  on  the  high 
Seas,  and  OUences  against  the  Law  of  Nations;  "^ 

To  declare  War,  grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal,  and  make 
Rules  concerning  Captures  on  Land  and  Water; 

To  raise  and  support  Armies,  but  no  Appropriation  of  Money  to 
that  Use  shall  be  for  a  longer  Term  than  two  Years; 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  Navy  ; 

To  make  Rules  for  the  Government  and  Regulation  of  the  land  and 
naval  Forces; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  Militia  to  execute  the  Laws  of  the 
Union,  suppress  Insurrections  and  repel  Invasions; 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining,  the  Militia, 
and  for  governing  such  Part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  Service 
of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  States  respectively,  the  Appoint- 
ment of  the  Officers  and  the  Authority  of  tiaining  the  Militia  according 
to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress; 

To  exercise  exclusive  Legislation  in  all  Cases  whatsoever,  over  such 
District  (not  exceeding  ten  Miles  square)  as  may,  by  Cession  of  particu- 
lar States,  and  the  Acceptance  of  Congress,  become  the  Seat  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  and  to  exercise  like  Authority  over  all 
Places  purchased  by  the  Consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in  which 
the  Same  shall  be,  for  the  Erection  of  Forts,  Magazines,  Arsenals,  dock- 
Yards,  and  other  needful  Buildings; — And 

To  make  all  Laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying 
into  Execution  the  foregoing  Powers  and  all  other  Powers  vested  by 
this  Constitution  in  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any 
Department  or  Officer  thereof. 

Section.  9.  The  Migration  or  Importation  of  such  Persons  as  any 
of  the  States  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall  not  be  pro- 
hibited by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  Year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eight,  but  a  Tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on  such  Importation,  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  Person. 

The  Privilege  of  the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be  suspended, 
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tinle68  when  in  Cases  of  Rebellion  or  Invasion  the  public  Safety  may 
require  it. 

No  Bill  of  Attainder  or  ex  post  facto  Law  shall  be  passed. 

No  Capitation,  or  other  direct,  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  Proportion 
to  the  Census  or  Enumeration  herein  before  directed  to  be  taken. 

No  Tax  or  Duty  shall  be  laid  on  Articles  exported  from  any  State, 

No  Preference  shall  be  given  by  any  Regulation  of  Commerce  or 
Revenue  to  the  Ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  another:  nor  shall  Vessels 
bound  to,  or  from,  one  State,  be  obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  Duties 
in  another. 

No  Money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  Consequence 
of  Appropriations  made  by  Law;  and  a  regular  Statement  and  Account 
of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  all  public  Money  shall  be  published 
from  time  to  time. 

No  Title  of  Nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States:  And  no 
Person  holding  any  Office  of  Profit  or  Trust  under  them,  shall,  without 
the  Consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of  any  present,  Emolument,  Office, 
or  Title,  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  King,  Prince,  or  foreign  State, 

Section.  10.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  Treaty,  Alliance,  or 
Confederation;  grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal;  coin  Money; 
emit  Bills  of  Credit;  make  any  Thing  but  gold  and  silver  Coin  a  Tender 
in  Payment  of  Debts;  pass  any  Bill  of  Attainder,  ex  post  facto  Law,  or 
Law  impairing  the  Obligation  of  Contracts,  or  grant  smy  Title  of 
Nobility. 

No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any  Imposts 
or  Duties  on  Imports  or  Exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  executing  it's  inspection  Laws;  and  the  net  Produce  of  all 
Duties  and  Imposts,  laid  by  any  State  on  Imports  or  Exports,  shall  be 
for  the  Use  cf  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States;  and  all  such  Laws 
shall  be  subject  to  the  Revision  and  Controul  of  the  Congress. 

No  State  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  Duty  of 
Tonnage,  keep  Troops,  or  Ships  of  War  in  time  ot  Peace,  enter  into  any 
Agreement  or  Compact  with  another  State,  or  with  a  foreign  Power,  or 
engage  in  War,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  Danger  as 
will  not  admit  of  delay. 

ARTICLE  IL 

Section.  1.  The  executive  Power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President  of 
the  United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  Office  during  the  Term 
of  four  Years,  and,  together  with  the  Vice  President,  chosen  for  the  same 
Term,  be  elected,  as  follows 

Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  Manner  as  the  Legislature  thereof 
may  direct,  a  Number  of  Electors,  equal  to  the  whole  Number  of 
Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled  in  the 
Congress:  but  no  Senator  or  Representative,  or  Person  holding  an  Office 
of  Trust  or  Profit  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an 
Elector.

the  Appointment  of  such  inferior  OflScers.  as  they  think  proper,  in  the 
President  alone,  in  the  Courts  of  Law,  or  in  the  Heads  of  Departments. 

The  President  shall  have  Power  to  fill  up  all  Vacancies  that  may 
happen  daring  the  Recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  Commissions  which 
shall  expire  at  the  End  of  their  next  Session. 

Section.  3.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress  Infor- 
mation of  the  State  oi  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their  Consideration 
such  Measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expedient^  he  may,  on 
extraordinary  Occasions,  conveae  both  Houses,  or  either  of  them,  and 
in  Case  of  Disagreement  between  them,  with  Respect  to  the  Time  of 
Adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  Time  as  he  shall  think 
proper;  he  shall  receive  Ambassadors  and  other  public  Ministers;  he 
shall  take  Care  that  the  Laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shall  Commis- 
sion all  the  Officers  of  the  United  States. 

Section.  4.  The  President,  Vice  President  and  all  civil  Officers  of 
the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  Office  on  Impeachment  for,  and 
Conviction  of,  Treason,  Bribery,  or  other  high  Crimes  and  Misdemeanors. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

• 

Section.  I.  The  judicial  Power  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  vested 
in  one  supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  Courts  as  the  Congress  may 
from  timn  to  time  ordain  and  establish.  The  Judges,  both  of  the  supreme 
and  inferior  Courts,  shall  hold  their  Offices  during  good  Behaviour,  and 
shall,  at  stated  TimeSj  receive  for  their  services,  a  Compensation,  which 
shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  Continuance  in  Office. 

Section.  2.  The  judicial  Power  shall  extend  to  all  Cases,  in  Law 
and  Equity,  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  Laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  Treaties  made,  or  which  shaU  be  made,  under  their  Author- 
ity;—to  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers  and 
Consuls ; — to  all  Cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  tJurisdiction  ; — to  Con- 
troversies to  which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  Party ;— to  Controversies 
between  two  or  more  States; — between  a  State  and  Citizens  of  another 
State;— between  Citizens  of  different  States ;— between  Citizens  of  the 
same  State  claiming  Lands  under  Grants  of  different  State.'',  and  be- 
tween a  State,  or  the  Citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  States,  Citizens  or 
Subjects. 

In  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers  and  Con- 
suls, and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  Party,  the  supreme  Court  shall 
have  original  Jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other  Cases  before  mentioned,  the 
supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  Jurisdiction,  both  as  to  Law  and 
Fact,  with  such  Exceptions,  and  under  such  Regulations  as  the  Congress 
shall  make. 

The  Trial  of  all  Crimes,  except  in  Cases  of  Impeachment,  shall  be 
by  Jury;  and  such  Trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said 
Crimes  shall  have  been  committed ;  but  when  not  committed  within 
any  State,  the  Trial  shall  be  at  such  Place  or  Places  as  the  Congress 
may  by  Law  have  directed. 

Section.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist  only 
in  levying  War  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  Enemies,  giving 
them  Aid  and  Comfort.  No  Person  shall  be  convicted  of  Treason  unless 
on  the  Testimony  of  two  Witnesses  to  the  same  overt  Act,  or  on  Con- 
fession in  open  Court. 
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[**  The  electors  sball  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and  vote  bj  ballot  for  two  P^rs  ns,  of  wbo 
one  at  least  hhall  not  be  an  Iiihabitaat  of  the  same  State  with  them%f Ives.  And  they  shall  maUce  »

certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  Seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  titaie>,  dirtcted  to  the  Pi  est- 
dent  of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  Presence 'Of  the  Senate  and  Hou>e  of 
Representativ^es,  open  alt  the  Certificates,  and  the  Votes  shiJl  then  becuunt?d.  The  Person  bavlDg 
the  greatest  Number  of  Votes  shall  be  the  President,  if  such  Number  be  a  Majority  of  the  whole  Num- 
ber of  E'cctors  appointed ;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such  Majority,  and  have  au  equal 
Number  of  Votes,  then  the  House  of  Representatives  shell  immediately  chuse  by  Ballot  one  of  tbezn 
for  President ;  ani  if  no  Peison  have  a  Mvjurity,  then  from  the  five  highest  on  the  Hsc  the  baid  House 
shnll  in  li^e  Manner  chuse  the  President.  But  in  chusing  the  President,  the^  Votes  shall  be  takea  b^ 
States,  the  Represent ai ion  from  e^^ch  State  I  aving  one  Vute:  A  quorum  for  xhU  Purpose  shall  consist 
of  a  Member  or  Members  from  two  thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  Majority  of  all  the  States  Fh^ll  be  i;ec€»- 
sary  to  a  Choice.  In  evtry  Case,  after  the  Choice  of  the  President,  the  Person  having  the  grcatrsi 
Number  of  Vote^  of  the  Electors  Bhall  t>e  the  Vice-Pre^iidtnt.  But  if  there  should  rtmain  two  or 
more  who  have  equal  Votes,  the  Senate  shall  chu>e  from  Ihem  by  Ballot  the  Vice-Pie&ident."] 

This  clause  has  been  superseded  by  the  twelfth  amendment. 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  Time  of  chusing  the  Electors,  and 
the  Day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  Votes;  which  Day  shall  be  the 
same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  Person  except  a  natural  born  Citizen,  or  a  Citizen  of  the  United 
States,  at  the  time  of  the  Adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  Office  of  President;  neither  shall  any  Person  be  eligible  to  that 
Office  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  Age  of  thirty  five  Years,  and 
been  fourteen  Years  a  Resident  within  the  United  States. 

In  Case  of  the  Removal  of  the  President  from  Office,  or  of  his  Death, 
Resignation,  or  Inability  to  discharge  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  said 
Office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice  President,  and  the  Congret^s 
may  by  Law  provide  for  the  Case  of  Removal,  Death,  Resignation,  or 
Inability,  both  of  the  President  and  Vice  Pre^id  nt,  declaring  what  Offi- 
cer shall  then  act  as  President,  and  Fuch  Officer  shall  act  accordingly, 
until  the  Disability  be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  Times,  receive  for  his  services,  a  Com- 
pensation, which  shall  neither  be  encreased  nor  diminished  during  the 
Period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  and  he  shall  not  receive 
within  that  Period  any  other  Emolument  from  the  United  States,  or  any 
of  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  Execution  of  his  Office,  he  shall  take  the 
following  Oath  or  Affirmation  : — **  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I 
will  faithfully  execute  the  Office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
will  to  the  best  of  my  Ability,  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States." 

Section.  2.  The  President  sball  be  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Militia  of  the  several  States, 
when  called  into  the  actual  Service  of  the  United  States  ;  he  may  require 
the  Opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal  Officer  in  each  of  the  executive 
Departments,  upon  any  Subject  relating  to  the  Duties  o^  their  respective 
Offices,  and  he  shall  have  Power  to  grant  Reprieves  and  Pardons  for  Of- 
fences against  the  United  States,  except  in  Cases  of  Impeachment. 

He  shall  have  Power,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the

articles  in  addition  to,  and  amendment  of,  the  constitution  of  the 

united  states  of  AMERICA,  PROPOSED  HY  CONGRESS,  AND  RATIFIED  BY  THE 
legislatures  of  the  SEVERAL  STATES  PURSUANT  TO  THE  FIFTH  ARTICLE 
OF  THE  ORIGINAL  CONSTITUTION. 

[ARTICLE  I.]* 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion, 
or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of 
speech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble, 
and  to  petition  the  Government  for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

[ARTICLE  II.] 

A  well  regulated  Militia,  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free  State, 
the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  Arms,  shall  not  be  infringed. 

*The  first  ten  amendmeots  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  were  proposed  to  the  legisla- 
tures of  the  *veral  States  by  the  FIr*t  Congr  w,  on  the  25th  of  September,  1789.  They  were  rati  fit  d 
by  the  following  States,  and  the  notifications  of  rHtification  by  the  governors  thereof  weresui-c  sslvcly 
communicated  by  the  President  to  Congress:  New  Jersey,  November 20, 1789 ;  Maryland,  December 
19,1789;  NorihCarf  Una,  December  22, 1789;  Sou:  1i  Carolina.  January  19,1790;  New  Hampshire,  January 
26, 1790;  Delaware  January  28, 1790;  Pennsylvsiii  •.  March  10, 1790;  New  York,  March  27,  ITTH) ;  Rhode 
Island,  June  16, 1790;  Vermont,  Novembers,  179..  and  Virginia,  December  15,  1791.  There  Is  no  e?i- 
dence  on  the  journals  of  Congress  that  the  legislatures  of  Connecticut,  Georgia,  and  Massachusetts 
ratified  them. 
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[ARTICLE  III.] 

No  Soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace  be  quartered  in  any  house,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

[ARTICLE  IV.] 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers, 
and  effects,  againnt  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not  be 
violated,  and  no  Warrants  shall  issue,  but  upon  probable  cause,  sup- 

Krted  by  Oath  or  affirmation,  an  t  particularly  describing  the  place  to 
searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  to  be  seized. 

[ARTICLE  v.] 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otherwise  in- 
famous crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  Grand  jury, 
except  in  c  ises  arising  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  Militia, 
when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger  ;  nor  shall  any 
person  be  subject  for  the  same  offence  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life 
or  limb;  nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  Criminal  Case  to  be  a  witness 
against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due 
process  of  law ;  nor  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  public  use,  with- 
out just  compensation. 

[ARTICLE  VI.] 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  a 
speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  and  district 
wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed,  which  district  shall  have 
been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be  enformed  of  the  nature 
and  cause  of  the  accusation ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against 
him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  Witnesses  in  his  favor, 
and  to  have  the  Assistance  of  Counsel  for  his  defence. 

[ARTICLE  VII.] 

In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall  ex- 
ceed twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  preserved,  and 
no  fact  tried  by  a  jury  shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any  Court  of 
the  United  States,  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the  common  law. 

[ARTICLE  VIII.] 

Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed, 
nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishment  inflicted. 

[ARTICLE  IX.] 

The  enumeration  in  the  Constitution,  of  certain  rights,  shall  not  be 
construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 
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[ARTICLE  X.] 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  Constitution, 
nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States  respectively, 
or  to  the  people. 

[ARTICLE  XL] 

The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed  to 
extend  to  any  suit  in  law  or  equity,  commenced  or  prosecuted  against 
one  of  the  United  States  by  Citizens  of  another  State,  or  by  Citizens  or 
Subject:  of  any  Foreign  State. 

• 

The  eleveuth  amendmeut  to  the  Constitation  of  the  United  States  was  proposed  to  the  legislalurea 
ot  the  several  States  by  the  Third  Congress,  on  the  5tb  September,  1794;  and  was  decUred  In  a  message 
from  the  President  to  Congress,  dated  the  8th  of  January,  1796,  to  have  been  ratified  by  the  legislaturea 
of  three-fourths  of  the  States. 

[ARTICLE  XIL] 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote  by  ballot 
for  President  and  Vice-President,  one  of  whoip,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an 
inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves;  tney  shall  name  in  their 
ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  President,  and  in  distinct  ballots  the 
person  voted  for  as  Vice-President,  and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of 
all  persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of  ail  persons  voted  for  as  Vice- 
President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  lists  they  shall 
sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  feat  of  the  government  of 
the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate; — The  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates  and  the  votes  shall  then  be 
counted ; — The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President, 
shall  be  the  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  Electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have  such  majority, 
then  from  the  persons  having  the  highest  numbers  not  exceeding  three 
on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  President.  But  in  choosing 
the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  representation 
from  each  state  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  con- 
sist of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  states,  and  a  majority 
of  all  the  states  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  And  if  the  House  of 
Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  President  whenever  the  right  of 
choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next 
following,  then  the  Vice-President  shall  act  as  President,  as  in  the  case 
of  the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the  Presidenl.  The 
person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice  President,  shall  be 
the  Vice  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
of  Electors  appointed,  and  if  no  person  have  a  majority,  then  from  the 
two  highest  numbers  on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall  choose  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent; a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  consist  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole 
number  of  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  a  choice.  But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  office 
of  President  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States. 

The  twelfth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  wss  proposrd  to  the  legislatures 
of  the  several  States  by  the  Eighth  Congress,  on  the  12th  of  December,  1803,  in  lieu  of  the  origlnsl  third 
paragraph  of  the  first  section  of  the  second  article ;  and  was  deoUred  in  a  proclamation  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  dated  the  25th  of  September*  1801,  to  have  been  ratified  by  the  h  gislatures  of  three-fonrihft 
ol  the  States. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

Section  1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a 
punishment  for  crime  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted, 
shall  exist  within  the  United  States,  or  any  place  subject  to  their  juris- 
diction. 

Section  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by 
appropriate  legislation. 

The  tbIrteeDth  amendment  to  tbe  Con^titntion  of  the  United  States  was  proposed  to  the  legislatures 
of  the  terersl  States  by  the  Thlr.y  eighth  Cjngiess*  on  the  Ist  of  February.  1865,  and  was  declared,  in  a 
procimmation  cf  the  Secretary  of  Scate,  dated  the  18th  of  December,  1866,  to  have  been  ratified  by  the 
le^lamresof  twcoty-seven  of  the  thirty-six  8tat«8,  vis:  Illinois,  Khode  Island,  Michigan,  Maryland* 
N««v  York,  West  Virginia,  Maine,  Kansas,  Ma^^sachnsetts,  PennsylT*nia,  Virginia,  Ohio,  Missouri* 
Nerada.  Indiana,  Louisiana,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  Vermont,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Connecticut,  New 
Bajnpshire,  Soath  Carolina,  Alabama,  North  Carolina  and  Georgia. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Section  1.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States, 
and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  of  the  State  wherein  they  reside.  No  State  shall  make  or  enforce 
any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges  or  immunities  of  citizens  of 
the  United  States;  nor  shall  any  State  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty, 
or  property,  without  due  process  of  law :  nor  deny  to  any  person  within 
its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

Section  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several 
States  according  to  tneir  respective  numbers,  counting  the  whole  number 
of  persons  in  each  State,  excluding  Indians  not  taxed.  But  when  the 
rignt  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the  choice  of  electors  for  President  and 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  Representatives  in  Congress,  the 
Executive  and  Judicial  oflScers  of  a  State,  or  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature thereof,  is  denied  to  any  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  such  State, 
being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  in 
any  way  abridged,  except  for  participation  in  rebellion,  or  other  crime, 
the  basis  of  representation  therein  shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion 
which  the  number  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number 
of  male  citizens  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  such  State. 

SEcriON  3.  No  person  shall  be  a. Senator  or  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, or  elector  of  President  and  Vice  President,  or  nold  any  ofiSce,  civil 
or  military,  under  the  United  States,  or  under  any  State,  who,  having 

Ereviously  taken  an  oath,  as  a  member  of  Congress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the 
nited  States,  or  as  a  member  of  any  State  legislature,  or  as  an  execu- 
tive or  judicial  officer  of  any  State,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  shall  have  engaged  in  insurrection  or  rebellion  against 
the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  thereof.  But  Congress 
may  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  each  House,  remove  such  disability. 

Section  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  tbe  United  States, 
authorized  by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  payment  of  pensions 
and  bounties  for  services  in  suppressing  insurrection  or  rebellion,  shall 
not  be  questioned.  But  neither  the  United  States  nor  any  State  shall 
assume  or  pay  any  debt  or  obligation  incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or 
rebellion  against  the  United  States,  or  any  claim  for  the  loss  or  emanci- 
pation of  any  slave;  but  all  such  debts,  obligations  and  claims  shall  be 
held  illegal  and  void. 
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Section  5.    The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  appropri- 
ate legislution,  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

The  fourteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitut'on  of  the  United  States  was  proposed  to  the  legibla- 
tures  of  the  several  States  by  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  on  the  I6th  of  Janr,  1866.    On  the  2Ist  of  July, 
1S68,  Congress  adopted  and  transmitted  to  the  Department  of  State  a  concurrent  resolation,  deetarioic 
that  "the  Ugislatures  of  the  States  of  Conn<ctIcut,  T^nnet-s  e,  New  Jeisey, Oregon,  VeriDont.  New 
York,  Ohio,  Illinois,  West  Virginia,  Kausa^s  Maine,  Nevada,  Mis  'Uri,  Indiana,  Minne^oto,  Ne^F  Hnnip. 
shire,  MAmachusetts,  Nebraska,  Iowa,  ArkansiS,  Fiorida,  North  Carolina,  Alabama,  S>u  h  CArolina. 
and  Louisiana,  being  three-foutths  and  more  of  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  have  ratified  the 
fourteenth  article  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Tnited  States,  duly  proposed  by  two-ihirda 
of  each  House  of  the  Thirty-uinth  Congress :  Therefore,  Jiesolved,  ThHt  i^afd  fourteenth  article  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  it  shall  be  duly  p'omu'gr^*  ted  as 
such  by  the  S  'crct^ry  of  State  "    The  Secretary  of  Stnte  accordingly  issued  a  prcclamation.  d-«ied  the 
28th  of  July,  lS6d;  declaring  that  the  proposed  fourttreoih  amendment  had  been  ratified,  in  the  matiuer 
hereafter  mentioned,  by  the  legislatuies  of  th  rty  of  the  thirty-Mx  States,  viz:    Conmcticnt.  Juue  80, 
1866;  New  Hampshire,  July  7, 1866;  Tennessee.  July  19, 186«>;  New  Jer^ey,  September  11. 186C,  (and  the 
legislature  of  the  same  State  pissed  a  re»olu  ion  in  April,  1868,  to  wiibdiaw  its  consent  to  it;)  Orefcon, 
September  19, 1866:  Vermont,  November  9, 1866:  Georgia  rejected  it  November  13, 1866,  and  ratified  it 
July  21.1868;  North  Carolina  i ejected  it  Derember  4,lK66,and  mtifled  it  July  4, 1868;  South  Carolina 
rejected  it  Dec  mber  20, 1866,  and  rntified  it  Juiy  9,  lh68 ;  New  York  ratified  it  January  10, 18o7;  Ohio 
ratified  it  January  11, 1867,  (and  the  legislature  of  the  same  State  paved  a  resolution  in  January,  1S68, 
to  withdraw  its  consent  to  it;)  III iuois  ratified  it  January  15,1867;  We»t  Virginia,  January  16,  1867;

ARTICLE  XV. 

Section  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall 
not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State  on 
account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article 
by  appropriate  legislation. 

The  fiftcBoth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  p  oposed  to  the  legiUatures 
of  the  several  States  by  the  Fortieth  Congress,  on  the  27ih  of  February,  1869,  and  was  declared,  in  a 
proclamation  of  the  Secretary  of  St  tte,  dated  Mtirch  80, 1870,  to  have  l>eea  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of 
twenty-nine  of  the  thirty-seven  States.  The  dates  of  these  ratifications  (ai ranged  in  the  order  of  their 
reception  at  the  Department  of  ^tate)  were :  from  Noith  Carolina,  March  5, 1869;  West  Virginia,  March 
3,  I8(t9;  Massachusats  March  9>1'2, 1869:  Wisconsin,  March  9, 1869;  Maine,  March  12, 1869;  Louibioua.

An  Ordinance  for  the  government  of  the  territnry  of  the  United  Slates  northwest 

of  the  river  Ohio. 

SECTION  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assenibUd, 
That  the  said  territory,  lor  the  purpose  of  temporary  government,  be 
one  district,  subject,  however,  to  be  divided  into  two  aistricts,  as  future 
circumstances  may,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress,  make  it  expedient. 

Sbc.  2.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  estates  both 
of  resident  and  non-resident  proprietors  in  the  paid  territory,  dying  in- 
tesiate«  shall  descend  to,  and  be  distributed  among,  their  children  and 
the  descendants  of  a  deceased  child  in  equal  parts,  the  descendants  of  a 
deceased  child  or  grandchild  to  take  the  share  of  their  deceased  parent 
in  equal  parts  among  them  ;  and  where  there  shall  be  no  children  or  de- 
scendants, then  in  equal  parts  to  the  next  of  kin.  in  equal  degree;  and 
among  collaterals,  the  children  of  a  deceased  brother  or  sister  of  the  in- 
testate shall  have,  in  equal  parts  among  them,  their  deceased  parent's 
share ;  and  there  shall,  in  no  case,  be  a  distinction  between  kindred  of 
the  whole  and  half  blood ;  saving  in  all  cases  to  the  widow  of  the  intes- 
tate, hfr  third  part  of  the  real  estate  for  life,  and  one-third  part  of  the 
personal  e?tate ;  and  this  law  relative  to  descents  and  dower,  shall  remain 
10  full  force  until  altered  by  the  legislature  of  the  district.  And  until 
the  governor  and  judges  shall  adopt  laws  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  es- 
tates in  the  said  territory  may  be  devised  or  bequeathed  by  wills  in 
writing,  signed  and  sealed  by  him  or  her  in  whom  the  estate  may  be, 
(being  of  full  age), and  attested  by  three  witnesses;  and  real  estates  may 
be  conveyed  by  lease  and  release,  or  bargain  and  sale,  signed,  sealed,  and 
delivered  by  the  person,  being  of  full  age,  in  whom  the  estate  may  be, 
and  attested  by  two  witnesses,  provided  such  wills  be  duly  proved,  and 
Buch  conveyances  be  acknowledged,  or  the  execution  thereof  duly  proved, 
and  be  recorded  within  one  year  after  proper  magistrates,  courts,  and 
registers,  shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpose;  and  personal  property 
may  be  transferred  by  delivery,  saving,  however  to  the  French  and  Ca- 
nadian inhabitants,  and  other  settlers  of  the  Kaskaskies,  Saint  Vincents, 
and  the  neighboring  villages,  who  have  heretofore  professed  themselves 
citizens  of  Virginia,  their  laws  and  customs  now  in  force  among  them, 
relative  to  the  descent  and  conveyance  of  property. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  there  shall  be 
appointed,  from  time  to  time,  by  Congress,  a  governor,  whose  ccmmis- 
Bion  shall  continue  in  force  for  the  term  of  three  years,  unless  sooner 
revoked  by  Congress;  he  shall  reside  in  the  district,  and  have  a  freehold 
estate  therein,  in  one  thousand  acres  of  land,  while  in  the  exercise  of 
bis  office. 
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establishment  of  States,  and  permanent  government  therein,  and  for 
their  admission  to  a  share  in  the  Federal  councils  on  an  equal  footing 
with  the  original  Statee,  at  as  early  periods  as  may  be  consistent  with 
the  general  interest: 

Sec.  14.  It  is  hereby  ordained  and  declared,  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  that  the  folJowing  articles  ehall  be  considered  as  articles  of 
ompact,  between  ihe  original  States  and  the  people  and  States  in  the 
said  territory,  and  forever  remain  unalterable,  unless  by  common  con- 
sent, to  wit : 

ARTICLE  I. 

No  person,  demeaning  himself  in  a  peaceable  and  orderly  manner, 
shall  ever  be  molested  on  account  of  his  mode  of  worship,  or  religious 
sentiments,  in  the  said  territory. 

ARTICLE  IL 

The  inhabitants  of  the  said  territory  shall  always  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  writs  of  habeas  corpus^  and  of  the  trial  by  jury;  of  a  pro- 
portionate representation  of  the  people  in  the  legislature,  andof  j  jdicial 
proceedings  according  to  the  course  of  the  common  law.  All  persons 
shall  ba  bailable,  unless  for  capital  offences,  wh'ire  the  proof  shall  be 
evident,  or  th  •  presumption  great.  All  fines  shall  be  moderate;  and  no 
cruel  or  unusual  punishments  shall  be  inflicted.  No  man  shall  be  de- 
prived of  his  liberty  or  property,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or 
the  law  of  the  land,  and  should  the  public  exigencies  make  it  necessary, 
for  the  common  preservation,  to  take  any  person's  property,  or  to  demand 
his  particular  services,  full  compensation  6hall  be  made  for  the  same. 
And,  in  the  just  preservation  of  rights  and  property,  it  is  understood 
and  declared,  that  no  law  ought  ever  to  be  made  or  have  force  in  the  said 
territory,  thit  shall,  in  any  manner  whatever,  interfere  with  or  affect 
private  contracts,  or  engagements,  bona  fide,  and  without  fraud  pre- 
viously formed. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

Religion,  morality,  and  knowledge  being  necessary  to  good  govern- 
ment and  the  happiness  of  mankind,  schools  and  the  means  of  educa- 
tion shall  forever  be  encouraged.  The  utmost  good  faith  shall  always 
be  observed  towards  the  Indians;  their  lands  and  property  shall  never 
be  taken  from  them  without  their  consent ;  and  in  their  property,  rights, 
and  liberty  they  never  shall  be  invaded  or  disturbed,  unless  in  just  and 
lawful  wars  authorized  by  Congress ;  but  laws  founded  in  justice  and 
humanity  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made,  for  preventing  wrongs 
being  done  to  them,  and  for  preserving  peace  and  friendship  with  them. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  said  territory,  and  the  States  which  may  be  formed  therein, 
shall  forever  remain  a  part  of  this  confederacy  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  subject  to  lh«^  Articles  of  Confederation,  and  to  such  altera- 
tions therein  as  shall  be  constitutionally  made;  and  to  all  the  acts 
and  ordinances  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  conformable 
thereto.    The  inhabitants  and  settlers  in  the  said  territory  shall  be  sub- 
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ject  to  pay  a  part  of  the  Federal  debts,  contracted,  or  to  be  contracted, 
and  a  proportional  part  of  the  expenses  of  government  to  be  apportioned 
on  them  by  Congress,  according  to  the  same  common  rule  and  measure 
by  which  apportionments  thereof  shall  be  made  on  the  other  States; 
and  the  taxes  for  paying* their  proportion  shall  be  laid  and  levied  by 
the  authority  and  direction  of  the  leojislatures  of  the  di^itrict,  or  districts, 
or  new  States,  as  in  the  original  States,  witLin  the  time  agreed  upon  by 
the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled.  The  legislatures  of  those  dis- 
tricts, or  new  States,  shall  never  interfere  with* the  primary  disposal  of 
the  soil  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  nor  with  any 
regulations  Congress  may  find  necessary  for  securing  the  title  in  such 
soil  to  the  boni-fide  purchasers.  No  tax  shall  be  imposed  on  lands  the 
property  of  tht*  United  States;  and  in  no  case  hhall  non-resident 
proprietors  be  taxed  higher  than  residents*.  The  navigable  waters 
leadmg  into  the  Mississippi  and  Saint  Lawrence,  and  the  carrying 
places  between  the  same,  shall  be  common  highways,  and  forever  free, 
as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  territory  as  to  the  ci  izens  of  the 
United  States,  and  those  of  any  other  States  that  may  be  admitted 
into  the  confederacy,  without  any  tax,  impost,  or  duty  therefor. 

ARTICLE  V. 

There  shall  be  formed  in  the  said  territory  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  five  States ;  and  the  boundaries  of  the  States,  as  soon  as  Vir- 
ginia shall  alter  her  act  of  cession  and  consent  to  the  same,  shall  become 
fixed  and  established  as  follows,  to  wit;  The  western  State,  in  the  said 
territory,  shall  be  bounded  by  the  Mississippi,  the  Ohio,  and  the  Wabash 
River?;  a  direct  line  drawn  from  the  Wabash  and  Post  Vincents,  due 
north,  to  the  territorial  line  between  the  United  States  and  Canada; 
and  by  the  said  territorial  line  to  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  and  Mississippi. 
The  middle  State  shall  be  bounded  by  the  said  direct  line,  the  WabasK 
from  Post  Vincents  to  the  Ohio,  by  the  Ohio,  by  a  direct  line  drawn  due 
north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami  to  the  said  territorial  line, 
and  by  the  said  territorial  line.  The  eastern  State  shall  be  bounded  by 
the  last-mentioned  direct  line,  the  Ohio,  the  Pennsylvania,  and  the  said 
territorial  line :  Providaiy  h&wever^  And  it  is  further  understood  and 
declared,  that  the  boundaries  of  these  three  States  shall  be  subject  so  far 
to  be  altered,  that,  if  Congress  Fhall  hereafter  find  it  expedient,  they 
shall  have  authority  to  form  one  or  two  States  in  that  part  of  the  said 
territory  which  lies  north  of  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the 
southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan.  And  whenever  any  of 
the  said  States  shall  have  sixty  thousand  free  inhabitants  therein,  such 
State  shall  be  admitted,  by  its  delegates,  into  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,  in  all  respects  what- 
ever; and  shall  be  at  liberty  to  form  a  permanent  constitution  and  State 
government:  Provided,  The  constitution  and  government,  so  to  be  formed, 
ehall  be  republican,  and  in  conformity  to  the  principles  contained  in 
these  articles,  and,  so  far  as  it  can  be  consistent  with  the  general  inter- 
est of  the  confederacy,  s'lch  admission  shall  be  allowed  at  an  earlier 
period,  and  when  there  may  be  a  less  number  of  free  inhabitants  in  the 
State  than  sixty  thousand. 

ARTICLE  VL

The  next  State  election  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  November  6, 1888* 
At  this  time  there  will  be  elected  a  Secretary  of  State,  Judge  of  Supreme 
Court,  Member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  Representatiyes  to  Con- 
gress, Judges  of  the  Circuit  and  Common  Pleas  Courts,  and  connty 
oflScers. 

THE  PRE8IDE5^TIAL  ELECTION  OF  1888.» 

The  next  Presidential  election  will  take  place  on  Tuesday,  November  6»  of  the 
present  year. 

The  nominating  conventioDS  of  two  of  the  political  parties  haye  already  (January 
],  1888)  been  called.  The  National  Conyention  of  the  Prohibition  party  will  meet  at 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  on  Wednesday,  June  6,  and  the  Republican  National  Convention 
will  meet  at  Chicago,  111.,  on  Tuesday,  June  19. 

The  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  are  chosen  by  c&Mb 
termed  "  Electors  "  in  each  State,  who  are,  under  existing  State  laws,  chosen  by  the 
qualified  voters  thereof  by  ballot,  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  No- 
vember in  every  fourth  year  preceding  the  year  in  which  the  Presidential  term 

expires. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  prescribes  that  each  State  shall  "appoint," 
in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  electors  equal  to 
the  whole  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  State  may  be 
entitled  in  Congress ;  but  no  Senator  or  Representative  or  person  holding  an  office 
of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States  shall  be  an  elector.  The  Constitution 
requires  that  the  day  when  electors  are  chosen  shall  be  the  same  thmaghont  the 
United  States.  At  the  beginiiing  of  our  Government  most  of  the  electors  were 
chosen  by  the  Legislatures  of  their  respective  States,  the  people  having  no  direct 
participntion  in  their  choice;  and  one  State,  South  Carolina,  continued  that  practice 
down  to  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War.  But  in  all  the  States  now  the  Presidential 
electors  are,  under  the  direction  of  State  laws,  chosen  by  the  people. 

The  mahner  in  which  the  chosen  electors  meet  and  ballot  for  a  President  and 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States  is  provided  for  in  Article  XII,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  is  as  follows: 

The  electors  shaU  meet  In  their  respectlye  States,  and  vote  by  ballot  for  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent, one  of  whom,  at  least,  ehallnot  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves;  Xhej  shall 
name  in  their  ballots  the  penon  Toted  for  as  Piesident,  and  in  disUnct  ballots  the  person  TO'ed  for  ss 
Vice-President:  and  they  >-hall  make  distinct  li»ts  of  all  persons  TOted  for  as  President,  and  of  sU  per 
M  jns  voted  for  as  Vice- President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  lUts  they  shall  sitn  tnd 
I  ertif  y,  and  transmit,  sealed,  to  the  seat  of  Government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  Preddent 
uf  the  Senate. 

The  same  article  then  prescribes  the  mode  in  which  the  Congress  shall  coimt 
the  ballots  of  the  electors,  and  announce  the  result  thereof,  which  is  as  follows: 

The  President  of  the  Senate  ^hall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open 
;tU  the  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted;  the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of 
sotcs  for  President  shall  bs  Prosldiut,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  o!  the  whole  number  of  electoif 
.i.'pointed ;  and  if  no  porsou  have  ix^ch  majority,  then  from  the  persons  haying  the  highest  numbexs 
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Bot  exceeding  three,  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the  HonB3o(  Re presentatlvee  shall 
dioooe  Immcdfatelj,  by  ballot,  the  President.  But  in  ch(  osing  the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken 
hj  States,  the  representation  from  eacli  State  having  one  vote ;  a  quorum  for  this  pnrpose  shall  cocbkit 
of  a  member  or  members  from  two- thirds  of  the  Sta'cs,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  Btatos  shall  be  necei^ 
■try  to  a  choice.  And  if  the  House  ot  Representatives  hhall  not  choose  a  President,  irhenever  the  right 
of  choice  »ha]l  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourth  day  of  Murch  next  following,  then  the  Vioe- 
Pre«l<ient  f  ha'l  act  as  President,  an  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the 
President.  The  person  tuving  ihe  gre  Jte»t  number  of  vote^  as  Vice-President  shall  be  the  Vice-Preal- 
dent,  if  snch  number  be  a  majority  of  the  wht.lu  number  of  electors  appointed ;  and  if  no  person  have 
a  majority,  then  frum  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list  the  Senate  shall  choose  the  Vice-President : 
aqoomm  for  the  purpose  shall  coi  sist  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  Senators, and  a  majority 
of  ttie  wholo.nomber  khall  be  uece>sary  to  a  choice. 

The  procedure  of  the  two  honses,  in  case  the  returns  of  the  election  of  electors 
from  any  State  are  dispnted,  is  provided  in  the  '* Electoral  Count''  act,  passed  by  the 
Forty-ninth  Congress. 

The  Constitution  also  defines  who  is  eligible  for  Prenident  of  the  United  States, 
as  follows : 

Ko  person  except  a  natural-born  cit'sen  or  a  citizen  of  the  United  S'at«8  at  4he  time  of  the  adopttcn 
•r  ttiis  Constitution  shall  bd  eligible  to  the  office  of  President:  ueiiher  khall  any  piraon  be  el  g.ble  to 
that  office  who  t^hall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  35  years. 

The  qoalifications  for  Vice-President  are  the  same. 

The  ^Electoral  Count"  act  directs  that  the  Presidential  electors  shall  meet  and 
give  their  votes  on  the  second  Monday  in  January  next  following  their  election.  It 
fixes  the  time  when  Congress  shall  be  in  session  to  count  the  ballots  as  the  second 
Wednesday  in  February  succeediny^  the  meeting  of  the  electors. 

The  Presidential  succession  is  fixed  by  chapter  4  of  the  acts  of  the  Forty-ninth 
Congress,  first  session.  In  case  of  the  removal,  death,  resignelion,  or  inability  of 
both  ihe  Pref^ident  and  Vice-President,  then  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  act  as  Presi- 
dent until  the  disability  of  the  President  or  Vice-President  is  removed  or  a  President 
if  elected.  If  there  be  no  Secretary  of  State,  then  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  will 
•ct;  and  the  remainder  of  the  order  of  succession  is:  The  Secretary  of  War,  Attor- 
ney-General, Postmaster-General,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 
The  acting  President  must,  upon  taking  office,  convene  Congress,  if  not  at  the  time  in 
senion,  in  extraordinary  session,  giving  twenty  days'  notice.

CATALOGUE  OP  FOREST  TREES  GROWING  IN  OHIO, 


MAGNOLIACEA.E.    {Magnolia  FamUy.) 

1.  Magnolia  Gbandifloba.  Linnami,  Big  Laurel,  Ball  Bay,  Evergreen  Mag- 
nolia.  This  magnificent  tree  ia  Sonthem  and  tenaer,  bat  haa  been  grown  in  Sonthem 
and  Sonthweatern  Ohio.  In  the  Sonthem  Statea  it  reachea  a  height  of  abont  90  feet, 
with  a  tmnk  of  from  2  to  4  feet  in  diameter.  Wood  heavy,  not  atrong,  cloae-grained, 
compact,  eaaily  worked,  aatiny ;  medullary  raya  very  numerous,  thin ;  color  creamv 
white,  or  often  light-brown,  the  heavier  sap-wood  nearly  white;  specific  gravity,  0.6901); 
aah,  0.63 ;  little  used  except  as  fuel ;  suitable  for  interior  finish,  fine  cabmet  work,  etc 

Bark  and  roots  are  medicinal. 

2.  Maonoua  Glanca.  lAnnaem,  Sweet  Bay,  White  Laurel,  Swamp  Laurel 
This  tree  p^ows  rather  abundantly  in  the  swamps  near  the  Atlantic  coast,  from  the 
Mississipi)!  northward  to  Cape  Ann,  Massachusetts.  "  It  is,"  says  Dr.  Warder,  "  not 
cc(i:imon  in  this  State,  but  a  favorite  in  cultivation.  Succeeds  beat  when  gndN«d  on 
the  magnolia  acuminata."  It  reaches  a  height  of  60  to  70  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  about 
four  feet  in  diameter,  but  towards  its  northern  limits  it  is  reduced  to  a  shrub. 

Wood  li^ht,  soft,  not  bi  ^ong,  close-grained,  compact ;  medullary  rays  very 
numerous,  thin ;  color,  light-brown,  tinged  with  red,  tne  sap-wood  nearlv  white ; 
specific  gravity,  0.6036 ;  ash,  0.47 ;  in  the  Gulf  States  it  is  sometimes  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  broom -handles  and  small  wooden  ware. 

Bark  and  roots  medicinal. 

3.  Magnolia  Acuminata.  LinnaeuB.  Cucumber  Tree,  Mountain  Laurel,  Moun- 
tain Magnolia.  **  This  tree  is  found  rather  abundantly  in  the  southeastern  half  of 
the  State,  and  in  the  coal  measures,  but  may  be  cultivated  on  the  limestone  soils. 
Its  lai]ge  heart-shaped  leaves  make  it  ornamental,  and  the  pods,  from  the  split  cells 
of  which  the  crimson  seeds  protrude  and  are  suspended  by  a  slender  thread,  render 
this  tree  attractive." — (Dr.  Warder.)  It  grows  straight  and  reaches  its  greatest  de- 
velopment on  the  slopes  of  the  Southern  Allegheny  mountains,  where  it  attains  a 
height  of  60  to  80  feet,  and  4  to  6  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  durable,  light,  86ft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  satiny;  medullary  rays 
numerous,  thin;  color,  yellow-brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter,  often  nearly  white; 
specific  gravity,  0.4690;  ash,  0.29;  used  tor  pump  logs,  water-troughs,  fiooring,  cabinet 
making,  etc. 

Bark  and  roots  medicinal. 

4.  Magnolia  Macbophtlla.  Midiaux,  Large  leaved  cucumber  tree.  This  tree 
is  Southern,  rare  and  local,  but  is  cultivated  in  Southern  Ohio.  Tnmk  20  to  60  feet 
in  height,  rarely  two  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  hard,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact,  satiny;  medullary  rays 
numerous,  thin ;  color,  brown,  the  sap-wood  light-yellow ;  specific  gravity,  0.5809 ; 
aah,  0.36. 

6.  Magnolia  Uhbbblla.  Lamark.  Umbrella  tree,  Elk  wood.  "Plentiful  in 
Boss  and  JacKson  counties."— (John  Hussey.)  A  small  tree,  rarely  exceeding  for^ 
feet  in  height,  trunk  4  to  16  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact ;  medullarv  rays  very  numer- 
OUB,  thin ;  color,  brown,  the  heavier  sap-wood  nearly  white ;  specific  gravity,  0.4487; 
ash,  0.20. 
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6.  Magnolia  Fbasbbi.  WaUer.  (Anricnlata  Lamark.)  Long-leaved  cucnmber 
tree.  A  native  of  the  Sonthem  States,  bnt  cultivated  in  Ohio.  A  small  tree,  tnink 
80  to  40  feet  high,  and  from  6  to  8  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact ;  medullary  rays  very  numer- 
ons,  thin;  color,  brown,  the  sap-wood  nearly  white ;  specific  gravity,  0.6008;  ash,  0.28. 

7.  LiBiODBNDBON  TuLiPiFBBA.  Linmoeui.  Tulip  tree,  Yellow  Poplar.  White 
Wood.  Of  this  tree  Dr.  Warder  says ;  "  Generally  distributed,  but  effects  deep  and 
open  soils,  not  necessarily  rich.  This  is  one  of  our  grandest  forest-trees,  sometimes 
attaining  a  height  of  140  feet,  and  a  diameter  of  nine  feet  The  foliage  is  handsome, 
Uie  flowers  tuhp-form  and  richly  colored.  Cultivated  in  the  open  spaces  of  a  park 
the  trees  assume  a  beautiful  form,  regularly  conical.  In  the  forest  it  attains  great 
age,  weathering  centuries,  where  it  has  its  highest  value  for  lumber  thvt  is  applied 
to  many  uses.  The  boards  have  the  reputation  of  possessing  unusual  resonance,  and 
have  been  used  to  line  the  great  music  hall  of  Cincinnati.  Formerlv  it  was  much 
used  for  the  finishing  of  houses,  before  the  railroads  ai^d  canals  furnished  transpor- 
tation for  the  white  pine  lumber.'' 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  brittle,  very  close  straight-grained,  compact,  easily 
worked ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  not  prominent ;  color,  light-yellow  or  brown,  the 
thin  sap-wood  nearly  white;  specific  gravity^  0.4280;  ash,  OM;  largely  manufactured 
into  lumber,  and  used  for  construction,  interior  finish,  shingles,  in  hoat-building,  and 
especially  in  the  manufacture  of  wooden  pumps,  wooden  ware,  etc.  Varieties  vary- 
ing slightly  in  color  and  density  are  recognized  by  lumbermen. 

The  inner  bark,  especially  of  the  root,  is  medicinal. 

ANONAOEAE.    (CuitardrappU  or  Pawpaw  Family). 

8.  AsiMiNA  Triloba.  Dunal.  Common  Pawpaw,  Custard-apple.  A  small  tree, 
sometimes  a  shrub,  widely  distributed,  "preferring  rich,  deep  soil,  and  thus  an 
indicator  of  value  to  the  land-hunter  in  the  primeval  forests."— (Dr.  Warder).  It 
attains  a  height  of  10  to  20  feet,  with  a  trunk  rarely  over  one  foot  in  diameter. 

Wood  very  light,  very  soft  and  weak,  coarse-grained,  spongy;  layers  of  annual 
growth  clearly  marked  by  several  rows  of  lai]|e  open  ducts;  color,  light-yellow, 
shaded  with  green,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specmc  gravity,  0.8969;  a^,  0.21;  of  no 
value. 

**  Bark  is  often  utilized  upon  the  farm  for  ties  and  for  extemporaneous  muzzles 
to  prevent  the  horses  from  cropping  the  plants  when  plowing  corn.  Fruit  large, 
sncculent,  with  many  large,  shiniD^  brown  seeas ;  a  favorite  kkk!  of  the  raccoon, 
relished  by  men,  but  rejected  by  swme." — (Dr.  Warder). 

TIUACEAE.    {Lindm  Fannly). 

9.  TiLiA  Amsbicana.  Linnaeia,  Linden,  Basswood,  Lime  tree,  Whitewood. 
Generally  distributed  over  the  State;  a  favorite  for  pasture,  and  fine  shade  tree  for 
park  or  street  "It  is,"  says  Dr.  Warder,*  *'a  handsome  tree,  of  fine  form,  beautiful 
foliage,  and  abundant  bloom,  that  furnishes  delicious  honey,  and  is,  therefore,  a 
favorite  with  the  bee-master.^'  •  •  *  "The  linden  should  be  planted  in  your 
home  groves;  and  to  a  limited  extent  in  the  forest  plantation  also." 

This  tree  grows  rapidly,  and  attains  a  height  of  80  feet,  and  a  diameter  of  2  to  8 
feet,  and  is  always  an  mdicator  of  rich  soil. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong;  very  dose-^^rained,  compact,  easilv  worked; 
medullary  rays  numerous,  rather  obscure;  color,  iight-brown,  or  often  slightly  tinged 
with  red,  the  sap-wood  hardly  distinguishable;  specific  gravitv,  0.4626;  ash,  0.66; 
largely  uised  in  the  manufacture  of  wooden- ware  and  cheap  furniture,  for  panels 
ana  bodies  of  carriages,  the  inner  soles  of  shoes,  in  turnery,  and  the  manufacture  of 
paper  pulp;  it  is  excellently  adapted  and  exceedingly  used  in  carving  statuary. 

The  bark  furnishes  large  quantities  of  bast,  which  is  manufactured  into  cordage 
and  matting,  and  which  is  eagerly  sought  after  by  the  nursery  men. 

Flowers,  buds  and  leaves  are  used  in  medicine. 

10.  TizjA  HRBSOPHYLLA.     VerUmot.    (Alba,  Michz.)    White  Basswood,  Wahoo. 
On  the  Ohio  and  tributaries  not  common.    (John  Hussey).    Tree  20  to  80  feet 

high,  with  a  trunk  2  to  4  feet  in  diameter.

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Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  dose-grained,  compact,  easily  worked ;  medollary 
rays  numerous,  obscure;  color,  light-brown,  the  sap-wood  hardly  distinguishable; 
specific  gravity,  0.4268 ;  ash,  0.62;  generally  confounded  with  that  of  Tilia  Americana, 
and  used  for  similar  purposes. 

11.  Tilia  Eubopaba.  Linnaeun.  lame  tree,  European  Linden.  This  tree, 
which  has  been  introduced  from  Europe,  is  grown  in  nurseries,  for  planting  in  parks 
and  avenues.*  The  wood,  bast,  flowers,  leaves  and  buds  of  this  tree  are  used  for  like 
purposes  as  that  of  Tilia  Americana. 

RUTACEAE.    {Rue  Family) . 

12.  Xanthoxtlum  Ambrioanttm.  Miller,  Northern  Prickly  Ash,  Toothache 
tree.  A  small  tree,  rarely  attaining  a  height  of  25  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  6  to  8  inches 
in  diameter,  sometimes  reduced  to  a  smSii  shrub ;  widely  distributed,  yet  not  very 
abundant. 

Wood  light,  soft,  coarse-grained ;  medullary  rays,  numerous,  thin ;  color,  light 
brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.6654;  ash,  0.57 ;  not  used. 

Bark  very  hot  and  aromatic,  and  is  used  in  medicine. 

18.  Ptblia  TRiFOLiATA.  lAnnoeus.  Hop-tree,  Shrubby  Trefoil  Wafer  Ash.  A 
small  tree  growing  in  Centra]  and  Southern  Ohio,  15  to  20  feet  high,  trunk  6  to  8 
inches  in  diameter,  sometimes  reduced  to  a  slender  shrub. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  close-grained,  compact,  satiny,  the  annual  growths  clearly 
marked  by  two  or  three  rows  of  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  few,  thin ;  color,  yellow 
brown,  the  sap-wood  hardly  distinguishable;  specific  gravity,  0.8319;  ash,  0.30;  not 
used. 

The  fruit,  a  water-like  seed,  grows  in  clusters,  is  a  bitter  tonic,  and  has  been  used 
as  a  substitute  for  hops,  hence  the  name  hop-tree.    (Vasey). 

Bark  of  the  root  medicinal.    (Griffith). 

14.  AiLANTHUs  QLANDULOSA.     DesforUaine$,     Tree  of   Heaven.     *'This  rapidly 

f rowing  tree  from  Eastern  Asia,  brought  from  China  to  Philadelphia  in  1784,  has 
•een  rapidly  spread  over  the  country.  In  Southern  Ohio  it  has  escaped  from  culti- 
vation, and  IS  thoroughly  naturalized,  increasing  and  extending  by  suckers  and  seeds. 
The  male  flowers  have  a  disagreeable  odor,  which  unfits  it  for  street  planting,  lliis 
is  not  the  case  with  the  fruit-bearing  tree,  which  is  quite  ornamental  with  its  tinted 
samara.  The  wood  furnishes  good  fuel  (equal  to  hickory,  says  J.  M.  McCullough). 
It  has  a  waxen,  is  close  and  fine-grained,  making  good  furniture.''    (Dr.  Warder)* 

"  The  Ailanthus  is  a  large  tree,  sometimes  four  feet  in  diameter.  It  produces 
hard,  close-grained,  heavy  wood,  supplying  valuable  material  for  the  cabinet-maker, 
and  fuel  of  better  quality  than  the  White  Oak.  The  Ailanthus  is  readily  propa- 
gated, and  grows  with  a  greater  rapidity  in  a  greater  variety  of  soil  and  climate 
than  any  tree  of  North  America.  It  is  of  first-rate  economic  importance."^C.  8. 
Sargent). 

ILIOINEAE.    iEoUy  FamxLy). 

15.  Ilbx  opaoa.  AiUm,  American  Holly,  Evergreen  Holly.  Hilln  of  southern 
and  eastern  Ohio,  found  sparingly.— (John  Hussey.l  An  evergreen  tree,  80  to  40 
feet  high,  with  a  trunk  12  to  15  inches  in  diameter,  or  towards  its  northern  limits  re- 
duced to  a  shrub. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  tough,  rather  hard,  close-grained,  very  compact, 
easily  worked ;  medullarv  rays  numerous,  inconspicuous ;  color,  nearly  white,  turn- 
ing to  light  brown  with  exposure;  the  sap-wood  still  lighter;  specific  gravity, 
0.^18 ;  ash,  0.76  j  used,  and  aamirably  adapted  for  cabinet  work,  interior  finish,  and 
turnery  of  the  higher  class. 

Fruit  of  this  tree  medicinal. 

CELA8TRACEAE.    (Staf-trte  FamUy). 

16.  EnoNYMUS  ATBOp'uBPUBEUs.  Joquin,  Burning  Bush,  Wahoo,  Spindle  tree, 
Arrow  wood. 

*The  finest  and  most  f amoas  street  in  Berlin.  Germany,  is  that  known  as  Vnter  den  Ltnden  (Under 
the  Limes) ;  it  is  planted  with  foar  rows  of  limes.  In  the  center  mns  a  broad  ayenne  for  foot  pas> 
0  sengers,  and  on  each  side  are  carriage  and  foot-paths.  It  extends  from  the  Royal  PtOace  to  the 
Brandenburg  Gate,  at  the  entrance  of  the  Thiergarten,  and  the  avenne  of  Charlottenbuig.  Nearly 
equally  beautiful  is  the  avenue  of  Linden,  from  the  city  of  Hanover  to  the  Castle  Herrenhansea 
(Herrenhausen  Allee).   This  tree»  the  Linn,  gave  the  family  name  to  Linnaeus. 
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Common  everywhere ;  a  small  tree  6  to  14  feet  high,  with  a  troak  6  hichee  hi 
diameter,  often  a  mere  shrab. 

Wood  heavy,  very  dose^ained,  liable  to  check  badly  in  seasoning ;  medallary 
imvs  hardly  discernible ;  color,  white  tinged  with  orange ;  specific  gravity,  0.6692 ; 
ash,  0.68 ;  not  used. 

Bark  somewhat  nsed  in  mediciae. 

BHAMNACEAE.    {Biuskiharn  FamUy). 

17.  Bhamnub  Caboliniana.  Walter.  Frangnla  Caroliniana.<— (Gray.)  Indian 
cherry.  Devil  wood. 

A  small  tree  of  sometimes  80  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  of  from  8  to  12  inches 
in  diameter,  bnt  often  a  tall  shrub  in  Kentucky ;  **  and,"  says  Dr.  Warder,  "  probably 
found  in  southern  Ohio,  where  it  is  now  cultivated." 

Wood  light,  hard,  not  strong,  coarse-grained,  compact ;  medullary  rays  numer- 
ous, thin;  color,  light  brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.6462;  ash, 
0.64. 

The  edible  fruit  sweet  and  agreeable. 

SAPINDAOEAE.    (Soapberry  Famay,) 

18.  Abculus  Hippooabtanum.    Linnaew,    Horse  Ohestnut. 

From  Asia,  introduced  into  Europe,  and  from  thence  brought  to  this  country. 
It'is  of  a  rapid  growth  and  exceedingly  well  adapted  as  an  ornamental  shade  tree. 
In  Gerwany  and  Austria  it  is  very  extensively  planted  on  public  highways. 

Wood,  which  is  rather  soft,  is  used  in  cabinet  making  and  turneries. 

Seed  is  used  as  food  for  cattle  and  for  making  starch. 

Bark  used  in  medicine. 

^:^19.  iEscuLUS  GLABRA.  WUldmow,  Fetid,  or  Ohio  Buckeye.  Common  everv- 
where  in  Ohio.  A  tree  of  from  80  to  60  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  of  1  to  2  feet  m 
diameter. 

P^.  Wood  lightj  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact,  difficult  to  split,  often  blem- 
ished by  dark  hues  of  decay;  medullary  rays  obscure;  color,  white,  the  sap-wood 
darker ;  specific  gravity,  0.4642 ;  ash,  0.86 ;  largely  used  in  the  manufacture  of  wooden 
ware,  artificial  limbs  (lor  which  the  wood  of  sesculus  is  preferred  to  that  of  all  other 
American  trees),  paper  pulp,  wooden  hats,  less  commonly  for  the  bearing  of  shifting 
and  machinery,  ana  occasionally  manufactured  into  lumber. 

Bark  has  been  used  as  a  substitute  for  Cinchona  bark  in  the  treatment  of  inter- 
miUent  fever. 

90.  JEAcuLUB  FLAVA.  AUon,  Sweet  Buckeye.  ''This>  is  the  favorite  and  more 
beautiful  of  the  two  species,  though  often  a  smaller  tree."— (Dr.  Warder).  It  pre- 
vails more  to  the  soutnward  than  the  former.  In  favorable  situations  it  frequently 
attains  a  height  of  60  to  60  feet,  and  the  trunk  a  diameter  of  2  to  8  feet. 

Wood  light,  soft,  close-grained,  compact,  difficult  to  split ;  medullary  rays  numer- 
ous, obscure;  color,  creamy- white,  the  sap-wood  hardly  distinguishable;  specific 
gravity,  0.4274 ;  ash.  1.00. 

21.  AcsB  Peknsylvanicum.  Linnaeug.  Striped  Maple,  Mooeewood,  Striped  Dog- 
wood, €KK)se-foot  Maple,  Whistle  Wood. 

ThiB  n®^^7  \iUle  tree  is  found  on  the  conglomerate  rocks  of  eastern  Ohio.— (New- 
berry). Wortny  of  cultivation.— (Dr.  Warder).  It  attains  a  height  of  20  to  86  feet, 
with  a  trunk  of  6  to  8  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  close-grained,  compact,  satiny,  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin ; 
color,  light  brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.5299 ;  ash,  0.36. 

22.  Agbb  spioatuh.    Lamark,    Mountain  Maple. 

A  small  tree  20  to  86  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  6  to  8  inches  in  diameter;  in  cool 
woods  and  mountain  ravines.  Found  by  Prof.  Newberry  in  northern  Ohio,  as  a  tidl 
shrub. 

Wood  li^ht,  soft,  close-grained,  compact,  medullary  rays  inconspicuous;  color, 
light-brown  tmged  with  red,  the  ^ap-wood  lignter;  specific  gravity,  0.6880;  ash,  0.43. 

23.  AoxB  sAOCHABiNTTif.  Wangenheim,  Su^ar  Maple,  Sugar  tree.  Hard  Maple, 
Bock  Maple.     "Generally  distributed.    An  evidence  of  good  soil.    This  beautiful 
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tree  is  the  pride  of  oar  loreets,  and  worthy  of  a  place  in  the  lawn  and  by  the  road- 
side. Though  of  slow  growth  at  first,  it  shoots  up  rapidly  when  establiBhed/'— ^(Dr. 
Warder).  It  attains  a  height  of  80  to  120  feet,  with  a  tronk  from  2  to  4  feet  in  diam- 
eter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  tonjsh,  close-grained,  compact,  snsceptible  of  good 
polish ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin ;  color,  light  brown  tinned  with  red,  the  sap- 
wood  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.6912;  ash,  O.M;  largely  used  m  the  manufacture  of 
furniture,  shoe-lasts  and  pegs,  saddle-trees,  in  turnery,  for  interior  finish  and  floor- 
ing, in  ship  building  for  keels,  keelsons,  shoes,  etc.,  and  furnishing;  valuable  fuel ; 
curled  maple  and  birds-eye  maple,  accidental  forms  in  which  the  grain  is  beautifully 
curled  ana  contorted,  are  common,  and  highly  prized  in  cabinet  making.  Maple 
sugar  is  principdly  made  from  this  species. 

The  ashes  of  tiie  wood,  rich  in  Alkali,  yield  large  quantities  of  potash. 

24.  AoBR  NIGRUM.  Mtchaux,  Black  Sugar  Maple.  This  tree,  which  is  very 
abundant  in  Southern  Ohio,  is  considered  by  Torrey  &  Gray,  merely  a  variety  of 
Acer  saccharinum,  Wangenheim.  Lumbermen,  however,  recognize  a  very  great  dif- 
ference, a  fact  well  deserving  the  consideration  of  the  practical  forester. 

Wood  is  darker  and  heavier  than  that  of  A.  saccharinum;  specific  gravity, 
0.6916 ;  ash,  0.71 ;  used  as  that  of  the  former. 

25.  AcBB  DASTOABPUM.  EkrhordL  Soft  Maple,  White  Maple,  Silver  Maple. 
Widely  distributed,  especiallv  along  streams.  This  species  is  easily  propagated,  and 
{^ws  rapidly  while  young ;  hence,  a  favorite  with  nurserymen,  and  largely  pliuited 
m  the  streets  and  highways,  though  a  very  inferior  tree  to  the  susar  maples.  The 
limbs  are  easily  broKen  by  storms.  The  foliage  is  never  so  fine  either  in  summer  or 
in  the  autumn. — (Dr.  Warder).  A  large  tree,  60  to  120  feet  high,  trunk  8  to  6  feet  in 
diameter,  preferring  rich  soil. 

Wood  light,  hard,  strong,  brittle,  close-grained,  compact,  easily  worked ;  medul- 
lary rays  numerous^  thin ;  specific  gravity,  0.6269 ;  ash,  0.33 ;  somewhat  used  la  the 
manufacture  of  cheap  furniture,  for  fiooring,  etc.  Maple  sugar  is  occasionally  made 
from  this  species. 

26.  AcsB  RUBRUM.  Ltnna«u«.  Red  Maple,  Swamp  Maple,  Soft  Maple,  Water 
Maple.  This  tree  is  found  throughout  the  state,  especially  on  wet  lands  near 
swamps,  though  also  found  on  hills  and  among  rocks.  "  Its  neat,  compact  form,  with 
moderate  size,  adapt  it  especially  for  a  street  tree  in  village  improvement  service, 
where  its  gay  and  brilliant  autumnal  tints  make  it  a  universal  favorite.  This  tree 
sometimes  attains  fair  proportions,  and  under  peculiar  condii  ions  the  timber  presents 
the  irregularities  of  grain,  known  as  curled  and  birds-ejre. " — Dr.  Warder.*  It  attains 
a  height  of  60  to  120  feet,  with  a  trunk  3  to  6  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact,  easily  worked;  medullary 
rays  numerous,  obscure;  color,  orown,  often  tfngea  with  red,  sap-wood  lighter; 
specific  gravity,  0.6178;  ash,  0.37;  largely  used  in  cabinet  making,  turnery,  and  iat 
wooden-wsre,  guu-stocks,  etc 

27.  AcBR  PSBUDO-PLATANUs.  lAnnoeuM,  European  Sycamore  Maple,  Mountain 
Maple.  This  handsome  tree  was  introduced  from  Europe,  and  has  been  plantini 
successfully  in  Ohio.  It  is  of  rapid,  upright  growth,  with  large  foliage  and  smooth, 
ash-gray  colored  bark^  demanding  good  freshf  or  moistt  soil,  but  does  not  thrive  in 
wet,  sandy  and  dry  soil ;  it  courts  limestone  soil,  and  grows  best  in  the  plains  and  on 
northern  slopes  of  hills  and  mountains.  It  matures  at  an  sge  of  120  to  160  years,  but 
reaches  an  age  of  200  years.  Height,  80  to  100  feet,  and  diameter  of  trunk,  8  to  4  feet 
and  sometimes  more.  When  voung  this,  like  all  other  maples,  is  very  susceptible  of 
injury  by  cattle.  Wood  used  for  the  same  purposes  as  that  of  the  American  spedes 
and  is  much  prized  for  fuel ;  its  specific  gravity  is  like  that  of  the  beech. 

28.  AcBB  PLATANOiDBS.  lAnnoeuB,  Norway  Maple.  This  is  a  beautiful  romid- 
headed  tree  of  medium  size,  well  adapted  for  streets  and  park  avenues.  It  is  ''the 
glory  of  Euclid  avenue  in  Cleveland."  It  is  perfectly  hardy  in  all  parts  of  Ohio,  and 
not  easily  injured  by  late  frosts,  and  is  capable  of  enduring  a  greater  moisture  ol  the 
soil  than  the  former.  Its  wood  and  its  application  in  the  arts  is  in  all  respects  like 
that  of  Acer  pseudo-platanus.

^By  fresh  soil  U  meant  a  loil,  which,  when  preised,  leaves  traoes  of  moiiture  in  the  band. 
XMoUt  soil,  a  soil  which,  when  pressed,  drops  water. 
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29.  AcsB  CAMPE8TRB.  Linnaeut,  Field  Maple,  Common  EDglish  Maple.  This 
tree  has  been  planted  in  this  State  with  good  success.  It  attains  a  height  of  about 
90  feet,  with  a  trunk  8  to  12  inches  in  diameter;  grows  well  on  fresh  soil,  and  will 
thrive  even  on  wet  soil,  but  not  on  dry  and  poor  soil.  In  Germany  it  is  highly  valued 
in  coppice  forests,  sprouting  readily  from  stamps  and  roots.  It  furDishes  an  excel- 
lent wood,  which  is  very  hard,  easily  worked,  and  used  in  cabinet  making,  carving 
and  tamery.    As  fuel  it  surpasses  beech. 

dO.  NxGUKDO  AcBBOiDSs.  Moench,  Acer  negundo,  Linnaeup.  Box  Elder,  Ash- 
leafed  Maple.*  In  Central  and  Southern  Ohio,  on  moist  soils  alon^;  streams.  This 
10  a  fine  ornamental  tree,  of  rapid  growth,  25  to  40  feet  high ;  trunk  2  to  3  feet  in 
diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  not  compact;  medullary  rays  numer- 
OOB,  thin ;  color,  creamy  white,  the  sap-wood  hardly  distinguishable ;  specific  gravity, 
0.4328;  ash,  1.07;  occasionally  used  in  the  interior  finish  of  houses,  for  wooden- ware, 
cooperage  and  paper  pulp ;  also  used  for  oz-yokes. 

Small  quantities  of  maple  sugar  are  sometimes  obtained  from  this  species. 

ANACARDIACEAE.    {Ccahew  or  Sumac  Family), 

31.  Rhus  typhika.  Lmnaeus,  Staghom  Sumac.  Widely  distributed.  A  small 
tree,  15  to  30  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  of  6  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  or  often  a  shrub ; 
on  dry  hill  sides,  and  sometimes  along  streams  in  sandy,  moist  soil. 

Wood  light,  brittle,  soft,  coarse-mined,  compact,  satiny,  susceptible  of  good 

Solish ;  layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked  by  four  or  six  rows  of  large  open 
acta;  medullary  rayB  numerous,  obscure;  color,  yellow,  streaked  with  green,  the 
sap-wood  nearly  white;  specific  gravity,  0.4357;  ash,  0.50;  occasionally  used  for 
inlaying  cabinet  work ;  the  young  shoots  for  sap-quills  in  drawing  sugar  of  the  sugar 
maple. 

Bark  and  leaves  astringent,  rich  in  tannin,  and  somewhat  used  locally  as  a  dye 
and  in  dressing  skins. 

An  infusion  of  the  berries  used  domestically  as  a  gargle  in  cases  of  catarrhal 
sore  throat. 

82.  Rhus  cop^llina.  Linnaeus,  Dwarf  Sumac,  Mountain  Sumac.  This  tree  is 
generally  found  on  sandstone  soils  and  rocky  places ;  is  less  abundant  in  Ohio.  It  is 
a  small  tree,  15  to  30  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  of  from  6  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  or 
reduced  to  a  small  shrub. 

Wood  light,  ^ft,  not  strong,  coarse-grained,  compact,  susceptible  of  good  polish ; 
layers  of  annual  growths  clearly  marked  by  several  rows  of  large  open  ducts; 
medullary  rays  thin,  not  prominent;  color,  light-brown,  streaked  with  green,  or  often 
tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.5273 ;  ash,  OM, 

Leaves  (which  are  often  two  feet  long)  and  bark  astringent,  rich  in  tannin ;  the 
leaves  are  largely  collected,  principally  in  Maryland,  Virginia,  West  Virginia  and 
Tennessee,  and  ground  for  tanning  and  dyeing ;  the  fruit,  which  is  acid  and  astrin- 
gent, is  used  by  herbalists  in  the  form  of  decoctions,  fluid  extracts,  etc.,  as  a  gargle  in 
ue  treatment  of  sore  throat. 

33.  Rhus  tbnbnata.  IM  Candolle.  Poison  Sumac,  Poison  Elder.  Generally 
distributed;  low,  wet  swamps;  tnore  rarely  on  higher  ground.  A  small  tree,  20  to 
25  feet  high,  trunk  6  to  8  inches  in  diameter ;  more  often  a  tall  shrub. 

Wood  light,  soft,  coarse-grained,  moderately  compact ;  layers  of  annual  growtha 
closely  marked  by  three  or  fonr  rows  of  large,  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  thin,  very 
obscure;  color  high  yellow,  streaked  with  brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific 
gravity,  0.4382 ;  ash,  0.64. 

The  whole  plant,  as  well  as  the  allied  Rhus  toxicodendron  (a  shrub,  occasionally 
a  climber,)  exceedingly  poisonous  to  the  touch,  aflecting  some  persons  through  the 
air  without  contact,f  owing  to  the  presence  of  a  volatile  principle  known  as  Tmkco- 
dendric  acid, 

***There  is  a  Western  form  (perhaps  a  species)  of  this  plant,  wbleb  prevails  along  the  tribatarles  of 
the  Missonri.  reachine  high  Utitudes  in  the  Northwest,  which  is  yerv  superior  to  our  tree.  This  has 
been  introduced  by  the  nnrserjmen,  and  is  somewhat  planted  In  Ohio,  but  more  extensively  in  the 
•treets  of  Washington,  D.  C,  thsn  elsewhere."  Dr.  Warder  in  **  Woodv  Plants  of  Ohio."  Abo,  com- 
pare Dr.  Warder  on  **  Forest  trees,  adapted  to  Northern  Illinois."  ch.  p.  10.

34.  RoBiNiA  PSEUD  \CACBA.  Linnaeu$.  Locust,  Black  Locust,  Yellow  Locust 
Generally  distributed.  Tree  from  70  to  90  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  2  to  3  feet  (and 

^eometioces  more)  in  diameter.    West  of  the  Mississippi  it  is  reduced  to  a  low  shrub. 

Wood  heavy,  exceedingly  hard  and  strong,  close-grained,  compact,  very  durable 

'In  contact  with  the  ground ;  layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked  by  two  or  three 

rows  of  large  open  ducts;  color,  brown,  or  more  rarely  light-green,  the  sap-wood 

yellow ;  specific  gravity,  0.7333 ;  ash,  0.61 ;  largely  used  in  ship  building,  for  posts  of 

all  sorts,  construction,  in  turnery,  and  well  suited  for  fine  cabinet  work.    The  best 

vwood  for  tree-nails,  and  in  this  form  largely  exported. 

35.  Gymnocladus  Gakadbnsis.  Lamark,  Kentucky  Coffee  tree,  Coffee  Nut 
This  tree  extends  across  the  8tRte,  from  the  river  to  the  lake,  but  is  nowhere  abun- 

4lant ;  a  few  trees  here  and  there  in  rich  woods  and  bottoms.    Attain?  a  height  of 
irom  100  to  120  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  Srom  2  to  3  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  not  hard,  strong,  coarse-grained,  durable  in  contact  with  the  ground, 
liable  to  check  in  drying,  easily  worked,  susceptible  of  a  high  polish ;  layers  of  annual 
growth  nlearl}^  marked  by  one  or  two  rows  of  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  numerous, 
thin;  color,  rich,  light-brown,  tinged  with  red,  the  thin  sap-wood  lighter;  specific 
gravity,  0.6984 ;  ash,  0.67 ;  valuable  for  cabinet  work,  for  posts,  rails,  etc. 

The  fresh  leaves,  macerated  and  sweetened,  are  used  in  Tennessee  as  a  poison 
ior  house-flies ;  the  large  beans  of  the  pod  have  been  used  as  a  substitute  for  coffee. 

36.  Gleditschia  triacakthos.  Linnaeus.  Honey  Locust,  Black  Locust,  Three- 
-thorned  Acacea,  Sweet  Locust,  Honey  Shucks.  Generally  distributed,  but  attaining 
majestic  proportions  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State,  on  low,  rich  bottom  lands;  it 
reaches  a  height  of  from  80  to  100  feet,  exceptionally  120  feet,  with  a  truck  oi  from 
.IS  to  4  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  coarse-grained,  moderately  compact,  durable,  snsoep- 
^ble  of  a  high  polish ;  layers  of  annual  growth  strongly  marked  by  many  rows  of

A  tree  30  to  60  feet  high,  trunk  12  to  16 
inches  in  diameter.    In  rich  woods,  borders  of  streams  and  swamps. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  not  strong,  rather  coarse-grained,  compact,  susceptible  of  a 
;good  poliiih  ;  layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked  by  one  to  three  rows  of  open 
-ducts;  medullary  rays  exceedingly  numerous,  thin  ;  color,  rich  dark-brown,  tinged 
*with  red,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.6363 ;  ash,  0.72;  might  be  used  in 
«>cabinet  making.* 

ROSACEAE.    iRou  Family), 

38.  Pfiuxus  Americana.    MarthalL    Wild   Plum,  Canada  Plum,  Horse  Plum, 

*^' Common  everywhere;  formerlv  very  abundant  in  the  prairie  regions  of  the  State, 

flome  having  edible  fruit."— (Dr. 'Warder).    A  small  tree,  16  to  20  feet  high,  truck 

rarely  exceeding  one  foot  in  diameter,  rich  woods,  along  the  streams  and  borders  of 

ponds  and  swamps. 

Wood  heavy,  very  hard,  strong,  very  close-grained,  compact,  satiny,  susceptible 
of  a  beautiful  polish;  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin;  color,  rich  bright  brown  or 
often  red,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.7215;  ash,  0.18;  used  for  tool 
handles. 

39.  Prunus  angustipolia.  Marshall,  Chicassa  Michx.,  Chicassa  Plum,  Hog 
Plum.  Introduced  from  the  southern  States  by  early  river  traders  and  voyagen. 
now  naturalized  in  many  places.  A  small  tree  about  20  feet  high,  trunk  from  6  to  8 
ioches  in  diameter,  or  often  a  low  shrub. 

*  This  tree  never  merchftotable  Mze.  and  the  larger  steins  are  apt  to  be  defective.   A  white  Tarietr 
is  found  In  Uamiltoa  counif .— (Dr.  Wtrder.) 
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Wood  heavy,  soft,  not  strong;,  close-grained,  compact ;  medullary  rays  namerons, 
thin ;  color,  light  hrown  or  red,  the  sap-wood  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.6884 ;  aeh, 

40.  PBaKDs  Pennsylvanica.  Linnaeu$.  Wild  red  Cherry,  Pin  Cherry,  Pigeon 
Cherry.  A  small  tree,  common  in  woods  and  thickets;  20  to  26  feet  high,  trank  6  to 
8  inches  in  diameter;  of  rapid  growth,  and  quickly  succeeds  a  forest  clearing,  if 
neglected. 

AVood  light,  soft,  close-grained,  compact ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin ;  color, 
light  brown ;  sap- wood  clear,  yellow ;  specific  gravity,  0.&023 ;  ash,  0.4^;  not  used  in 
the  arts. 

The  small  acid  fruit  is  used  domestically  in  the  preparation  of  cough  mixtures. 

41.  Pbukus  sbbotina.  EhrJiardt.  Wild  black  Cherry,  Rum  Cherry.*  Oenerally 
distributed,  especially  on  drift  and  where  the  soil  is  deep  and  friable.  A  tree  of 
from.50  to  80  feet  high,  of  uniform  size,  and  undivided  to  the  height  of  20  to  80  feet; 
trunk  2  to  4  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  hard,  strong,  close,  straight-grained,  compact,  easily  worked; 
medullary  rays  numerous,  thin ;  color,  light  brown  or  red,  growing  darker  with  ex- 
posure; the  thin  sap-wood  yellow;  specific  gravity,  0.6822 ;  ash,  0.15;  largely  used, 
esteemed  in  fine  cabinet  work,  interior  finish,  etc.,  and  now  becoming  scarce. 

This  is  a  very  valuable  timber-tree  and  deserves  the  attention  of  the  practical 
forpster.    It  grows  very  rapidly,  sometimes  increasing  one  inch  a  year  in  diameter. 

The  bark  contains  a  bitter  tonic  principle,  and  infused  with  cold  water  generates 
a  small  percentage  of  hydrocyanic  acid. 

The  bitter  fruit  is  used  domestically  in  the  preparation  of  cherry  brandy,  cherry 
bounce, 

42.  Pybds  CAB05ABIA.  Linnaeu$,  American  Crab-apple,  Sweet-scented  Crab. 
Quite  common  in  open  places.  A  small  tree,  10  to  20  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  6  to  12 
inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  rather  soft,  not  strong,  very  close-grained,  checking  badly  in  dry- 
ing ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  obscure ;  color,  brown,  varying  to  light  red,  the  sap- 
wo<>d  yellow;  specific  gravity,  0.7048;  ash,  0.62;  used  for  levers, handles  of  toolSt 
and  in  turnery. 

Fruit  used  for  preserves,  and  occasionally  made  into  cider. 

43.  Ptbus  anoobtifolia.  AUon.  Southern  Crab-api)le,  American  Crab-apple. 
A  tree  15  to  20  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  6,  rarely  12,  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  close-grained,  checking  badly  in  drying;  medullary  rays 
numerous,  obscure;  color,  lifcht  brown  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  yellow; 
apecidc  gravity,  0.6895;  ash,  0.83;  used  like  that  of  the  sweet-cented  crab. 

44.  Cbataxqus  cbus-oalli.  Lmncteus.  Cockspur  Thorn,  Newcastle  Thorn.  A 
tree,  sometimes  a  shrub,  10  to  12  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  6  to  12  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  not  strohg,  close-grained,  compact,  satiny,  susceptible  of  a 
fine  polish ;  meduHarjr  rays  numerous,  very  obscure ;  color,  brown  tinged  with  red; 
the  sap-wood  rather  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.7194 ;  ash,  0.66. 

This  tree  has  been  used  for  hedging  in  Delaware.  The  simple  thorns  are  two 
inches  long. 

45.  Cbatasqus  coccinka.  Linnaew,  Scarlet  Haw,  Red  Haw,  White  Thorn.  A 
small  tree,  mostly  a  shrub,  rather  common,  attains  a  height  of  from  10  to  20  feet, 
with  a  trunk  of  from  6  to  12  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  close-grained,  compact ;  medullary  rays  thin,  ver^  obscure; 
color,  brown  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  a  little  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.8618 ; 
ash,  0.38. 

46.  Cbataigus  tombxtosa.  lAnmuut,  Black  Thorn,  Pear  Thorn.  Common  in 
rich  woods,  on  river  banks.  A  small  tree,  12  to  15  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  6  to  12, 
rarely  15  inches  in  diameter.    Often  reduced  to  a  shrub. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact ;  medullary  rays  numer- 
oos,  thin ;  color,  bright  reddish-brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.7688; 
ash,  0.60.

Wood  heavy,  hard,  close-grained,  checking  badly  in  drying,  satiny,  susceptible 
of  a  good  polish ;  medullary  rays  very  numerous,  obscure ;  color,  light-brown  tinged 
with  red  or  rose,  the  sap-wood  ughter ;  specific  gravity,  0.7809 ;  ash,  0.79. 

48.  AMIL4NCHIKB  Ganadkmsis.  F.  and  Gray.  June  Berry,  Shad  Bush,  Service 
Tree,  May  Cherry.  A  small  tree,  preferring  rocky  situations,  where  it  may  be  culti- 
vated ;  it  attains  a  height  of  80  to  40  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  12  to  18  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  exceedingly  hard,  strong,  close-grained,  checking  somewhat  in 
seasoning,  satiny,  susceptible  of  a  good  polish ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  very  ob- 
scure ;  color,  dark-brown,  often  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  much  lighter ;  spedfie 
gravity,  0.7888;  ash,  0.65. 

H AM AMELAOEAE.    (  Wiich  HomH  FamUy.) 

49.  Hamamkus  Virginica.  LinnaeuB,  Witch  Hasel.  Generally  distributed, 
especially  in  deep  ravines  and  north-shaded  hill-sides.  A  tree  exceptionally  20  to  90 
feet  high,  with  a  trunk  12  to  14  inches  in  diameter,  but  more  often  a  tall  shrub,  con- 
sisting of  several  crooked  branching  trunks  from  the  same  root 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  very  close-grained,  compact ;  layers  of  annual  growth  hardly 
distinguishable ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin,  obscure ;  color,  light-brown,  tinged 
with  red,  sap-wood  nearly  white;  specific  gravity,  0.6856 ;  ash,  0.87. 

The  bark  and  leaves  are  rich  in  tannin. 

50.  LiQuiDAHBBB  BTYBACiFLUA.  Lifisioeui,  Swoot  Gum,  Bilsted,  LIquidamber, 
Star-leaved  Gum,  Red  Gum.  A  large  tree,  attaining  a  height  of  from  100  to  120  feel, 
with  a  trunk  of  2  to  8  feet  in  diameter,  occurs  in  Southern  Ohio,  Scioto  county,  (John 
Hussey)  ;i8  also  reported  to  have  been  found  wild  near  Cincinnati  (?). 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  not  strong,  rather  tou^h-close-grained,  compact,  inclined  to 
shrink  and  warp  badly  in  seasoning.  Susceptible  of  a  beautiful  polish ;  meduUary 
rays  numerous,  very  obscure ;  color,  bright-brown,  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood 
nearly  white;  specific  gravity,  0.5910;  ash,  0.61;  manufi^tured  into  lumber  and  used 
in  the  construction  of  buildings,  for  plates,  boarding  and  clap-boards,  in  cabinet  work 
as  a  substitute  for  black  walnut  and  for  veneering,  and  in  street-pavements ;  its  gteai 
economic  value  is  hardly  appreciated  on  account  of  the  difficulty  experience  in 
properly  seasoning  it 

The  balsamic  exudation  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  chewing  gum. 

CORNACEAE.    (Dogwood  FamOy,) 

51.  CoBNUs  ALTEBNiFouA.  lAntuum,  Altemato-leaved  Gomel,  Dogwood.  Gren- 
erally  distributed  in  low,  rich  woods  and  borders  of  streams  and  swamps.  Tree  10 
to  20  feet  high,  and  trunk  6  to  8  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  close-sprained,  checking  badly  in  drying ;  medullary  rays  nu- 
merous, thin ;  color,  brown  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  hght  yellow ;  specific 
gravity,  0.6696 ;  ash,  0.41. 

52.  CoRKUs  FLORIDA.  lAnnoeui.  Dogwood,  Flowering  Dogwood,  Box-wood. 
Very  common.  A  small  tree,  20  to  80  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  of  from  8  to  12 
inches  in  diameter,  at  its  northern  limits  sometimes  reduced  to  a  shrub. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  close-grained,  tough,  checking  badly  in  drying,  satiny, 
susceptible  of  a  beautiful  polish |  medullary  rays  numerous,  conspicuous;  color, 
brown,  changing  in  different  speomens  to  shades  of  green  and  reo,  the  sap-wood 
lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.8158;  ash,  0.67;  used  in  turnery,  for  wood  engravings  and 
the  bearings  of  machinery,  hubs  of  wheels,  barrel  hoops,  exported  to  Europe. 

Bark,  especially  that  of  the  roots,  is  used  in  medicine. 

58.  Ntssa  SYLVATicA.  MofthalL  Kyssa  Multiflora,  Wangenheim.  Tupelo,  Pepe- 
ridge.  Black  or  Sour  Gum.  "  This  fine  tree,"  says  Dr,  Warder,  "  is  generally  distribu- 
ted on  fiat^  wet  lands.  When  exposed  it  assumes  a  handsome,  regular,  ccmical  form, 
the  branches  horiaontal  or  depending  with  layers  of  bright,  shining,  deep  green 
leaves  that  change  to  brilliant  crimson.  This  change  often  begins  with  a  spray  or 
single  branch  at  midsummer,  long  before  the  access  of  frost 
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"  This  tree  should  be  more  used  in  landscape  planting.  In  clearing  an  old  wood 
preserye  the  gams.  If  they  have  naked  shafts  their  beauty  may  be  restored  in  a 
few  years  by  catting  off  the  tops  severely.  This  tree  is  well  named — the  Nymph  of 
the  Woods.^* 

This  tree  attains  a  height  of  80  to  80  feet,  with  a  trank  of  1  to  8  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heayy,  rather  soft,  strong,  very  tongh,  onwedgeable,  difficult  to  work, 
inclined  to  check  unless  carefall}^  seasoned,  not  durable  in  contact  with  the  soil,  con- 
taining nameroue  rM^ularly  distributed  small  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  numerous, 
thin;  color,  light-yew)w,  or  often  nearly  white,  the  sap-wood  hardly  distinguishable; 
specific  gravity,  0.6358 ;  ash,  0.52;  largely  used  for  the  hubs  of  wheels,  rollers  in  glass- 
factories,  oz-yokjes,  hatters'  blocks,  etc. 

54.  Ntsba  uniflora.  WalUr.  Large  Tupelo.  Authorities  differ  as  to  the  occur- 
rence of  this  tree  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

"  Is  southern  and  perhaps  not  found  in  Ohio." — (Gray  cited  by  Dr.  Warder). 

"  Grows  in  swamps,  in  certain  sections  of  the  northern  and  middle  States."— 
(Wood). 

"Is  common  in  Ohio  in  wet  lands."— (Rev.  0.  H.  Warren). 

It  is  a  large  tree,  attaining  a  height  of  from  SO  to  90  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  8  to  4 
feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact,  unwedgeable;  medullary 
rays  numerous,  thin;  color,  light-brown,  or  often  nearly  white;  specific  gravity. 
0.5194;  ash,  0.70;  used  in  turnery,  laigely  for  wooden-ware,  broom-handles  ana 
wooden  shoes;  that  of  the  roots  for  the  floats  of  nets,  etc.,  as  a  substitute  for  cork. 

CAPRIFOLIACEAE.    (H<meymckU  Family.) 

55.  ViBUBNUM  LENTAOO.    Linnotui,   Sheepberry,  Nannyberry,  Sweet  Viburnum. 

This  rather  pretty  tree  is  quite  common  on  rocky  ridges  and  along  borders  of 
streams  in  rich,  moist  soil.  "  A  tree-like  shrub."— (Wood).  **  A  small  tree."— (Gray). 
Attains  a  height  of  10  to  15  feet ;  trunk,  6  to  10  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  close-^ined,  compact,  emitting  a  disagreeable  odor ;  medul- 
lary rays  thin,  barely  distinguishable;  color,  dark  orange-brown,  the  sap-wood  nearly 
white;  specific  gravity,  0.7803;  ash,  0.29;  may  be  used  in  tumind:. 

56.  Viburnum  prumifouum.  Linnaem,  Black  Haw,  Stag  Bush,  Sloe.  On  rocky 
hill  sides,  in  rich  soil.  A  small  tree,  10  to  20  feet  high,  trunk,  three,  rarely  six  inches 
in  diameter;  in  it6  northern  limits  generally  reduced  to  a  much  branched  shrub. 

Wood  heavy,  very  hard,  strong,  brittle,  liable  to  check  in  drying;  medullary  rays 
numerous,  very  obscure ;  color,  brown  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  nearly  white; 
specific  gravity,  0.8882;  ash,  0.52;  suitable  in  turnery. 

Fruit,  edible ;  bark,  tonic  astringent,  used  in  medicine. 

ERICACEAE.    (Heath  Family,) 

57.  OxTDBNDBUM  ARBOREUM.  DecatidolU.  Andromeda  Aiborca.  Linnaeu$,  Sorrel 
Tree,  Sour  Wood.  "  A  large  tree  on  the  sandstones  of  Southern  Ohio,  ve^  orna- 
mental, and  should  be  cultivated  in  parks  where  the  soil  is  suitable."— (Dr.  Warder). 
Forty  to  sixty  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  10  to  18  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  very  hard,  >(ery  close-grained,  compact,  susceptible  of  a  beautiful  polish; 
medullary  rays  numerous,  thin ;  color,  brown  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wooa  some- 
what lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.7458;  ash,  0.87;  used  tor  tool- handles,  bearings  of 
machinery,  etc. 

58.  Rhododkndron  maximum.  lAnnaetu,  Great  Laurel,  Rose  Bay.  "Not 
common,  and  only  in  the  southeastern  parts.  When  removed  to  the  limestone  soils 
they  die."— (Newb.),  (B.),  r W.)  Usually  about  10  to  20  feet  high  (Prof.  Newberry 
gives  20  to  80  feet) ;  trunk,  6  to  12  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  brittle,  close-grained,  compact;  medullary  rays 
numerous,  thin;  color,  light  clear  brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific  gravity, 
0.6808;  ash,  0.86;  used  in  turnery  and  a  possible  substitute  for  boxwood  in  engraving. 

59.  Kalmia  latifoua.  lAnnaeua,  Mountain  Sorrel,  Calico  Bush,  Spoon  wood. 
Toy.    *'  The  hills  of  Eastern  Ohio,  from  Lancaster,  produce  this  elegant  i^rub." — 

N).    "It  is  confined  almost  exclusively  to  sandstone  formations,  like  the  rest  of  the 
amily."— (Dr.  Warder).    In  the  United  States  census  report  for  1880,  it  is  ckrssed 
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among  trees ;  it  attains  a  height  of  from  20  to  sometimes  (though  perhaps  not  in 
Ohio)  40  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  1  to  2  feet  in  diameter.  In  the  Southern  Allefcbeny 
mountains  it  often  forms  dense,  impenetrable  thickets. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  stronpf,  brittle,  close-grained,  compact;  principal  medullary 
rays  broad,  dark-brown,  conspicuous;  intermediate  rays  numerous,  thin,  inconspicu- 
ous; color,  brown,  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  somewhat  lighter;  specific  gravity, 
0.7iHO;  ash,  0.41 ;  used  for  tool-handles,  in  turnery,  and  for  fuel. 

The  leaves,  buds  and  fruit,  reputed  poisonous  to  cattle,  are  occasionally  used 
medicinally. 

EBEXACEAE.    {Ebony  Family). 

60.  Dio3PTR08  ViBGiNiANA.  lAnnaeuB,  Persimmon.  This  tree  differs  very 
greatly  in  size,  while  iu  the  northern  limits  it  attains  a  heigbt  of  but  about  20  feet; 
it  occasionally  measures  60  in  the  South  ;  its  greatest  heigbt  in  Ohio  is  about  40  feet, 
with  a  trunk  of  from  8  to  15  inches  in  diameter.  Of  this  tree  Dr.  Warder  says 
in  his  "  Woody  plants  of  Ohio:"  "  Central  and  Southern  Ohio.  Common,  growing 
80  feet  high  and  some  inches  in  diameter.  Foliage  smooth  and  handsome.  Flowers 
heatb-like  and  fragrant,  followed  by  a  berry  fruit,  very  astringent  until  fully  ripe, 
when  it  becomes  sweet  and  luscious.  Matures  on  different  trees  from  September  to 
December.  It  also  varies  greatly  in  form,  s'ze,  color  and  quality.  Should  be  im- 
proved by  selection  of  seedling  from  the  best. " 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  very  close-grained,  compact,  susceptible  of  a  high  polish, 
containing  few  scattered  open  ducts,  the  rings  of  annual  growth  marked  by  one  or 
more  rows  of  similar  ducts;  medullary  rays  numerous,  conspicuous;  color,  daik- 
brown,  often  nearly  black,  the  thick  sap-wood  light-brown,  often  containing  numer- 
ous darker  spots;  specific  gravity  t)f  the  sap-wood,  0.7908;  ash,  0.96;  used  in  turnery, 
for  shoe-lasts,  plane  stocks,  etc.,  and  preferred  for  bhnttles;  the  dark^  heart- wood 
only  developed  in  very  old  specimens  and  rarely  seen. 

From  the  fruit  a  beverage  known  as  "  Simmon  Beer  **  is  prepared. 

The  unripe  fruit,  also  the  inner  bark,  have  tonic  and  astringent  properties,  and 
are  occasionally  used  in  medicine. 

STYRAOACEAE.    {^torax  Family). 

61.  Halbsia  tetrapteba.  Linnaeus,  Rattle  Box,  Snow-drop  tree,  Silver  Bell. 
Calico  Wood.  "  On  the  banks  of  the  Ohio,  above,  in  West  Virginia.'*— (Gray).  A 
small  tree  of  the  southern  states,  cultivated  in  Southern  Ohio  and  found  hardy,  but 
is  reduced  to  a  tall  shrub ;  in  its  native  habitat  it  attains  the  height  of  30  to  4U  feet, 
with  a  trunk  of  4  to  6  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  close-grained,  com|>act ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin ;  color, 
light-brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.5628 ;  ash,  0.40. 

OLEACEAE.    {Olive  Family). 

62.  Frazinus  Ambricana.  Linnaeus.  White  Ash.  One  of  the  most  valuable 
trees,  generally  distributed,  preferring  low,  rich,  moist  soil ;  attaining  a  height  of  from 
70  to  100  feet,  with  a  trunk  8  to  6  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  ultimately  brittle,  coarse-grained,  compact,  layers  o( 
annual  growth  clearly  marked  by  several  rows  of  large  op%n  ducts,  occupying,  in 
slowly-grown  specimens,  nearly  the  entire  width  of  the  annual  rings;  medullary  rays 
numerous,  obscure;  color,  brown,  the  sap-wood  much  lighter,  often  nearly  white; 
specific  gravity,  0.6643 ;  ash,  0.42;  specific  gravity  of  the  heavier  sap-wood,  0.7180; 
Urgely  used  in  the  manufacture  of  agricultural  implements,  carriages,  handles,  oars, 
in  house  building  and  cabinet  work.  In  consideration  of  the  great  value  of  the  wood 
of  this  tree.  Dr.  J.  A.  Warder  suggested  that  Ohio  might  emulate  Massachoaetts  in 
offering  premiums  for  its  successful  cultivation. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  raising  of  this  tree,  on  a  large  scale,  would  be  a 
paying  enterprise. 

63.  Fbazinus  PUBsscENs.  Lamark.  Red  Ash.  Less  widely  distributed.  Found 
in  Summit  county  (Newb.);  it  prefers,  like  the  white  ash,  low,  rich,  moist,  soil ; 
reaches  a  heigbt  of  about  70  feet,  with  a  trunk  1  to  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hardj  strong,  brittle,  coarse-grained,  compact;  medullary  rays 
numerous,  thin ;  color,  rich  brown,  the  sap-wood  light-brown,  streaked  with  yellow ; 
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specific  gravity,  0.6251 ;  ash,  0.26;  specific  gravity  of  lighter  sap-wood,  0.5609;  some- 
what need  as  a  substitute  for  the  more  valuable  white  ash,  with  which  it  is  often 
confounded. 

64.  Fraxinus  viBiDis.  M'ichaux.  Fraxinus  jnglandifoiia,  Lamark.  Green  Ashv 
"  Generally  distributed,  but  often  overlooked.  Found  usually  in  low  );;round8  and 
near  streams.  This  tree  does  not  reach  the  noble  proportions  of  the  White  Ash,  but 
its  clean  foliage  and  smaller  size  adapt  it  to  the  streets  nf  towns  and  to  roadside 

Slanting.    It  is  easy  to  propagate  and  throws  rapidly."— (Dr.  Warder).    It  attains  a 
eight  of  30  to  40  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  I  to  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  bard,  strong,  brittle,  rather  coarse-grained,  compact,  satiny,  con- 
taining numerous  scattered  small  open  ducts,  the  layers  of  annual  growth  marked 
by  several  rows  of  large  ducts;  medullary  rays  nniserous,  small,  obscure;   color, 
brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.7117;  ash,  0.65;  inferior  in  quality,, 
although  often  used  as  a  substitute  for  white  ash. 

65.  Fraxincs  qdadrakgulata.  Michaux.  Blue  A^h.  This  tree  occurs  more* 
frequently  in  Soutliwestern  Ohio  than  in  other  portions  of  the  State;  attains  a 
heitcht  of  60  to  90  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  1  to  2  feet  in  diameter;  its  favorite  localities 
are  limestone  hills,  rarely  found  in  the  bottoms. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  not  strong,  brittle,  close-grained,  compact,  satiny ;  layers  of 
annual  growth  clearly  marked  by  one  to  three  rows  of  large,  open  ducts;  medullary 
rays  numerous,  obscure;  color,  light  yellow,  streaked  with  brown,  the  sap-wood 
lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.7184 ;  ash,  0.78.  "The  lumber  nf  this  species,"  says  Dr.. 
John  A.  Warder,  **is  not  distinguished  from  that  of  the  White  Ash,  though  gener- 
ally called  Gray  Ash  by  the  woodsmen,  who  claim  that  it  is  lra»/i,  and  has  lese- 
strength  than  the  other  species.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  this  condition  de- 
pends rather  upon'the  age  of  the  plant,  and  to  be  found  in  old  trees  of  either 
kind."» 

66.  Frazimus  sambucifolia.  Lamarh  Black  Ash,  Swamp  Ash,  Hoop  Ash,. 
Ground  Ash.  Ck)mmon  in  swamps,  on  low  river  banks  and  wet  lands ;  attains  a- 
height  of  60  to  80  feet,  trunk  1  to  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  soft,  not  strong,  tough,  rather  coarse-grained,  compact,  durable^ 
separating  easilv  into  thin  layers;  layers  of  annual  growth  strongly  marked  by 
several  rows  of  large  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  thin ;  color,  dark  brown,  the  sap- 
wood  light  brown,  or  often  nearly  white ;  specific  gravity,  0.6818 ;  ash,  0.72 ;  specific 
gravity  of  the  heavier  sap-wood,  0.7465,  largely  used  for  interior  finish,  fencing,, 
barrel -hoops,  in  cabinet  making,  and  the  manufacture  of  baskets. 

The  Indians  are  said  to  have  used  the  saplings  of  this  tree  for  making  brooms. 

67.  Fraxinus  rxcslsior.  Liunaeua,  Common  Ash.  Introduced  from  Europe. 
A  tree  60  to  100  feet  high,  with  about  2  feet  in  diameter,  has  been  much  planted  in- 
streets  and  parks,  and  though  highly  esteemed  in  Europe  for  its  excellent  timber,, 
and  its  bark  for  tanning,  it  is  in  no  way  superior  to  our  native  species.  Some  of  it»- 
varieties  are  very  ornamental,  the  most  remarkable  of  which  are  probably  the  varie- 
ties aurea  (Golden  Barked  Ash)  and  aurea  pendula  (Golden  Barked  Weeping  Ash) ;. 
both  are  particularly  conspicuous  in  winter  on  account  of  the  color  of  the  bark, 
which  is  as  yellow  as  gold.  Another  noteworthy  variety  of  this  species  is  the 
Fraxinus  excelsior  pendula,  which  is  one  of  the  finest  lawn  and  arbor  trees.  All  of 
these  are  cultivated  in  this  country,  but  are  rare  in  Ohio. 

68.  CnioNANTHUS  Virginica.    Linncuus.    Fringe  tree.  Old  Man's  beard.    In- 
digenous in  southern  Ohio,  but  cultivated  in  all  parts  of  the  Stale.    A  small  tree,  1^ 
to  80  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  6  to  8  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  close-grained,  compact ;  layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by 
several  rows  of  large  open  ducts,  connected  by  branching  groups  of  similar  ducts ;: 
meflullaryrays  numerous,  obscure;  color, light  brown, the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific 
gravity,  0.6372 ;  ash,  0.51. 

Bark  and  root  medicinal. 

BIGNONIACEAE.    (Bignonia  Family). 

69.  Gatalpa  Bigno.vioidbs.     Waller,    Catalpa,  Catawba,  Bean  tree.  Cigar  tree,^. 
Indian  Bean.    A  native  ot  Georgia,  introduced  at  an  early  time,  and  is  fairly  natural- 
ized in  southern  Ohio.    A  fine,  wide-spreading  tree,  30  to  40  feet  high,  with  a  trunk 
1  to  2  feet  in  diameter,

Wood  light,  soft,  not  stroDg,  coarse-grained,  compact,  very  durable;  lajera  of 
annaal  growth  clearly  marked  by  many  rows  of  large  open  dacts ;  medalli^  rays 
numeroos,  obscure ;  color,  light  brown,  the  thin  (one  or  two  years  old)  sap-wood 
lighter,  often  nearly  whHe;  specific  gravity,  0.4474;  ash,  0.38;  used  and  highly 
valued  for  fence-posts,  rails,  etc 

Seeds  and  dried  bark  medicinal. 

70.  Catalpa  Sp£CI08a.  Warder,  Western  Catalpa,  Hardy  Catalpa,  Early 
Blooming  Gatalpa.  '*  This  valuable  tree  was  brought  from  Indiana  by  Gov.  W.  H. 
Harrison,  and  is  now  nearly  naturalized  where  planted  in  southwestern  Ohio.  This 
tree  is  more  erect  than  the  preceding,  the  timber  equally  dnVable,  and  the  plant, 
much  more  hardy,  may  be  set  out  in  any  part  of  the  State."— (Dr.  J.  A.  Warder.) 
A  grove  of  this  species  was  planted  on  the  frrounds  of  the  Forest  Academy  of 
Tharant,  Saxony,  April  27, 1882,  in  honor  of  the  first  Arbor  Day  in  Ohio,  and  is  called 
the  Cincinnati  Grove. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  coarse-grained,  compact,  very  durable  in  contact 
with  the  soil ;  layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked  by  several  rows  of  large  open 
ducts;  medullary  rays  numerous,  obscure  ;  color,  brown,  the  thin  sap-wood  lighter ; 
specific  gravity,  0.41B5 ;  ash,  0.80;  largely  used  for  railroad  ties,  fence-posts,  raib,  etc^ 
and  adapted  for  cabinet  work  and  interior  finish,  capable  of  a  fine  polish. 

LAURACEAE.    (Laurel  Family,) 

Sassafras  Officinalb.  N^s  v.  EsenUck.  Laurus  Sassafras,  Linnaeus  Sassafras. 
"  The  tree,"  says  Dr.  J.  A.  Warder,  "  is  widely  distributed,  especially  on  light,  sandy 
and  gravelly  soils,  rather  dry  than  wet.  The  foliage  is  variable.  The  growth  is 
rapid.  Young  shoots  retain  the  green  bark,  which,  and  espe»pia)ly  the  roots,  are 
highly  aromatic,  owing  to  the  presence  of  a  substance  resembling  camphor.    In  the 

grairies  and  barrens  of  Ohio  the  tree  is  generally  small,  because  they  were  destroyed 
y  fires  in  the  early  settlement  of  the  country.  A  large  tree  in  Warren  county  has 
been  recently  measured  by  Mr.  W.  Bean,  with  the  following  results:  Circumference 
of  trunk,  1  foot  from  the  ground,  10  feet  2  inches ;  at  6  feet,  7  feet  3  inches ;  height, 
50  feet" 

Generally  it  attains  a  height  of  from  40  to  60  feet,  with  a  trunk  2  to  8  feet  in 
dfkuneter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  brittle,  close-grained,  very  durable  in  contact  with 
the  soil,  slightlv  aromatic,  checking  in  drying;  layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked 
with  three  or  four  rows  of  large  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin ;  color, 
dull  orange  brown,  the  thin  sap-wood  light-vellow ;  specific  gravity,  0.5052;  ash,  0.10; 
used  for  light  skifis,  ox-yokes,  etc.,  and  largely  for  fence-posts  and  rails,  and  in 
cooperage. 

The  roots,  and  especially  its  bark,  furnish  a  powerful  aromatic  stimulant ;  from 
it  the  oil  of  sassafras  is  distilled.  The  leaves  and  pith  of  shoots,  being  mucilaginous, 
are  used  iu  domestic  medicine,  and,  in  cooking,  contributes  to  the  excellence  of 
Southern  Gumbo. 

URTICACEAE.    (Nettle  Tree  Family.) 

72.  Ulmus  fulva.  Miehtaux,  Red  Elm,  Slippery  Elm,  Moose  Elm.  Widely 
distributed  on  rich  lands  and  hill  sides,  attaining  a  height  of  50  to  70  feet,  with  a 
trunk  of  from  1  to  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  very  close-grained,  compact,  durable  in  contact  with 
the  ground,  splitting  readily  when  green ;  layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked 
by  several  rows  of  large  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin ;  color,  dark- 
brown  or  red,  the  thin  sap-wood  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.6956 ;  ash^  0.83.  Largely 
used  for  wheel  stock,  fence-posts,  railway  ties,  sills,  etc. 

The  inner  bark  mucilaginous,  nutritious,  and  extensively  used  as  an  emollient 
in  medical  practice.    The  tough  bark  is  useful  on  the  farm. 

73.  Ulmus  Ambbicana.  Linnaeut,  White  Elm,  American  Elm,  Water  Elm. 
This  magnificent  tree  is  found  in  all  parts  of  the  State  on  wet  fiats,  is  "  large  and  um- 
brageous and  well  adapted  for  ^rand  avenues,  but  too  great  for  crowded  streets  in 
towns.  Mr.  Micheaux  called  this  the  grandest  vegetable  in  America,  but  the  early 
pioneers  did  not  esteem  it  highly  because  they  could  not  split  the  logs,  and,  when 
nwed.  the  lumber  would  sprmg  and  was  prone  to  decay ;  hence,  the  trees  were 
^rdled  and  left  to  decay."— (Dr.  J.  A.  Warder.) 
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A  large  tree,  attaining  a  height  of  from  90  to  110  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  from  6  to  8 
feet  in  diameter;  thrives  best  on  rich,  moist  soil.* 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  tongh,  rather  coarse-grained,  compact,  difficult  to 
split ;  layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked  by  several  rows  of  large  open  ducts ; 
medollary  rays  numerous,  thin ;  color,  light-brown,  the  sap-wood  somewhat  lighter ; 
specific  gravity,  0.6606 ;  ash,  0.80.  Largely  used  for  wheel  stock,  saddle  trees,  flooring, 
in  oooperase,  largely  exported  to  Great  Britain  and  used  in  boat  and  ship  building. 
"^  The  wood  is  not  considered  durable  when  exposed  to  the  weather."— (Dr.  Geo. 
Vasey.) 

74.  Ulmus  racehosa.  Thomoi,  Rock  Elm,  Cork  Elm,  Hickory  Elm,  Cliff  Elm, 
Thomas'  Elm.  Rare,  but  found  in  Northern  Onio.~(Beara]ey.)  Found  in  Wayne 
county,  Indiana,  and  mav  be  on  our  side  of  the  State  line,  but  not  seen.— (Dr.  J.  A. 
Warder.)    Found  a  specimen  near  Cincinnati.— (L.) 

A  large  and  very  valuable  tree,  generally  found  on  low,  wet  clav,  rich  uplands, 
rocky  declivities,  reaching  its  greatest  development  in  Southern  Ontario  and  the 
eonthern  peninsula  of  Michigan ;  height  70  to  lOO  feet,  diameter  of  trunk,  2  to  8  feet 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  very  strong,  tough,  very  close-grained,  compact,  susceptible 
of  a  beautiful  polish  ;  layers  of  annual  growth  marked  with  one  or  two  rows  of  small 
o|>en  ducts ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  obscure ;  color,  light  clear  brown,  often  tinged 
with  red,  the  thick  sap-wood  much  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.7263;  ash,  0.60.  Large- 
ly used  in  the  manufacture  of  heavy  agricaitural  implements,  wheel  stock,  and  lor 
nulway  ties,  bridge  timbers,  sills,  etc.  '*  It  clobely  resembles  the  white  elm,  but  may 
be  distinguished  by  the  corky  wings  of  the  smaller  branches,  which  cause  them  to 
look  grotesque  and  rough." — (Dr.  Geo.  Vasey.) 

Ulmus  alata.  Mich^aux.  Wahoo,  Winged  Elm.  Southern,  occasionally  seen 
in  cultivation ;  prefers  dry  gravelly  soil.  A  small  tree,  reaching  a  height  of  from  80 
to  40  feet,  and  a  diameter  of  1  to  2  feet. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  not  strong,  very  close-grained,  compact,  unwedgeable ;  med- 
ullary rays  distant,  not  conspicuous;  color,  brown,  the  sap-^ood  lighter;  specific 
gravity,  0.7491 ;  aeh,  0.99.  •  Largely  used  for  hubs,  blocks,  etc. 

76.  Ulmus  gampestris.  Linnaeus.  European  Field  Elm,  English  Elm.  Itftro- 
dnced  from  Europe,  but  cultivated  as  an  ornamental  tree ;  it  reaches  a  height  of  60 
to  90  feet,  and  a  aiameter  of  3  to  4  feet. 

Wood  used  as  timber  and  fuel,  and  is  highly  valued.  The  young  bark  is  used 
in  tannery. 

77.  Celtis  0CCIDSNTAL19.  Linnoeus.  Hack  Berry,  Sugar  Berry,  Nettle  Tree.  A 
large  tree,  common,  preferring  rich  bottoms,  though  growing  also  on  hillsides,  reach- 
ing a  height  of  60  to  90,  sometimes  100  feet,  with  a  trunk  2  to  I  feet  in  diameter; 
sometimes  reduced  to  a  low  shrub. 

Wood  heavy,  rather  soft,  not  strong,  coarse- grained,  compact,  satiny,  susceptible 
of  a  good  polish ;  layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked  by  several  rows  of  large 
open  ducts,  containing  many  small  groups  of  smaller  ducts,  arranged  in  intermediate 
concentric  rings;  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin  ;  color,  clear  light-yellow,  the  sap- 
wood  lighter;, specific  gravity,  0.7287;  ash,  1.09.  '*Not  durable  for  farm  use  and 
rather  inferior  as  fuel."— (Dr.  J.  A.  Warder.) 

78.  MoBUS  BUBBA.  Ltnnaexis,  Red  Mulberry,  Common  Mulberry.  Very  widely 
distributed.  Though  generally  a  small  tree,  it,  at  times,  attains  a  height  of  60  to  70 
feet,  with  a  trunk  of  from  3  to  i  feet  in  diameter.  Its  favorite  localities  are  rich 
bottom  lands.  Of  this  tree  Dr.  W.  B.  Lapham  saysf :  "  It  is  a  beautiful  tree  and 
should  be  more  generally  grown  where  it  will  do  well  for  ornamental  purposes." 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  rather  tough,  coarse-grained,  compact,  very  durable 
in  contact  with  the  soil,  satiny,  susceptible  of  a  good  polish ;  layers  of  annual  growth 
clearly  marked  by  several  rows  of  large  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  nixnerous,  thin ; 
color,  light  orange-yellow ;  the  sap-wood  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.5898 ;  ash,  0.71 ; 
largely  used  in  fencing,  cooperage,  for  snaths,  etc. 

The  fruit,  which  is  of  a  deep  red  color  in  form,  resembline  the  blackberry,  is 
quite  palatable ;  is  eagerly  eaten  by  birds  and  is  extensively  sold  in  the  market.

«  Farm  and  Hearth,  January,  1886,  p.  1,  article  "  Mulberry  CuUurc'' 
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79.  MoRUs  NIGRA.  Linnaeus,  Black  Mulberry,  European  Mulberry.  A  natire 
of  Southern  Asia;  was,  at  an  earl^  time,  brought  to  Euro^,  and  from  thence  intro- 
duced into  this  country,  where  it  is  cultivated.  It  is  occasionally  seen  in  cultivation 
in  Ohio.  It  reaches  a  height  of  about  30  feet,  with  a  trunk  about  1  foot  in  diameter. 
A  fine  spreading  tree  with  cornate,  or  ovate,  or  three-lobed  leaves,  and  fertile  oval 
spikes.  The  fruit,  which  is  dark-red  or  blackish  and  of  an  aromatic  acid  flavor  is» 
in  the  old  country,  eaten  either  raw  or  cooked  as  preservep.  The  juice  is  very  ex- 
tensively used  for  coloring  wines,  or  boiled  into  a  syrup.  When  mixed  with  apple- 
juice  it  makes  what  is  known  as  mulberry  wine  or  mulberry  cider. 

The  mulberry  may  be  grown  from  seed  or  from  cuttings  like  the  willow*. 

80.  Maclura  ADRAUTiACA.  NuUdL  Ossage  Orange,  Bois  B'Ark.  A  southwest- 
em  tree,  planted  in  Ohio  cbieily  for  hedging.  It  is  thouKht  that  it  reaches  its  great- 
est development  along  the  valley  of  the  Red  River  in  the  Indian  territory,  where  it 
attains  a  height  of  50  to  60  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  about  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  exceedingly  hard,  very  strong,  flexible,  close-grained,  compact ; 
very  durable  in  contact  with  the  ground,  satiny,  susceptible  of  a  beautiful  polish, 
containing  numerous  small  open  ducts,  layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked  by 
broad  bands  of  larger  ducts;  medullary  rays  thin,  numerous,  conspicuous;  color, 
bright-orange,  turning  brown  with  exposure,  the  sap-wood  light-yellow ;  speci6e 
gravity,  0.7736;  ash,  0.68;  largely  used  for  fence  posts,  paving  (Hocks,!  railway  ties, 
wheel  stock. 

(For  a  full  and  an  exhaustive  account  of  the  Maclura  as  a  hedge-plant,  the  reader 
is  referred  to  Dr.  John  A.  Warder's  work  on  Htdgu  and  EvergrteM,  published  by 
Orange  Judd  Co.,  New  York.) 

PLATANACEAE.    {Plane-Ttix  FamUy.) 

81.  Plat  ANUS  occide.vtalis.  Liw%aeuM.  American  Plane  Svcamore,  Bnttonwood» 
Button  Ball  Tree,  Water  Beech.  Widely  distributed,  generally  along  streams  and 
river  bottoms,  in  rich  moist  soil.  "  In  open  grounds,''  says  Dr.  John  A.  Warder,  '^ii 
forms  an  umbrageous  tree  of  beautiful  massive  form,  with  a  spread  of  100  feet,  and 
rising  as  a  majestic,  but  not  formal  cone,  to  a  height  of  equal  extent,  as  may  be  seen 
at  Spring  Grove  Cemetery."  *•  It  is,"  says  Prof.  8.  O.  Sargent,  "  the  largest  tree  of  the 
Atlantic  forests ;"  attains,  sometimes,  a  height  of  from  100  to  120  feet,  with  a  trunk 
of  6  to  12  feet  in  diameter;  unfortunately,  the  large  specimens  are  generally  hollow. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  not  strong,  very  close-grained,  compact,  difiBcult  to  split  and 
work;  layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked  by  broad  bands  of  small  ducts;  the 
numerous  medullary  rays  very  conspicuous ;  color,  brown  tinged  with  red,  the  sap- 
wood  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.5678;  ash,  0.46;  largely  used  for  tobacco  boxes,  ox- 
yokes,  butchers  blocks.  *'Tbe  timber  has,"  says  Dr.  Warder,  '*been  applied  to  the 
manufacture  of  cheap  furniture,  and,  more  recently,  it  is  cut  into  thin  boards,  stained 
and  stamped  to  imitate  mahogany." 

JUGLANDACEAE.    {WalnxU  Family.) 

82.  JuGLANs  ciNSBEA.  Zi/inonu.  Butternut  and  White  Walnut.  This  tree  m 
generally  distributed  throughout  the  State,  but  grows  best  in  the  northern  part; 
attains  a  height  of  from  60  to  100  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  2  to  3  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  rather  coarse-grained,  compact,  easily  worked, 
satiny,  susceptible  of  a  beautiful  polish,  containing  numerous  regularly-distributed, 
large,  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  distant,  thin,  obscure ;  color,  bright  light-brown, 
turning  dark  with  exposure,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.4086;  ash,  0.51; 
largely  used  for  interior  finish,  cabmet  work,  etc. 

The  inner  bark,  especially  that  of  the  root,  is  used  as  a  mild  cathartic,  and 
furnishes  a  yellow  dye. 

83.  JuQLANS  NIGRA.  Linruuus,  Found  in  all  parts  of  the  State  on  the  richest* 
deep  soils.  Commercially  speaking,  this  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  forest  trees  of 
the  State  and  of  the  countrv ;  it  attains  a  height  of  100  to  130  feet  (sometimes  more), 
with  a  trunk  of  6  to  10  feet  in  diameter ;  now  very  scarce  everywhere,  and  practicallj 
extinct  in  some  parts  of  the  country,  where  formerly  it  abounded.

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Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  rather  coarse-grained,  liable  to  check  if  not  carefally 
seABoned,  easily  worked,  susceptible  of  a  beautifal  polish,  durable  in  contact  with  the 
0oil,  containing  numerous  large,  regularlynlistributed  open  ducts;  medullary  rays 
nanaerous,  thin,  not  conspicuous;  color,  rich  dark-brown,  ihe  thin  sap-wood  much 
lighter;  specific  gravity,  0  6115;  ash,  0.79;  more  generally  used  in  cabinet  making, 
interior  finish,  and  for  gun-stocks  than  that  of  any  other  North  American  tree. 

84.  Cabya  olivaefobmis.  NullalL  Pecan  nut.  Pecan,  Illinois  nuts.  A  tree  of 
the  southwest,  but  cultivated  in  Ohio.— (Dr.  .Jchn  A.  Warder).  A  large  tree  from 
100  to  150  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  of  3  to  6  feet  in  diameter,  favoring  borders  of 
Btreams  and  low,  rich  soil. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  not  strong,  brittle,  close-grained,  compact;  layers  of  annual 
^owth  marked  by  one  or  two  rows  of  large  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  numerous, 
thin;  color,  light-brown,  tinged  .with  red,  the  sap-wood  lighter  brown;  specific 
{[gravity,  0.7180;  ash,  1.18 ;  not  much  used  except  for  fuel. 

The  nuts  are  collected  in  great  quantities,  afTordiag  an  important  article  of 
commerce. 

85.  Cabya  alba.  NuUqIL  8hell-bark  Hickory.  Shag-bark  Hickory.  This  fine 
species  is  geoerally  distributed,  but  abounds  on  fiat  lands,  as  in  Central  Ohio. — (Dr. 
John  A.  Warder).  It  grows  to  a  height  of  8J  to  100  feet  (occasionally  larger  trees  lire 
found),  and  has  a  trunk  of  3  to  4  feet  in  diameter,  on  rich  hill  sides  and  sandy  ridges. 

Wood  heavy,  very  hard  and  strong,  tough,  close-grained,  compact,  fiezible; 
layers  of  annual  growth  clearly  marked  with  one  to  three  rows  of  large  open  ducts; 
medullary  rays  numerous,  thin ;  color,  brown,  the  thin  and  more  valuable  sap-wood 
nearly  white;  specific  gravity,  0.8372 ;  ash,  0.73;  much  esteemed  in  carriage  making 
and  in  the  manufacture  of  agricultural  implements,  ax-handles,  baskets,  ana  for  other 
mei!hanical  purposes.  Considered  superior  to  all  other  Wood  for  fuel.~(Wood). 
Hickory  planks  are  largely  exported  to  Europe  for  gun  carriages.— ( Warder). 

The  outer  bark  separates  in  long  strips,  hence  the  name  shell-bark  hickory ;  the 
bark  is  useful  in  tanning,  and  used  in  medicine.    Fruit  edible. 

86.  Cabya  sulcata.  Nuliall,  Big  8hell-bark,  B9ttom  8hell-bark,  Thick  Shell- 
bark.  Generally  difttributed,  but  develops  best  on  rich  lands  near  rivers,  where  it 
attains  a  height  of  80  to  100  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  2  to  4  feet  in  diameter.  It  closely 
resembles  Carya  alba.    The  bark  is  divided  into  long  strips. 

Wood  heavy,  very  hard,  strong,  and  tough,  very  close-grained,  compact,  flexible; 
layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by  one  or  two  rows  of  large  open  ducts ;  medullary 
Ttkyn  numerous,  obscure;  color,  dark-brown,  the  sap-wood  nearly  white;  specific 
gravity,  0.8108;  ash,  0.90:  used  for  the  same  purposes  as  that  of.  Shell-bark  Hickoiy. 

Nuts  with  a  very  thick,  four-pnrted  pericarp  and  nearly  twice  as  large  as  those 
of  Carya  alba ;  are  sweet  and  edible. 

87.  Cabya  tombntosa.  NafialL  Juglans  alba.  Linnaeui,  Mockernut,  White- 
heart  Hickory,  King  Nut,  Black  Hickory,  Bull  Nut  Less  common.  A  fine  tree, 
attaining  a  height  of  60  to  90  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  three  to  four  feet  in  diameter ; 
generally  on  rich  upland  hillsides. 

Wood  heavy,  very  hard,  strone,  tough,  very  close-grained,  checking  in  drying, 
flexible,  containing  few  large,  regularly  distributed  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  nu- 
merous, thin,  obacure;  color,  rich  dark  brown,  the  thick  sap-wood  nearly  white; 
specifi '.  gravity,  0.8216;  ash,  1.06;  used  for  the  same  purposes  as  that  of  the  Shell- 
baik  Hickory. 

''The  nuts  are  large  and  hard  to  crack,  having  a  thick  woodv  shelI.''~(Dr.  J.  A. 
Warder). 

88.  Cabya  pobcina.  NuUall.  Pig-nut  Hickory,  Black  Hickory,  Brown  Hickory. 
On  dry  hills  and  uplands,  common.  Height,  60  to  80  feet  (sometimes  more) ;  diam- 
eter of  trunk,  three  to  four  feet  and  more. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  very  strong  and  tough,  flexible,  close-grained,  checking  in 
drying,  containing  many  large,  open  ducts ;  color,  dark  or  light  brown,  the  thick  sap- 
wood  lighter,  often  nearlv  white;  specific  gravity,  0.8217;  ash,  0.99;  used  for  the 
same  purpose  as  that  of  the  other  hickories,  out  preferred  wherever  great  strength 
is  required ;  an  excellent  fuel. 

89.  Cabya  auaba.  NuitcUl.  Bitter  Nut,  Swamp  Hickory,  Brown  Hickory. 
Generally  distributed ;  a  laree  tree  on  the  Ohio  river  hills.— ( Dr.  J.  A.  Warder).  It 
reaches  a  height  of  60  to  80  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  two  to  three  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  very  hard,  strong,  tough,  close  grained,  checking  in  drying,  layers 
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of  annaal  growtk  marked  by  several  rows  of  larse.  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  na- 
meroQS,  obscure ;  color,  dark  brown,  the  sap-wood  light  brown,  or  often  nearly  white; 
specific  gravity,  0.7652 ;  ash,  1.08 ;  largely  used  for  hoops,  ox-yokeSj  etc  The  drape 
has  a  thin  shell,  easily  broken,  and  the  kernel  it  so  bitter  that  animalw  will  hanuy 
touch  it 

**  This  tree  may  be  distinguiphed  by  the  prominent  yellowish  buds  on  the  twiga." 
—(Warder). 

90.  Cabya  MICBOOABPA.  NutUdl*  Small-fruited  Hickory.  *'A  large  tree  growing 
on  moist  lands.  Fruit  small."— (Darlington).  "Found  in  Northern  Ohio."— (^ 
(Quoted  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Warder). 

CUPULIFERAE.    (Oak  Family.) 

91.  QuBRcus  ALBA.  Linnoeus,  White  Oak.  A  large  and  very  valuable  tree; 
generally  distributed,  but  preferring  light  soils  on  clay ;  attains  a  height  of  lOU  to  140 
feet  (sometimes  even  more),  with  a  diameter  of  4  to  6  feet. 

Wood  stronff,  very  heavy,  hard,  tough,  close-grained,  liable  to  check  onlees  care- 
fully seasoned,  durable  in  contact  with  the  soil ;  lavers  of  annual  growth  strongly 
marked  by  several  rows  of  large,  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  broad,  prominent ; 
color,  brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter  brown;  specific  gravity,  0.7470 ;  ash,  0.41 ;  largely 
used  in  ship  building.t  construction  of  all  sorts,  cooperage,  in  the  manufacture  of 
carriages,  agricultural  implements  and  baskets,  and  for  railway 'ties,  fencing,  interior 
finish,  cabinet-making,  etc.,  and  fuel. 

Bark  Osed  for  tanning  purposes ;  a  decoction  of  the  inner  bark  is  used  in 
medicine. 

92.  Qqbbcus  obtusiloba.  Micheaux,  Post  Oak,  Iron  Oak;  Turkey  Oak.  **  Is  a 
smaller  tree  as  we  see  it  in  Ohio,  and  much  less  widely  distributed.  It  prefers  a  light 
soil,  and  grows  well  even  on  poor  lands.  The  wood  is  valuable,  preferred  for  some 
purposes  even  to  the  White  Oak.  It  grows  slowly  while  young."— (^Dr.  John  A. 
Warder).    It  attains  a  height  of  60  to  80  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  B  to  4  feet  in  diameter^ 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  close-grained,  compact,  checking  badly  in  drying,  very  duraUe 
in  contact  with  the  soil ;  layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by  one  to  three  rows  of  not 
large  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  conspicuous ;  color,  dark  or  light  brown, 
the  sap-wood  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.8367 ;  ash,  0.79 ;  used  for  fencing,  railway 
ties,  and  fuel,  and  somewhat  for  carriage  stock,  cooperage,  construction,  etc 

98.  Qobbcds  macbocabpa.  Micheatix,  Burr  Oak,  Mossy-cup  Oak.  Generally 
distributed,  especially  on  strong  soils  resting  on  clay.— (Dr.  J.  A.  Warder).  Attains  a 
height  of  from  60  to  70  feet,  with  a  trunk  4  to  7  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  strong,  hard,  tough,  close-grained,  compact  more  durable  in  contact 
with  the  soil  than  of  other  American  Oaks;  layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by  one 
to  three  rows  of  email  open  ducts;  medullary  r^vs  often  broad  and  conspicuous; 
color,  dark,  or  rich  light  brown,  the  sap-wood  much  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.7468 ; 
ash,  0.71.  Generally  confounded  with  the  less  valuable  White  Oak  (Q.  alba),  and 
employed  for  the  same  purposes.  R 

94.  QcncBCUs  lybata.  Walttr,  Over-cu|}  Oak,  Swamp  Post  Oak,  Water  White 
Oak.  ^^  A  southern  form,  hardly  to  be  found  in  Ohio,  except  where  cultivated.  The 
foliage  is  remarkably  lobed,  color  very  rich,  with  tints  of  crimson,  particularly  on  the 
under  side.  The  acorn  is  almost  entirely  concealed  with  the  cup,  which  has  larger 
scales  and  no  moss." — (Dr.  J.  A.  Warder). 

A  tree  of  from  70  to  80  feet  hi^h,  with  a  trunk  of  from  2  to  3  feet  in  diameter; 
found  on  deep,  often  submerged  river  swamps. 

">  In  the  U.  S.  censos  report  for  1880,  this  tree  is  claased  as  a  variety  of  carya  alba.  Wood  and  also 
Gray  enumerate  it  as  a  species. 

t  Large  quantities  of  White  Oak  plants  have  been  exportel  from  Eastern  and  Northern  Ohio  to 
England  For  ship  bnilding  purposes  and  for  staves.  This  exportation,  and  the  demand  upon  this 
wood  for  railway  ties,  have  nearly  extinguished  this  tree  in  portions  of  our  State. 

tThis,  of  course,  Is  the  extreme  height  and  thickness ;  the  average  height  is  about  60  feet,  and  the 
average  diameter  about  16  to  18  inches.

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Wood  h«avy,  hard,  stroag,  tough,  very  durable  in  contact  with  the  soil,  close- 
g^ned,  inclined  to  check  in  drying ;  layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by  one  to  three 
rowa  of  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  broad,  numerous,  conspicuous;  color,  rich  dark- 
brown,  the  sap-wood  much  lii^ter ;  speeiBc  grayity,  0.8318;  ash,  0.65 ;  used  for  the 
same  purposes  as  that  of  the  White  Oak  (Q.  alba).t 

95.  Qqbbcvs  bioolob.  WUldmow.  Swamp  White  Oak.  Not  uncommon  nor 
abundant,  rather  scattering,  found  on  low  grounds  near  water.— (Dr.  J.  A.  Warder). 
A  fine  tree,  attaining  a  heignt  of  70  to  80  and  more  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  4  to  7  feet  in 
diameter. 

Wood  heayy,  hard,  strong,  tough,  close-grained,  inclined  to  check  in  seasoning ; 
layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by  one  to  three  rows  of  largA  open  ducts ;  med- 
uuary  rays  broad  and  conspicuous;  color,  light- brown,  the  sap-wood  hardly  distin* 
gmshable;  specific  grayity,  0.7662;  ash,  0.58;  used  for  the  same  purposes  as  that  of 
the  White  Oak  (Q.  alba). 

96.  QosBOua  Michaux.  NuUal.  Swamp  Ghestnut  Oak,  Basket  Oak,  Cow  Oak. 
Thia  southern  tree  is  rare  in  this  state,  but  has  been  seen  on  the  Ohio  river;  found 
on  wet  and  swampy  grounds ;  attains  a  height  of  from  70  to  85  feet,  with  a  trunk  4  to 
7  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heayy,  hard,  yery  strong,  tough,  close-grained,  compact,  yery  durable  in 
contact  with  the  soil,  easily  split;  layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by  few  rather 
lai^  open  ducts;  meduJlary  rays  broad,  conspicuous;  color,  light-brown,  the  sap- 
wood  darker;  specific  gravity,  0.8089;  aah,  0.45;  largely  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
agricultuiml  implements^  wheel-stocks,  baskets,  for  which  it  is  unsurpassed,  for  coop- 
erage, fencing,  construction  and  fuel. 

Acorns  large,  sweet,  edible ;  relished  by  cattle  and  other  animals. 

97.  QuBRcns  prihtts.  Linnaeu$,  Chestnut  Oak,  Rock  Chestnut  Oak.  Confined 
to  the  regions  of  sandstone,  where  it  abounds  on  rocks,  hills  and  escarpments,  and 
makes  a  Targe  tree.  Plenty  on  the  flat,  sandy  lands  east  of  Cleveland. — (Dr.  J.  A. 
Warder). 

Tree  70  to  90  and  more  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  of  from  8  to  4  feet  in  diame- 
ter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  rather  tou^h^  close-grained,  inclined  to  check  in  dry- 
ing, durable  in  contact  with  the  soil,  containing  few  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  very 
broad,  conspicuous;  color,  dark-brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.7499; 
ash,  0.77 ;  largely  used  in  fencing,  for  railroad  ties,  etc. 

The  bark,  rich  in  tannin,  is  largely  used  in  preference  to  that  of  other  North 
American  white  oaks  in  the  tanning  of  leather. 

98.  QoBBCUB  PRiNoiDis.  Wiildmow,  Bock  Chestnut  Oak,  Dwarf  Chestnut  Oak, 
Chinquapin  Oak,  Yellow  Oak.  This  is  one  of  the  most  diminutive  of  all  the  oaks, 
never  exceeding  8  to  4  feet  in  height — (Wood).  A  shrub  found  only  or  chiefly  on 
bluffs. — ^(Dr.  Warder).  IT.  S.  Census  Report  says  of  this  tree  that  it  reaches  a  height 
of  24  to  80  or  exceptionally  89  meters,  to  which  Prof.  Sargent  remarks :  ''  Differences 
in  the  size  and  habits  of  individuals  of  this  species,  thus  enlarged,  seem  to  be  depend- 
ent upon  soil  and  climate,  numerous  intermediate  forms  connecting  the  extremes  of 
eastern  Massachusetts  and  the  Mississippi  Valley.*' 

Wood  heayy,  hard,  very  strong,  close-grained,  checking  badly  in^dryiug,  very 
durable  in  contact  with  the  soil ;  layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by  rows  of  small 
open  ducts;  medullary  rays  broad,  conspicuous;  color,  dark-brown,  the  sap-wood 
much  lighter;  specific ^avity,  0.8605;  ash,  1.14;  used  for  cooperage,  wheel  ^stock, 
fencing,  railway  ties,  etc. 

The  small  acrons  sweet  and  edible. 

99.  Qaaacns  rubra.    Linnnem.    Red  Oak,  Black  Oak.    A  large  tree,  found  in 

almost  all  parts  of  the  state  on  various  soils ;  it  attains  a  height  of  from  80  to  100  feet, 
with  a  trunk  of  from  4  to  7  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  coarse-grained,  inclined  to  check  in  drying ;  layers  of 
annual  growth  markea  b^  several  rows  of  very  large  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays 
few,  conspicuous;  color,  light-brown  or  red,  the  sap-wood  somewhat  darker ;  specific 
gravity,  0.6540 ;  ash,  Oj2o ;  now  largely  used  for  clap-boards,  cooperage,  and  somewhat 
for  interior  finish,  in  the  manufacture  of  chairs,  etc. 

t[MoTX.— **  This  rare  and  remarkable  spedei  wm  nltcted  for  the  Washington  tree  at  the  planting 
of  the  Preiidenlial  Grove  in  Bden  Park,  at  Cineinaati,  on  the  first  Ohio  Arbor  Day,  April  27, 1882."^ 
(Dr.  J.  A.  Warder).   The  tree  was  furnished  by  Dr.  Warder.J 
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The  very  large  factory  of  church  farnitare  at  Golumbas,  onder  management  o 
Mr.  Allard,  ases  this  wood  exclasive  of  all  others;  it  is  eaeily  worked  and  takes  a 
beautifol  finish — (A.  L.) 

100.  QuBRCDS  GocciKEA.  Wangenheim,  Scarlet  Oak,  Warder's  Oak.  '*  Generally 
distributed.  This  favorite  park  and  lawn  tree  is  one  of  our  most  ornamental  oaks. 
Beautiful  in  form,  of  glossy  green  during  the  summer  and  until  late  in  the  autumn, 
the  foliage  then  puts  on  the  richest  crimson  and  scarlet  tints."— (Dr.  J.  A.  Warder.) 

A  tree  from  80  to  100  and  more  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  of  from  2  to  4  feet  in 
diameter.  On  dty,  sandy  soil,  less  common  in  rich,  deep  soil.  A  constituent  of  the 
oak  openings  in  northwestern  Ohio. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  coarse-grained;  layers  of  annual  growth  strongly 
marked  by  several  rows  of  large  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  thin,  oonspicuons; 
color,  light  brown  or  red,  the  sap-wood  rather  darker;  specific  gravity,  0.7405;  aah, 
0.19 ;  not  much  used  except  for  fuel. 

[KoTE.— This  beautiful  treo  was  Dr.  Warder'^  favorite.  It  Rare  the  name  of  ** Scarlet  Oaks''  to 
that  part  of  CUfton  near  Cincinnati,  where  Mr.  Schceoberger's  house  now  Ftanda,  fnmerly  owo«d  bj 
Dr.  Warder.  The  Warder  family  tree  at  North  Bend,  1b  a  Hcarlet  Oak.  A.  Scarlet  Oak  shades  his  la-t 
refiling  pace  in  Spring  Grove  Cemetery.  When,  in  1884,  on  Ohio's  third  Ar^orDay,  the  Ohio  State 
Forestry  A8>o3iatiou  planted  Forestkrs'  Grovk  in  memory  of  di^ir^gmshed  American  Foresters,  the 
fimt  tree  planted  w»«8a>>carlotOak,  in  honor  and  memory  of  Dr.  Warder,  whom  we  fondly  call  the 
father  of  American  Forestry,  Ar  d  on  that  memorable  occasioa  the  Forestry  AsBOCistloo  sumamed  this 
species *•  Wa  dtr's  Oak."— A.  L.] 

101.  QuBBCus  TiNCTORiA.  Bartram.  Yellow  Oak,  Black  Oak,  Yellow  Bark  Oak. 
Generally  distributed  on  dry,  gravelly  uplands.  A  large  tree,  attaining  a  height  of 
from  80  to  100  and  more  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  8  to  6  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  not  tough,  coarse-grained,  liable  to  check  in  drying ; 
layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by  several  rows  of  large  open  ducts;  color,  light 
brown  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  much  lighter ;  specific  gravity,  0.7045 ;  Mh, 
0.28 ;  somewhat  used  for  cooperage,  construction,  etc. 

"  From  the  bark  of  this  species,  quercitron^  used  in  dyeing,  is  obtained,  hence  it 
is  called  (quercitron  oak.  The  bark  is  used  in  tanning.'' — (Wood.)  The  bark  is  also 
used  medicinally  in  the  form  of  decoctions  in  the  treatment  of  hemorrhage. 

102.  QcTKBCUS  NIGRA.  Linnoeus.  Black  Jack,  Barrens  Oak,  Jack  Oak  (not  Black 
Oak). 

A  "ftmall  tree,  not  very  abundant,  found  on  dry  barren  uplands,  or  often  on 
heavy  clay  soils.  It  reaches  a  height  of  40  to  60  feet,  rarely  higher,  with  a  tmnk  of 
li  to  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  strong,  checking  badly  in  drying;  layers  of  annual  growth 
marked  by  several  rows  of  large  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  broad,  oonspicuons ; 
color,  rather  dark  rich  brown,  the  sap-wood  much  lighter ;  specific  fi^vity,  0.7324 ; 
ash,  1.16.    Of  little  value,  except  as  fuel. 

103.  QoBBCus  PALUSTRis.    Du  Kot,    Pin  Oak,  Swamp  Spanish  Oak,  Water  Oak. 

Generally  distributed  on  low  lands,  with  a  wet  clay  bottom.  The  stems  branch 
at  a  right  angle,  and  when  the  trees  are  not  crowded  the  leaves  become  pendent 
As  the  stem  increases  these  are  covered,  but  as  the  branches  die  their  I>a8e8  do  not 
decay,  and  turning  black  thev  resemble  iron  pins*  in  the  log.  Of  course  such  a  tree 
is  hard  to  split,  and  the  wooa  is  inferior,  even  for  fuel.  As  an  ornamental  tree,  for 
separate  planting  in  parks,  the  pin  oak  has  few  superiors,  on  account  of  its  form,  iti 
glossy  and  deeply-cut  foliage,  and  for  the  rich  tints  the  leaves  put  on  in  aotumn.— 
(Dr.  J.  A.  Waraer).    Tree,  70  to  80  feet  high,  with  a  trunk  of  8  to  4  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  very  strong,  coarse-grained,  inclined  to  check  badly  in  dry- 
ing; layers  of  annual  growth,  marked  by  several  rows  of  large  open  ducts;  med- 
allary  rays  broad,  numerous,  conspicuous ;  color,  light  brown,  the  sap-wood  raiber 
darker ;  specific  gravity,  0.6938 ;  ssh,  0.81.

104.  QuBRCus  HBTBBOPHYLLi.    Mtchaux.    Bsrtram's  Oak. 

This  was  long  considered  a  unique  tree  in  the  old  Bartram  garden  on  the  banks 
of  the  Schuylkill,  but  others  have  been  found  in  New  Jersey,  Delaware,  and  even 
at  Canton,  Stark  county,  Ohio.— (Warder.)  According  to  U.  8.  census  report  of  1880, 
it  is  also  found  in  North  Carolina.    A  rare  tree,  confined  to  few  localities. 

A  small  tree,  40  to  50  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  of  li  to  2  feet  in  diameter. 

*Henoe  the  name  of  Pin  Oak. 
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Wood  heavy,  hard,  very  strong,  close^rained,  compact ;  layers  of  annual  growth 
vnarked  by  several  rows  of  small  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  numerous,  conspic- 
aoQ8 ;  color,  light  brown  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  somewhat  darker ;  specific 
gravity,  06834 ;  ash,  0.17. 

105.  QuBRCus  iMLKiCARiA.  Michuvx,  LaureMeflfed  Oak,  Jack  Oak,  Shingle  Oak. 
Gommon  on  gravels  of  the  barrens,  and  on  terraces  of  the  large  river  valleys. — 
<  Warder.) 

A  beautiful  tree,  50  to  70  feet  high,  with  f  bout  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  hard,  rather  coarse-grained,  cheeking  badly  in  drying;  layers-of 
jumual  growth  marked  by  many  rows  of  large  open  duets ;  medtillary  rays  broad, 
conspicuous ;  color,  light-brown,  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  much  litchter ;  specific 
^avity,  0.7529 ;  ash,  0.43.    Little  used  except  for  fuel. 

106.  QcTBBCUS  Phbllos.    Linnaew,    Willow  Oak,  Peach  Oak. 

This  tree  is  probably  not  indigenous  in  this  State,  only  found  in  cultivation. 

A  tree  of  from  30  to  60  feet  in  height ;  trunk  from  1  to  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  strong,  not  hard,  rather  close-grained,  compact;  layers  of  annual 
growth,  marked  by  several  rows  of  small  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  few,  distant ; 
-color,  light-brown  tinged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  lighter  red ;  specific  gravity,  0.7472; 
ash,  0.50.    Timber  of  little  value. 

The  following  article  on  Scrub  Oaks,  by  W.  N.  Lockinton  (in  Forest  Leaves  for 
September,  1886),  is  of  interest  in  this  connection : 

North  America  is  rich  in  oakF.  There  are  no  leas  than  thirty-seven  accepted  species,  besides  rarl- 
«ties.  AS  Fome  of  these  are  valuable  lumber  tre(s.  while  others  are  compar^i lively  useless— two  or 
three  being  mere  scrubs— it  is  evldenily  of  great  importance  to  all  who  ponei^s  woodlands  to  be  able 
U>  distiuguifh  the  true  **  scrub"  oaks  from  )Ouog  specimens  of  larger  species,  as  well  as  to  know  the 
latter  from  each  other  On  account  of  the  difl'ercnce  in  value  of  their  lumber. 

Our  native  oaks  may  be  arranged  In  five  categories,  viz. :  (1)  White  oaks,  all  of  which  have  rather 
deeply  lobed  leaves,  the  veins  of  which  never  end  in  britiles,  ('2)  The  red  and  black  oaks,  which  have 
mote  or  lc«8  deeplv  lubed  leaves,  the  vein»  of  which  protrude  beyond  (fie  lobes  <u  brlsUe-like  poinU.  (3)  The 
chestnut  oak.  the  leaves  n{  which  are  not  Vobed,  but  simply  toothed,  and  in  shspe  resembling  thi^se  of 
the  chestnut.   (4)  The  wiilovr  oaks,  with  narrow  entireieaves  like  those  of  the  willow ;  and  (6)  Bver- 


There  are  two  species  of  "  scrub"  oak  in  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey.  One  of  these  (Qu<rciM 
urinaidet)  is  a  dwarf  chestnut  oak,  while  the  other  (Q.  ilicif0lia),  the  hoUy-leaved  oak.  bear  oak  or 
bUck  scrub  oak,  belongb  to  tbc  section  with  bristle-pointed  leaves. 

The  dwarf  chestnut  oak  may  be  readily  distinguished  from  the  che>>tout  oak  (Q.  Prinwt)  and  its 
varieties  by  the  following  characters :  The  leave*>  are  smaller  and  more  accurately  toothed,  no  that 
they  resemble  tho^e  of  the  chesmnt  more  nearly  than  is  the  casewth  those  of  the  rock  chestnv^t 
oaka ;  the  acorns  are  set  upon  the  branches  without,  or  almost  without  a  ptduncle,  and  are  small,  not 
mach  more  than  half  the  length,  or  half  the  diameter  of  the  large  ovoid  fruits  of  the  rock  chestnat 
osLk ;  and  the  aooro  cup  Is  thin  instead  of  thick.  In  the  Alhghenles  this  species  bec(imif>s  a  tree.  The 
holly- leaved  scrub  oak  may  be  identified  through  its  name.  The  leaves  are  quite  holly  like,  from  two 
to  four  inches  long,  not  det-ply  cut  bnt  with  about  five  angular  points,  each  one  ending  in  a  bristle ; 
4uid  the  acorn  is  smaller  than  even  that  of  the  dwarf  chestnut  oak,  with  a  fiattish  cup.  There  can  be 
BO  danger  that  any  one  ihat  has  once  noticed  the  dilTerence  will  ever  confound  the  small  angular 
leaves  of  this  crooked  Utile  shiub,  downy  underneath  as  ther  are.  with  the  larcrc  deepb  -cut  and  not 
downy  leaves  of  the  red  rCAilei  or  bluck  otiii,  and  rtili  letM  with  the  rather  leathery.  broadly-Modge* 
ahapcd  and  but  slightly-cut  leaves  of  the  black  Jack  oak ;  efpcclally  a«  young  examples  of  these  ire>s 
have  leavei  exceeding  in  s'ze  those  of  full  grown  trees.  The  pine  oak  (Q.palmtris)  has  »mali  leaves, 
but  they  are  deeply-cut  and  the  lobes  thenuelves  are  toothed. 

The  dwarf  chestnut  oak  shares  wi.h  the  dwarf  chestnut  the  title  "chinquapin."  The  bear  or 
hoUy  leaved  oak  is  abundsnt  Ai  sterile  soil,  yet  even  in  such  localities  as  in  the  pine  barrens  of  New 
Jersey,  oaks  of  other  and  better  rpecies  are  common,  while  the  oaks  of  the  K;rubby  woods  of  richer 
aotl  often  consist  entirelv  of  yo.^ng  trees  of  the  more  valuable  species,  prevent*  d  from  reachios  their 
l>roper  development  eliner  by  fires,  undue  crowding,  or  periodical  cutting.  The  othf>r  dwarf  oaks, 
two  of  them  dwarf  willow  onks,  occur  in  the  Southern  States,  and  three  others  inhabit  the  Pacific 
region. 

107.  Castakba  pumila.  Mickavx.  Dwarf  Chestnat,  Chinonapin.  A  small  tree 
{in  the  Atlantic  States  a  low  shrub) ;  attaining  a  height  of  usnaily  6  to  20  feet,  some- 
times more ;  tronk  1  to  2  feet  in  diameter.    In  rich  woods.    8oathem  Ohio. 

Wood  light,  hard,  strong,  coarse-grained,  durable  in  contact  with  the  gronnd, 
liable  to  check  in  drying;  layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by  many  rows  of  large 
•op«n  ducts;  medullary  rays  numerous,  obscure;  color,  dark-brown,  the  sap-wood 
hardly  distinguishable ;  specific  gravity,  0.5887 ;  ash,  0.12 ;  used  for  posts,  rails,  rail- 
way ties.    The  small  nuts  sweet  and  edible. 

108.  Castakba  voloaris,  vab.  Americana.  A.  BeCandalU,  Castanea  vesca 
Oaertner,  var.  Americana,  Michaux;  Fagus  Castanea,  Wangenheim ;  Chestnut. 
Generally  distributed  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State,  as  it  prefers  the  sandstone, 
and  does  not  usually  thrive  on  the  drifts  and  limestones.  This  is  one  of  our  most 
iraluable  forest-trees  where  it  can  be  grown,  as  ita  timber  is  used  for  many  purposes; 
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is  darable,  easily  split  for  domestic  nses  on  the  farm,  such  as  posts  and  rails,  and  w 
beauUfnlly  grained  for  fumitare  and  ioiner  work ;  sufficiently  strong,  and  best  of  all 
for  the  planter;  where  the  trees  are  felled  a  new  growth  ot  sprouts  will  come  from 
the  stumps,  which,  in  a  few  years,  yield  better  timber  than  the  first  crop.  The  nuts 
are  agreeable  and  yield  a  good  revenue.  When  the  trees  are  planted  as  an  orchard, 
with  room  to  spread,  and,  when  they  have  stood  fifty  years,  the  new  growth,  after 
felling  the  first,  will  fully  occupy  the  space  of  the  orchard  trees,  as  several  will  spring 
from  each  stump. — (Warder.) 

The  tree  attains  a  height  of  from  80  to  100  feet  and  more,  with  a  trunk  of  from 
6  to  12  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  coarse-grained,  liable  to  check  and  warp  in  drying, 
easily  split,  very  durable  in  contact  with  the  soil,  "  hence  much  used  for  posts,  etc ' 
— ^Wood.)  Layers  of  annual  growth  marked  by  many  rows  of  lai^e  open  ducts ; 
medullary  ravs  numerous,  obscure;  color,  brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific 
gravity,  0.4K04;  ash,  0.18;  largely  used  in  cabinet  making,  for  railway  ties,  etc 

Leaves  used  medicinally. 

Fruit  smaller  but  sweeter  than  that  of  the  European  species. 

109.  Fagus  fbbbuginsa.  AUon.  Beech.  Common,  sometimes  forming  forests 
to  the  exclusion  of  other  species.  **  As  an  ornamental  tree,  when  planted  separately, 
it  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful,  with  its  dependent  brancoes  and  foliage  of  tender 
ffreen,  becoming  golden  in  autumn." — (Warder).  A  large  tree,  80  to  100  and  more 
feet  high,  with  a  trunk  of  from  B  to  4  feet  in  diameter,  preferring  rich  woods. 

Wood  very  hard,  strong,  tough,  ver^  close-grained,  not  durable  in  contact  with 
the  soil,  inclined  to  check  in  drying,  difficult  to  season,  susceptible  of  a  beantifol 
polish;  medullary  rays  broad,  very  conspicuous;  color,  varying  greatly  with  soil  and 
situation,  dark-red,  or  often  lighter,  the  sap-wood  nearly  white;  specific  gravity, 
0.6883 ;  ash,  0.51 :  largely  used  in  the  manufacture  of  chairs,  shoe-lasts,  plane-stocin, 
handles,  etc.,  and  for  fuel. 

Regarding  the  wood  and  its  uses.  Dr.  Warder  remarks:  ''The  wood  is  hard, 
close-grained,  and  valuable  in  the  arts,  and  excellent  for  fuel  and  charcoal.  A  tree 
of  thirty  inches  had  100  annual  tings ;  another  of  four  feet  in  diameter,  had  400  rings. 
White  Beech  of  the  woodsmen  is  the  same  species,  but  of  inferior  character  to  that 
known  as  Red  Beech.  The  difference  is  referred  to  some  varying  conditions  not 
understood." 

110.  OsTBYA  ViHGiNicA.  WUldenow,  Hop  Hornbeam,  Iron  IVood,  Lever  Wood- 
Common,  generally  on  dry,  gravelly  hill  sides  and  knolls.  A  small  tree,  attaining  a 
height  of  from  30  to  50  feet,  with  a  trunk  1  to  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heav^,  very  strong  and  hard,  tough,  very  close^rained,  compact,  suscep- 
tible of  a  beautiful  polish,  very  durable  in  contact  with  the  soil ;  medullary  rays 
numerous,  obscure;  color,  lieht-brown,  tinged  with  red,  or,  like  the  sap-wood,  often 
nearly  white;  specific  gravity,  0.8284;  ash,  0.50;  used  for  posts,  levers,  handles  of 
tools,  etc. 

HI.  Oabpinus  Caboliniana.  Walter.  Hornbeam,  Blue  Beech,  Water  Beech, 
Iron  Wood.  A  small  tree,  from  80  to  50  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  from  2  to  8  feel 
in  diameter  fin  Ohio  ueually  not  of  such  great  height  tmd  diameter,  in  fact,  often 
only  a  mere  shrub),  on  borders  of  streams  and  swamps. 

Wood  heavy,  very  strong  and  hard,  close-grained,  inclined  to  check  in  drying, 
medullary  rays  numerous,  broad;  color,  light-brown,  the  thick  sap-wood  nearly 
white;  specific  gravity,  0.7286;  ash,  0.83;  sometimes  used  for  levers,  handles  of 
tools,  etc. 

BETULACEAE.    {Birch  Family.) 

112.  Betula  alba,  twr.  populifbba.  Spach.  American  White  Birch,  Old  field 
Birch,  Gray  Birch,  l^ee  more  frequent  in  the  northern  than  in  the  central  and 
southern  portions  of  Ohio,  springing  up  in  pastures  and  clearings. 

A  small  tree,  short-lived,  but  of  rapid  growth ;  attains  a  height  of  80  to  40  feet, 
with  a  trunk  of  from  1  to  IJ  feet  in  diameter.  ^ 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  liable  to  check  in  drying,  not  durable; 
medullary  rays  numerous,  obscure;  color,  light-brown,  the  sap-wood  nearly  white; 
specific  gravitv,  0.5760)  ash,  0.29;  largelv  used  in  the  manufacture  of  spools,  shoe- 
pegs,  wood-pulp,  etc.,  for  hoop-poles,  and  fuel. 

Baik  and  leaves,  as  well  as  those  of  B.  papyrifera  and  B.  lenta,  are  popnUriy 
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eatoemed  as  a  remedy  for  the  varioas  chronic  diseaaea  of  the  akin,  bladder,  etc.,  and 
for  rheumatic  and  gonty  complaints. 

11^.  Bbtula  PAPYRiPBRA.  MonholL  Paper  Birch,  Canoe  Birch,  White  Birch. 
Oocurring  in  rich  woodlands  and  on  banks  of  streams.  Reaches  a  higher  latitude 
than  any  deciduous  tree  of  the  American  forests.  It  attains  a  height  of  60  to  70  feet, 
with  a  trunk  of  2  to  3  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  strong,  hard,  tough,  very  close-grained,  compact ;  medullary  rays 
numerous,  obscure;  color,  brown  ^ged  with  red,  the  sap-wood  nearly  white; 
specific  gravity,  0.6955 ;  ash,  0.25;  largely  Used  in  the  manufacture  of  spools,  shoe- 
lasts  and  p^{s,  in  turnery,  for  fuel,  ptilp,  etc. 

'*  The  bark  of  this  tree  peels  off  in  thin  layers,  and  may  be  used  for  writing. 
The  Indians  removed  it  from  the  logs  entire,  and  used  it  for  their  canoes  and  lodges." 
—(Warder).    . 

114.  Betula  lotka.  Mkhaux.  Yellow  Birch,  Gray  Birch.  GeneraUy  dis- 
tributed. "  One  of  the  largest  and  most  valuable  deciduous  trees  of  the  Northern 
New  England  and  Canadian  forests."  It  attains  a  height  of  from  70  to  90  and  more 
feet,  with  a  trunk  of  from  3  to  4  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  very  strong  and  hard,  very  close-grained,  compact,  satiny,  suscep- 
tible of  a  very  beautiful  polish;  medullary  rays  numerous,  obscure;  color,  light- 
brown  tinged  with  red,  the  heavier  sap-wood  nearly  white;  specific  gravity,  0^6553; 
ash,  0.30;  largely  used  for  fuel,  in  the  manufacture  of  furniture,  button  and  tassel 
molds,  pill  and  match-boxes,  and  for  the  hubs  of  wheels. 

115.  Bbtula  NIGRA.  Linnaem.  Red  Birch,  River  Birch.  Generally  distributed 
along  streams.  This,  and  the  Yellow  Birch,  have  a  wider  distribution  southward 
than  the  other  species.~( Warder). 

Tree,  40  tn  90  feet  high;  trunk,  1}  to  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  rather  ha«*d,  strong,  close  grained,  compact;  medullary  rays  numer- 
ons,  obscure ;  color,  brown,  the  sap-wood  much  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.5762;  ash 
0^ ;  used  in  the  manufacture  of  furniture,  wooden-ware,  wooden  shoes,  ox-yokes,  etc[ 

116.  Bbtula  lbnta.  Linnaeus.  Sweet  Birch,  Black  Birch,  Cherry  Birch,  Ma^ 
hogany  Birch.    Rather  general  distribution  northward. — (Newl»erry,  B.,  Wardei^.) 

Tree  attains  a  height  of  40  to  60  feet,  with  a  truck  of  3  to  4  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  heavy,  very  strong  and  hard,  close-grained,  compact,  satiny,  susceptible  of 
a  beauuful  polish ;  medullars  rays  numerous,  obscure ;  color,  dark-^rown  tinged 
with  red,  the  sap  wood  livht-brown  or  yellow;  specific  gravity, 0.7617;  ash, 0.26;  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  furniture  and  for  fuel. 

'*  Birch  beer  "  is  obtained  from  the  sap  of  this  "pecies. 

117.  Alhus  sbrrulata.  Willdenow.  Common  Alder,  Black  Alder,  Smooth  Alder. 
Northern  Ohio.— (B )  On  borders  of  streams  and  swamps.  Tree  attaining  a  height 
of  from  15  to  90  feet,  wiih  a  trunk  of  4  to  6  inches  in  diameter;  more  nften  a  tall, 
branching  shrub. 

Wood  light, s<^ft,  close-grained,  compact;  medullary  rays  numerous,  conspicuous; 
coloi",  light-brown,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  sp^H^ific  gravity,  0.4666;  ash,  0.38. 
Bark  and  leaves  used  in  medicine. 

118.  Alnus  incama.  Wiildenow,  Speckled  Alder,  Hoary  Alder,  Black  Alder. 
Common  northward  on  borders  of  streams  and  swamps.  A  tree  of  about  20  feet  in 
height,  with  a  trunk  of  4  to  6  inches  in  diameter;  more  often  a  tall  shrub. 

Wo^  light,  soft,  close-grained,  checking  in  drying;  medullary  rays  numerous, 
broad;  color,  light-brown,  the  sap-wood  nearly  white;  specific  gravity,  0.4607; 
ash,  0.42. 

SALIOACEAE.    ( Willow  arid  Poplar  Family.) 

119.  Salix  nigra.  MartkalL  Black  Willow,  Common  Willow.  Everywhere 
along  rivers  and  streams. — (Warder.)  A  small  tree,  30  to  40  feet  in  height ;  trunk,  1 
to  2  feet  in  diameter.  * 

Wood  light,  soft,  weak,  close-grained,  checking  badl^  in  drying ;  medullary  rays 
obBCure ;  color,  brown,  the  nap-wood  nearly  white ;  specific  gravity,  0.4456 ;  ash,  0.70,. 

Bark,  tonic,  astringent,  used  in  medicine. 
88  88. 
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120.  Saltx.  lomoivolia.  Muhlenberg.  Long^leaved  WilL-^w,  Sandbar  Willow. 
Common  on  river  banks. — (B.) ;  attaining  a  height  of  about  16  feet,  rarely  20  to  80 
feet,  with  a  trunk  of  from  6  to  12  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  very  close-grained,  compact;  medullary  r^ys  numerous,  Tery 
obscure ;  color,  brown  tinged  with  red,  the  sajh  wood  brown ;  specific  gravity,  0.4990 ; 
ash,  0.48. 

121.  8aux  discolor.  Muhfenberg,  Glaucous  Willow.  Generally  distribated; 
meadows  and  streams. — (B.)  A  small  tree  8  to  16  fee^  high,  with  a  trunk  of  from  6 
to  12  inches  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  close-grained,  compact,  containing  many  evenlv  distribated, 
small  open  ducts;  medullary  rays  and  layers  of  annual  irrowth  not  obacnre;  color, 
brown  streaked  with  orange,  the  sap-wood  light-brown ;  specific  gravity,  0.4261 ; 
ash,  0.43. 

122.  Salix  alba.  LirmaeuM.  White  Willow,  Powder  Willow.  Introduced  from 
Europe.  "A  large  tree  of  very  rapid  growth.  Planted  for  hedges  in  Ohio  some 
years  ago.  Extensively  planted  in  the  prairies  for  wind-breaks,  and  very  efiective. 
Grown  for  charcoal  in  the  older  States  for  the  manufacture  of  gun-powder." — 
(Warder.) 

123.  PopULUS  TRKUULOiDBS.  Michaux,  American  Aspen,  Quaking  Asp.  Com- 
mon on  flat  lands,  especially  in  the  central  and  northern  portions  of  the  StiOe. 

A  small  and  slender  tree,  from  40  to  60  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  of  from  1  to 
1)  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact  and  durable,  containing,  as 
does  that  of  the  whole  genus,  numerous,  minute  open  ducts ;  medullary  rays  very 
thin,  hardly  distinguishable;  color,  light-brown,  the  thick  sap-wood  nearly' white ; 
specific  gravitv,  0.4030 ;  ash,  0.66 ;  largely  manufactured  into  wood-pulp,  a  substitute 
for  rags  in  the  manufacture  of  paper. 

The  bitter  principle  of  bark  used  medicinally. 

124.  PopuLUS  GRANDiDBNTATA.*    MichcLUx.    Michigan  poplar. 

Common  in  rich  woods,  on  borders  of  streams  and  swamps,  especially  in  he 
north.    Extensively  used  for  planting  on  roadsides. 

The  tree  attains  a  height  of  60  to  70  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  from  1  to  2  feet,  and 
sometimes  more,  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact ;  medullary  rays  thin,  ob- 
scure; color,  light  brown,  the  sap-wood  nearly  white;  specific  gravity, 0.4632;  ash, 
0.46.    Used  in  the  manufacture  of  paper  pulp,  in  turnery,  and  for  wooden  ware. 

125.  PopULUS  HBTiBOPHTLLA.  Luinoetit.  Downy  Poplar,  River  Cottonwood, 
Swamp  Cottonwood.  Northern  Ohio— (Dr.  Beardslee);  rare  and  local;  reaches  its 
greatest  development  in  the  basin  of  the  lower  Ohio.  A  tree  of  about  60  to  70  feet 
in  height,  trunk  al)out  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact;  medullary  rays  thin,  very 
obscure;  color,  dull  brown,  the  thick  sap-wood  lighter  brown;  specific  gravity, 0.4069; 
ash,  0.81.    Not  valuable. 

126.  PopuLus  BALSAHiFBKA.  Lmnoew,  Balsam  Poplar,  Balm  of  Gilead,  Taca- 
mahac.  General  distribution  by  cultivation.— (Dr.  Warder).  Northern  Ohio. — 
( Beardslee). 

Tree  attaining  a  height  of  from  60  to  80  feet,  with  a  trunk  of  from  4  to  6  feet  in 
diameter. 

Wood  very  light,  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact ;  medullary  rays  nu- 
merous, very  obscure;  color,  brown,  the  thick  sap-wood  nearly  white;  specific 
gravity,  0.3686 ;  ash,  0.66.

The  buds  of  the  variety  candicane^  Gray,  are  large,  and  covered  with  a  glutinous 
exudation,  which  is  occasionally  used  as  a  substitute  for  turpentine  and  other  balms; 
specific  gravity  of  wood  of  this  variety,  04161 ;  ash,  0.46. 


*  Popuhu  alba,    Linnaeus.   (Sllyer-leafed  poplar,  Abele.) 

Popnlvi  dIUUata.  Alton,  (Lombardy  poplAr),  are  Introdaoed  from  Earope  and  have  been  laneelv 
planted  for  «hade  and  ornament.  They  are,  however,  by  no  means  very  dedrabJe  trees,  and  in  miuDT 
pirts  of  OUT  Bute  and  elsewhere  they  are  being  destroyed,  the  first  for  its  gretit  tendency  to  Droduoa 
suckers,  the  other  for  its  becoming  shabby  from  breakage  or  decay  of  the  branches. 
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127.  PopuLUs  xoNTLirnu.  Aitrni,^  Gottonwood,  Necklace  Poplar,  OaroliAa 
Poplar,  Big  Cottonwood. 

Found  on  banks  of  rivers  in  all  parts  of  the  State. 

A  large  tree,  attaining  a  heif^ht  of  from  80  to  180  feet,  and  occasionally  more, 
with  a  trnnk  of  from  8  to  6  feet  m  diameter. 

Wood  very  light,  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact,  liable  to  warp  in  dry- 
ing, difficalt  to  season;  medoHary  rays  nnmerons,  obscare;  color,  dark  brown,  tne 
thick  sap-wood  nearly  white ;  specific  gravity,  0.3889 ;  asa,  0.96.  Used  in  the  man«- 
(actnre  of  paper  palp,  for  light  packing  cases  and  fuel. 

CONI FERAE     (Pine  FamUy.) 

128.  Thubia  occidbntalis.  Linneaui,  Arbor  Vitae,  White  Cedar.  Common  in 
boggy  lands  northward,  cultivated  in  all  parts  of  I  he  Htate. — (Dr.  Warder).  Cold  mt 
Bwampe  and  alonjr  the  rocky  banks  of  streams ;  very  common  at  the  north,  spreading 
over  great  areas  of  swamp;  extensively  caltivated  as  a  hedge  and  ornamental  plants. 
— (U.  8.  Census  Rep.,  1880. 

Tree  attaining  a  height  of  from  30  to  60  feet,  trunk  8  to  4  feet,  and  sometimes 
more,  in  diameter. 

Wood  very  light,  soft,  not  strong,  brittle,  rather  coarse-grained,  veir  durable  in 
contact  with  the  soil;t  the  bands  of  small  summer  cells  very  thin,  clark  colored; 
meduUarv  rays  numerous,  indistinct ;  color,  litcht  brown,  turning  darker  with  ex- 
posure, the  thin  sa^wood  nearly  white ;  specific  gravity,  0.3164 ;  ash,  0.87.  Largely 
used  for  posts,  fencing,  railway  ties  and  shingles. 

The  distilled  oil  of  the  leaves  of  thurja  used  as  medicine. 

129.  Caprkssds  Thtoidis.  Linnaem.  Chamaecyparis,  sphaeroidea,  Spach. 
True  White  Cedar. 

In  Bwamps,  northern  Ohio  (B.),  cultivated. 

Tree  attaining  a  height  of  from  60  to  70  feet,  with  a  trunk  2  to  4  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  very  light  and  soft,  not  strong,  close-grained,  compact,  easily  worked,  vei 
durable  in  contact  with  the  soil;  bands  of  small  summer  cells,  thin,  dark  colon 
conspicuous;  medullary  rays  numerous,  obscure;  color,  light  brown,  tinged  wil 
red,  growing  darker  with  exposure,  the  sap-wood  lighter;  specific  gravity,  0.8822 ; 
ash,  0.38.  Largely  used  in  boat  building,  for  wooden  ware,  cooperage,  shingles,  in- 
terior finish,  telegraph  and  fence  posts,  railway  ties,  etc.  **  Posts  made  of  this  cedar, 
it  is  said,  will  last  fifty  years."— (Wood). 

130.  JuNiPBRUS  ViRGiNiCA.    LinnafU9,    Red  Cedar. 

''Generally  distributed,  and  increasingly  so,  as  a  result  of  cultivation;  originally 
confined  to  certain  limited  areas.  This  is  hardly  an  ornamental  tree,  though  it  has 
been  called  the  poor  man's  evergreen,  and  is  numerously  planted  for  screens  and 
wind-breaks,  and  very  comfortable  it  is,  too,  about  our  dwellings.  The  tree  attains  a 
fair  sise,  and  with  years,  and  accumulation  of  heart-wood,  it  becomes  valuable  for 
durability  as  posts.  In  youth  the  sap-wood  prevails,  which  is  white  and  prone  to 
decay ;  useless  except  for  cooperage,  but,  if  matured,  so  durable  is  it  that,  when 
Kelly's  Island  was  cleared  of  white  oak  forest  that  was  200  years  old,  the  logs  of  the 
previous  crop  of  red  cedar  were  sofiiciently  sound  as  post  timber."-— (Dr.  Warder;. 

This  tree  is  the  most  widely  distributed  of  all  the  Coniferae  of  North  America. 
■^V.  C.  Rep.  1880).  Attains  a  height  of  60  to  90  feet,  with  a  trunk  from  2  to  4  feet 
in  diameter ;  on  gravelly  ridges  and  limestone  hills. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  brittle,  verv  close  and  straight-grained,  compa^, 
easily  worked,  very  durable  in  contact  with  tne  soil,  odorous ;  bands  of  small  sum- 
mer cells,  rather  broad,  conspicuous;  medullary  rays  numerous,  very  obscure;  color, 
dull  red,  the  thin  sap-wood  nearly  white ;  specific  gravity,  0.4926 ;  ash,  0.13 ;  largely 
used  for  poets,  railway  ties,  intenor  finish,  cabinet-making,  and  almost  exclusively 
for  lead-pencils. 

Leaves  and  berries  used  in  medicine. 

*  Dr.  Warder,  In  his  **  Woody  PUnts  of  Ohio,"  enumerates  Populus  Angalata,  Alton,  and  Pqpnlns 
Carolina  (?)  as  distinct  specie^,  while  Prof.  Sargent,  iu  U.  8.  Census  Kepon  of  ISoO,  considers  both  at 
sjDOOTms  of  Populus  MonoHiera. 

t  Of  this  wood  Dr.  Warder  says  (Woody  Plants  of  Ohio),  p.  89 :  **  Largely  used  for  telegraph  poles, 
though  not  durable ;  unfit  for  fence  posts,  although  so  used.'* 
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181.  PiNUB  STBOBUB.  Linnoeut.  White  Pine,  Weymouth  Pine.  Tree  foand  on 
and  near  the  lake  shore,  attaining  a  height  of  from  70  to  100  feet  and  more,  with  a 
trunk  4  to  7  feet  and  more  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  very  close-grained,  compact,  easily  worked,  suscept- 
ible of  a  beautiful  polish ;  bands  of  the  small  summer  cells  thin,  not  conspicuoua ; 
resin  passages  small,  not  numerous,  nor  conspicuous;  medullary  rays  numerous, 
thin ;  color,  light  brown,  often  slightly  tiuged  with  red,  sap-wood  nearly  white ; 
specific  gravity,  0.3854 ;  ash,  019;  more  largely  manufactured  into  lumber,  shingles, 
laths,  etc.,  than  that  of  any  North  American  tree ;  the  common  and  most  valuable 
building  material  of  the  northern  States;  largely  used  in  cabinet-making,  for  in- 
terior finish,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  matches,  woodenware,  and  for  many  do- 
mestic purposes. 

132.  PiMUS  BBSIN08A.  AUth,  Red  Hne.  Found  only  in  the  north,  rare. — 
(Beardslee),  A  large  tree,  attaining  a  height  of  SO  to  100  feet,  with  a  trunk  2  to  8 
feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  not  strong,  hard,  rather  coarsegv&iued,  compact ;  bands  of  »mall 
summer  cells  broad,  dark  colored,  very  resinous,  resin  passages  few,  smnll,  not  con- 
spicuous ;  medullary  ri^s  numerous,  thin ;  color,  light  red,  the  sap-wood  yellow,  or 
often  almost  white;  specific  g'avity,  0.4854;  ash.  0.27;  largely  manufactured  into 
lumber,  and  used  for  all  purposes  of  construction,  fl>oriog,  piles,  etc. 

183.  PiNUS  BiGiDA.  Miller,  Pitch  Pioe.  Central  and  southei-n. — (B).  Only 
found  on  the  thinnest  soils  of  sandstone  escarpments,  but  some  i.iies  making  a  large 
tree.— (Dr.  Warder). 

A  tree  30  to  70  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  2  to  3  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  brittle,  coarse-grained,  compact;  bands  of  small 
summer  cells  broad,  very  resinous,  conspicuous,  resin  passages  numerous,  not  large ; 
medullary  rays  numerous,  obscure ;  cilor,  light  brown  or  red,  the  thick  sap-wood 
y^ow  or  often  nearly  white;  specific  gravity, 0.5151 ;  ash, 0  23;  largely  used  for 
fuel,  charcoal,  and  occasionally  manufactured  into  coarse  lumber. 

134.  PiNus  iNora.  AiUm.  Jersey  Pine,  ^rnb  Pine.  On  barren  and  sterile 
hills,  in  the  central  and  southern  parts  of  the  State.  A  straggling  tree,  from  80  to 
40  feet  high,  trunk  about  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  brittle,  verv  close-drained,  compact,  durable  ;  bands 
of  small  summer  cells  broad,  very  resinous,  conspicuous,  resin  passages  few,  not 
prominent;  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin;  color,  lii^ht  (»range.  the  thick  sap-wood 
nearly  white ;  specific  gravity,  0.5309;  ash,  0.30;  largely  used  for  fuel. 

185.  PxNUs  Banrsiana.  Lambui,  Gray  Pine,  Northern  Scrub  Pine.  A  strag- 
Idling  shrub  or  low  tree  oi  5  to  30  feet  in  height,  with  a  trunk  of  from  6  to  18  inches 
rn  diameter;  rare;  fouad  in  Summit  county. — (Newberry) 

Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  rather  close-grained,  compact;  bands  of  small 
summer  cells  not  broad,  very  resinous,  conspicuous,  resin  passages  few,  not  large; 
me<lullary  rays  numerous,  obscure;  color,  clear  light  brown,  or  rarely  orange,  the 
thick  sap-wood  almost  wnite;  specific  gravity,  0.4761;  ash,  0.23;  largely  used  for 
fuel. 

136.  TsuQA  Canadensis.  Carriere,  Pinus  Oanadensis,' Linnaeus,  Abies,  Cana- 
densis, Desfontaioe,  Hemlock  Spruce.  "Is,  at  present,  the  very  best  and  most 
beautiful  evergreen  in  cultivation,  though  not  equally  snccessful  in  all  soils  and 
situations.  It  grows  on  the  northern  flits,  and  farther  southward  on  damp  rocks,  in 
shady  dells,  and  on  banks  of  streams.''— (Dr.  Warder). 

Tree  attaining  a  height  of  70  to  100  feet,  with  a  diameter  of  2  to  3  and  more  feet 
Wood  light,  soft,  not  strong,  brittle,  coarse,  crooked-grained,  difficult  to  work, 
liable  to  wind-shake  and  splinter,  not  durable ;  bands  of  small  summer  cells  rather 
broad,  conspicuous ;  medullary  rays  numerous,  thin ;  color,  light  brown,  tinged  with 
red,  or  often  nearly  white,  the  sap-wood  somewhat  darker;  specific  gravity,  0.4239; 
ash,  0.46 ;  largely  manufactured  into  coarse  lumber,  and  used  in  construction  for  out- 
side finish,  railway  ties,  etc. 

The  bark,  rich  in  tannin,  is  the  principal  material  used  in  the  northern  States 
in  tanning  leather.  Canada  or  Hemlock  pitch,  prepared  from  the  resinous  secre- 
tion of  this  species,  used  in  the  preparation  of  stimulating  plasters. 

137.  Larix  Americana.    Miehaux,    Larch,  Tamarack,  Hackmatack.    Northern 
to  Central  Ohio,  in  swamps ;  rather  limited.— ^ur.  Warder.) 

Tree  60  to  90  feet  high,  trunk  2  to  3  feet  in  diameter. 
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Wood  heavy,  very  etrong,  rather  coarse-grained,  compact,  darable  in  contact 
with  tk^e  soil ;  bands  of  small  sommer  cells  broad,  very  resinoas,  dark  colored,  cmi- 
spicoouB.  resin  passages  few,  obscare ;  medullary  rays  numerons,  hardly  distingaish- 
able ;  color,  light-brown,  the  sap-wood  nearly  white ;  specific  gravity,  0.6286 ;  aflb, 
0.88;  largely  used  for  ship  timbers,  fence  posts,  telegraph  poles,  railway  ties,  etc«

Ghilucoths,  Ohio,  November  14, 1887. 
HoM.  J.  8.  BoBiNSON,  Secretary  of  State : 

Sib:  In  accordance  with  the  proyisions  of  the  statute,  I  hereby  sabmit,  on  be- 
half of  the  Ohio  Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  fourth  annual  report  of  the  labors  of  said 
Board,  ending  with  November  15, 1887. 

In  March,  1887,  Governor  Foraker  appointed  Wm.  R.  Og^ier  to  membership  on 
the  Board  made  vacant  by  expiration  of  the  term  of  service  of  Philip  H.  Brack 
April  1, 1887.  Since  which  time  tHevBoard  has  been  composed  of  the  following 
persons: 

Wm.  R  Ogier,  of  Golnmbnst  £•  M.  Hatton,  of  Zanesville; 

F.  T.  Bower,  of  Toledo;  John  Weyer,  of  Cincinnati ; 

J.  A.  Nipgen,  of  Chillicothe. 
At  a  meeting  held  April  1, 1887,  the  Board  was  reorganised  by  the  election  of 
the  following  officers : 

E.  M.  Hatton,  President. 

F.  T.  Bower,  Vice-President 

J.  A.  Nipgen,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

The  pharmacy  law  of  the  State  became  operative  in  1884,  and  by  its  provisions 
all  persons  then  engaged  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy  who  complied  with  the  pro- 
▼iaions  of  section  4,407,  were  made  recipients  of  ceriificates  of  registration  without 
examination.  All  certificates  issaed  by  this  Board  being  renewable,  with  certain 
limitations,  at  the  expiration  of  three  years,  the  labor  devolving  upon  the  Board  in 
the  reissue  of  certificates  and  the  re-registration  of  the  majority  of  the  pharmadsta 
and  assistant  pharmacists  of  the  State  has  been,  during  the  current  yea^,  very  great.

During  the  year  the  following  meetings  for  the  examination  of  candidatee  hare 
been  held : 

1886— November  23,  at  Columbus.  1887— January  10,  at  Cincinnati;  March  1, 
at  Columbus;  May  10,  at  Columbus;  July  19,  at  Toledo;  October  10,  at  Cleveland. 

At  these  examinations  290  appeared  to  register  as  pharmacists,  and  182  aa  asnat- 
ant  pharmacists.  Of  these  applicants,  147  received  certificates  of  competency  and 
were  registered  as  pharmacists,  and  92  as  assistant  pharmaciata. 

lists  of  the  names  of  those  re-registered  this  year,  numbered  1, 2  and  3,  and  of 
those  registered  in  1886-6  and  7,  numbered  4  and  6,  are  appended  and  form  part  of 
this  report. 

A  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Board,  with  an  itemised  account 
of  receipts  and  expenditures,  is  herewith  transmitted,  and  forms  a  part  of  thta  report. 

At  the  recent  session  of  the  General  Assembly  an  amendment  to  the  pharmacy 
law  was  enacted,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  prosecute  all  cases 
of  violations  of  the  law,  and  in  obedience  to  this  requirement  due  notice  has  been 
served  upon  all  those  persons  known  to  be  engaged  in  the  illegal  traffic  in  drugs  and 
medicines.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  in  about  every  instance  a  single 
notice  has  been  sufficient  to  cause  the  statute  to  be  properly  respected.  We  have, 
however,  one  case  now  in  the  common  pleas  court  of  Clinton  county,  wherein  the 
defendant  proposes  to  test  the  ability  of  the  State  to  enforce  the  law  regulating  the 
practice  of  pharmacy. 

It  is  the  humble  opinion  of  the  members  of  this  Board,  based  upon  observatioii 
and  experience  in  its  service,  that  no  law  has  been  enacted  in  recent  years  capable 
of  producing  more  beneficial  results  to  the  people  ot  this  commonwealth,  than  the 
one  this  Board  is  charged  with  executing.  Each  year  of  its  existence  brings  addi- 
tional testimony  to  its  efficiency  in  elevating  the  standard  of  a  profession  where 
such  great  responsibility  attains,  in  eradicating  from  its  ranks  the  ignorant  and  in- 
competent, and  in  securing  to  the  confiding  public  that  measure  of  protection  to  life 
and  health  which  it  is  the  mission  of  the  State  to  secure  to  the  people  who  com-
